In addi- 
tion, a followup study of participants and nonpar- 
ticipants in the 50 primarily nonurban programs 
studied in part I of the assessment study indicated 
that where comparable data were available the

outcomes were approximately the same. Study 
conclusions were that the program populations of 
minority, disadvantaged, and average to below- 
average students were generally competent and 
well-motivated and had high job placement rates, 
except in cities with high unemployment. Major 
constraints to expansion of the cooperative pro- 
grams were lack of a sufficient number of coor- 
dinators and adverse economic conditions. (The 
final report, which provides more detail, is availa- 
ble in three volumes.)

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Identifiers— United States 
This is the second of a three-volume final re- 

port of a study to assess the effectiveness of 

secondary and postsecondary cooperative educa- 
tion programs in the nation’s hundred largest ci- 
ties and to analyze the postprogram experiences 
of participants and nonparticipants.

The accomplishments and activities of the Na- 
tional and State Advisory Councils, the implica- 
tions of the Vocational Education Amendments 
of 1976, and opportunities and problems now 
facing vocational education are discussed. The 
author comments that the amendments (1976) 
are primarily concerned with defining the Federal 
role in vocational education, and that other 
legislative administrative efforts would include 
simplifying the administration of program funds, 
construction of additional facilities, and improved 
planning.

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Identifiers—Army 
Concepts currently used in conveying technical 

information about the operation and maintenance 

of equipment in the U.S. Army were investigated. 

The objective was to develop a more cost effec- 

tive maintenance program by reducing personnel 

costs through a more effective software link 
between the hardware and maintenance person- 
nel. The study objectives were organized into 
seven major tasks: (1) To identify new concepts

This report presents the findings of the Na- 
tional Advisory Council on Vocational Educa- 
tion’s (NACVE) national study of the degree to 
which public vocational education programs in 
secondary institutions are continuous with those 
in the same or closely related fields of postsecon- 
dary instruction. Methodology involved a survey 
of the 56 state advisory councils on vocational 
education of which 48 responded (85.7%). Con- 
clusions, based on the survey responses and on a 
literature review, indicated that (1) there is 
planned articulation between secondary and post- 
secondary levels of instruction in slightly less than 
40% of the responding states; (2) where granted, 
advanced placement is more often based on

To aid the teacher in providing instruction in 

small business ownership and management for

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A detailed formative evaluation was conducted 

on a series of seven competency-based inservice

The topics of 
the module series focused on_ instructional 
development and on coordination of services and 
programming for special needs students in secon- 
dary programs. A series of major questions was 
developed which addressed the evaluation of the 
competencies included in the modules, formative 
interim evaluation, and product-outcome evalua- 
tion. Evaluation information was gathered from 
six separate sources: A panel of experts, field test 
participants, local program administrators, rele- 
vant documents, participant-observers, and the 
products developed by the field test participants. 

Formative evaluation data were gathered for each 

module and analyzed at three levels: Microanaly- 

sis, macroanalysis, and a more global assessment 
of the series and of selected aspects of the 
delivery systems used in the inservice field test. 

The report includes a literature review, descrip- 

tion of methods and procedures, and presentation 

of findings with summary and recommendations.

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Identifiers— * Vegetables 
Designed to provide practical, up-to-date, basic 

information on home gardening for vocational 

agriculture students with only a_ limited 
knowledge of vegetable gardening, this reference 
unit includes step-by-step procedures for 
planning, planting, cultivating, harvesting, and 
processing vegetables in a small plot. Topics 
covered include plot selection, soil preparation, 
tools, selection of vegetable varieties, selection 
and ordering of seed, transplanting vegetables, 
planting the garden, care of the garden, and har- 
vesting and pre ing. App d material pro- 
vides information about chemical weed control, 
insect identification and control, disease control, 
popular vegetable varieties, a list of seed compa- 
nies, and notes on growing specific vegetables. 
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The information is provided in question and 
answer format with numerous illustrations inter- 
spersed. (NJ) 
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There is a need for the spirit of freedom in the 
teaching profession since in some respects the 
teacher’s fulfillment is dependent upon the 
freedom that the teacher is willing and able to ex- 
ercise in his/her profession. Teaching freedom 
means the opportunity to develop the potential 
for teaching excellence according to the teacher’s 
individuality in dealing with the individual dif- 
ferences among the students. Many teaching in- 
stitutions have generated robots, programed to 
follow precise directions for every aspect of edu- 
cational programs with no individual thinking or 
judgment. Rigid, prescribed programs cannot 
exist where teachers understand and respect their 
freedom, and the persistent companion of 
freedom is responsibility. The teacher must see 
his acceptance of freedom in the light of the 
much larger dimension of human understanding. 
The competent professional soon realizes the fal- 
libility of highly prescriptive programs for all stu- 
dents in a given class or grade level. He needs the 
freedom to design and deal with content toward 
the maximum individual development of each stu- 
dent. If the teacher is willing to give up this 
freedom and responsibility of decisionmaking, he 
should be aware of what he accepts in its place. 
(MF) 
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The problem of teaching industrial arts to stu- 

dents with special educational needs is addressed. 
Some of the handicaps of special education stu- 
dents are considered, including retardation, sight, 
hearing, neurological, orthopedic, and gross 
motor problems, learning disabilities, emotional 
disturbances, and multiple handicaps.

The 
need for an industrial arts curriculum which 
meets and reflects present and future trends is 
discussed in the introduction, followed by a 
review of the organizational process and a listing 
of the objectives developed to facilitate the 
proposed project.

Parameters and Con- 
straints Affecting the Course, Course Descrip- 
tions (including Organization, Management, and 
Evaluation Needs), and an outline of the conclu- 
sions based on project research are included. 
(TM) 
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The argument for technology education and its 
relationship and relevance to teacher education 
courses is presented, and centers around three as- 
sumptions: (1) The term technology education 
can be defined, (2) technology has permeated 
our society, and (3) industrial arts education 
might not be able to withstand the complexities 
of a technological society. Viewpoints concerning 
the definition of technology education (assump- 
tion 1) are reviewed; the relevant consistencies 
among these definitions are enumerated, and a 
new definition is offered. Basic concern is then 
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centered on the growth and expansion of 
technology in twentieth century United States 
and the implications that this has for industrial 
arts curriculum (assumption 2). It is noted that as 
a result of this growth, a need has developed for 
review of the directions that industrial arts has 
and will be taking (assumption 3).

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Identifiers—*North Carolina (Albemarle Region) 
This doctoral dissertation presents and demon- 
strates an inductive model used in the Albemarle 
Region (State Planning Region R), a 10-county 
area of North Carolina, for determining health 
occupations education needs and resources. Data 
were collected from over 1200 area health per- 
sonnel utilizing three basic types of instruments 
which were developed specifically for the study: 
One for each of several health agencies, one for 
health professionals, and one for health workers. 
Information sought included the identification of 
health education programs and resources (both 
current and planned), the identification of per- 
ceived manpower shortages in health fields, and 
the identification of perceived inservice and con- 
tinuing health education needs of health profes- 
sionals and other health workers according to an 
established priority. Although the data analyses 
involved only the health education needs of the 
Albermarle Region, implications are given for ap- 
plications of the procedure for determining edu- 
cational needs in other occupational areas.

The pilot project was intended to provide the 
industrial arts metals teachers with experiences 
and opportunities needed to help them plan, 
develop, and introduce occupationally-oriented 
information, activities, and experiences into in- 
dustrial arts classes.

There are many possible directions that can be 
taken to open equal opportunity to all who want 
work, especially for the handicapped. Since more 
service-producing industries are expected to grow 
in the future than goods-producing industries, and 
accurate job forecasting is good but must be ac- 
companied by adequate education and training, 
the growth of human services and meaningful 
careers must be encouraged. With plans being 
made to involve the handicapped in the world of 
work, additional planning must be made now for 
the desired changes in the occupational distribu- 
tion of the handicapped. Eliminating cultural 
stereotypes, disseminating career information, 
and earlier training and education are ways to 
eliminate existing inequalities. Education for 
careers requires programmatic cohesion and 
preparation at all educational levels with 
cooperation among rehabilitation counselors, spe- 
cial educators, career educators, and vocational 
educators. Revisions in the transportation system, 
redesign of jobs, buildings, etc., Federal and State 
laws, fringe benefits, and group health insurance 
are areas that must be examined for the disincen- 
tives they contain for work. Affirmative action 
means active day to day cooperation between 
handicapped employees, employers, and the 
government.

To 
accomplish this objective a number of school 
counselors at 19 high schools and the VTI per- 
sonnel at the six VTIs in the State were inter- 
viewed and a random sample of 10% of tenth, 

eleventh, and twelfth grade students and 1400 

VTI students were surveyed. The VTI student 

survey gathered data about sources of informa- 

tion influencing choice of VTIs and the value of 
these sources. The high school students were sur- 
veyed concerning awareness of the VTIs in Maine 
and information sources contributing to that 
awareness. Interviews with counseling and VTI 
personnel sought opinions and suggestions about 
orientation procedures. As a result of the surveys, 
a series of suggestions concerning orientation 
procedures are offered for school counselors and 
post high school personnel to enhance a coopera- 
tive effort. The results are presented and 
analyzed and a summary statement is provided. It 
is noted that although several influential sources 
were more frequently cited than others, the 
general conclusion was that no single procedure 

constitutes orientation. The report includes a 

bibliography and sample survey instruments. (NJ) 
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Occupational programs and courses at 
fir ive Wisconsin technical institutes and one Iowa 
community college were studied. Four different 
questionnaires were developed and administered 
to 910 respondents, including 76 employers and 
public agency officials, 259 prospective students, 
519 present students, and 56 staff members. Thir- 
ty-nine staff members were also interviewed. Sur- 
vey results, which include open-end responses 
and comments, are presented in a series of 39 ta- 
bles. Following are major findings of the study: 
(1) Prospective students and present students in- 
dicated they have a need for open entry/open 
exit, (2) students and staff felt that this was a via- 
ble, feasible, and beneficial approach, (3) em- 
ployer and public agency respond exp 
favorable attitudes towards this approach, and 
(4) use of an individualized instructional system 
was viewed favorable, but presented the most ob- 
stacles.

(2) expansion of exploration programs to a total 
of 40, serving 7,000 students; (3) expansion of 
new vocational/prevocational programs to serve 
850 students; and (4) placement or referral of 
over 555 dropouts or potential dropouts into 
jobs, training programs, back in school, or to 
other agencies. A third party evaluation report by 
a team from Central State University (Edmond, 
Oklahoma) is included in the document. (Evalua- 
tion procedures included onsite visits, interviews 
with students, staff, and resource personnel, and 
analysis of records.) Based on evaluation findings, 
conclusions are reported for each of the 79 
specific project objectives. It is recommended 
that the Oklahoma City school administration 
provide personnel for continued coordination of 
the career education programs. Appendixes in- 
clude the survey instruments and various project 
forms.

This report describes the background and 
results of a project to establish a school-based job 
placement service in the Columbia-Montour Area 
Vocational-Technical School in Bloomsburg, 
Pennsylvania. The center's activities, based on a 
previously-developed model, included these com- 
ponents: (1) Cooperative job development with 
the Bureau of Employment Security, (2) coopera- 
tive job matching, (3) followup to assist in work 
adjustment, (4) the educational program, and (5) 
feedback of information to improve the program. 
Findings and analysis are reported for placement, 
the 1974-75 followup study, mobility, maturity, 
nontraditional careers, the Bureau of Employ- 
ment Security, starting wages, and cooperation. 
Further conclusions are offered on the facility, 
the word processing machine, diversified occupa- 
tions programs, letters to employers, industry in- 
put, and professional associations. Conclusions in- 
dicate the following: Students placed by the pro- 
gram obtained higher starting wages and jobs in 
larger corporations; some graduates did not show 
readiness to enter the world of work upon 
graduation; although employers sought women 
for nontraditional jobs, no female students had 
chosen training in these areas; and cooperation 
with the Bureau of Employment Security was 
good. Information about average starting salaries 
and the followup study is appended along with 
other project-related material.

The Fargo area schools work experience pro- 
gram, “Mission Possible,’ was designed to help 
students explore career-related activities in three 
phases: (1) Students Seeking Insight (SSI), the 
observation-visitation-interview | approach in 
which a student is matched with an employer in 
the career area of interest; (2) Participate in a 
Career Experience (PACE), an unpaid practical 
work experience through formal agreement with 
a community participant; and (3) Job Informa- 
tion Search (JIS), providing career information 
and materials to students unable to participate in 
either of the other two phases. This voluntary 
program originated because student enrollment in 
the traditional vocational education cooperative 
work experience program was restricted to rigid 
school-work structuring and because the high 
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availability of part-time jobs drew many students 
to work instead of the school program. The re- 
port describes the 2-year program from June 
1974 to June 1976 in grades 9-12 in both urban 
and rural schools. Conclusions and recommenda- 
tions based on analysis of the 2-year experience 
are presented along with a review of the five pro- 
gram objectives with commentary on their status 
at the program’s conclusion. More than half of 
the document consists of appended materials 
developed in or for the project: Promotional 
materials; student, parent, and employer 
questionnaires and comments; and various forms 
and program data.

The work experience career exploration pro- 
gram (WECEP), a junior high school alternative 
education program for potential school dropouts, 
was implemented at Ben Franklin Junior High 
School in the Fargo, North Dakota, school dis- 
trict during the 1975-76 school year. Patterned 
after vocational education cooperative work ex- 
perience programs, WECEP is different in that it 
serves younger students ages 14 and 15 who are 
having problems in a traditional school setting. 
WECEP is concerned with helping disadvantaged 
students experience and appreciate work and 
education, rather than developing specific job 
skills. School credits are granted for both 
inschcol instruction and for the part-time work 
experience. The well-received program ex- 
perienced a high degree of success and will con- 
tinue as a regular program in the district. To con- 
tinue the success of the program’s first year, 
three areas of concern should be resolved: A reli- 
able and economic method of transporting 
WECEP students to job sites, a followup for these 
students into high school to help carry them 
through to graduation, and the concern felt by 
teachers in other subject areas about the special 
treatment given to WECEP students compared to 
students in the regular junior high program. 
About half of the report is comprised of WECEP 
materials such as student data forms and com- 
ments of employers, students, parents, and facul- 
ty.

paradigm and instructional materials for teaching 
vocational and prevocational curriculum-based 
concepts to special needs students.

vocational interest, spatial relationship and form 
perception ability, and finger dexterity.

Based on stated 3-year (1973-1976) project 
goals, career education activities were provided 
to the identified adult population (unemployed, 
underemployed, mid-career, high school 
dropouts, parents, and women) in rural areas of 
the North Central Vocational, Technical, and 
Adult Education District of Wisconsin. Project 
activities included classes, group sessions, coun- 
seling, career materials displays, tours, testing, 
and informational meetings. In addition, a materi- 
als resource center was developed, an inservice 
program was conducted, and dissemination and 
public relations activities were carried out. A 
third party evaluation was made of a selected 
school population in grades 3, 6, 9, and 12 and a 
variety of assessment instruments and survey 
forms were administered to the different partici- 
pant groups. Some concluding results were these: 
Many project activities were found helpful; inser- 
vice programs assisted schools to expand career 
education; group meetings, workshops, and credit 
classes were the most successful inservice 
methods; and the last year brought some success 
in reaching disadvantaged groups. A major por- 
tion of the report (402 pages) consists of ap- 
pended material, including public relations and 
dissemination records and samples, samples of in- 
service programs, sample adult career education 
programs, lists of career education materials, 
evaluation instruments, and the third party re- 
port.

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Phase II activities of a project to improve occu- 
pational education programs in corrective institu- 
tions involved conducting five workshops for 106 
selected participants with responsibility for the 
delivery of occupational education in the Bureau 
of Prisons (BOP).

tional language program for secondary trainable 

mentally retarded students based on an analysis 
of the concepts needed for entry and continua- 
tion in vocational training programs and related 
jobs. Twenty-five students from the Ebensburg 
State School in Pennsylvania participated in the 
project. The three vocational skill areas of car- 
pentry, woodworking, and auto body were ob- 
served, and task analyses were developed which 
included task statements, method verbs, concept 
areas, and detailed task breakdowns. Assessment 
devices were then developed and the concepts 
tested. The final phase involved experimental 
teaching at levels indicated by the test results. 
Concept modules were developed for a limited

verbal expression of the concept. The pilot pro- 
ject demonstrated a pee between acquisi- 
tion of vocational skill and language develop- 
ment. The concept module approach proved ef- 
fective in organizing vocational tasks in terms of 
progression of a given skill area. Appendixes in- 
clude assessment instruments, list of concepts, 
several task analyses for the three vocational 
areas, and 14 concept modules that include goals, 
materials, and procedures.

The documents are filmed continuously. (Author) 
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Successful psychotherapy is characterized by a 

sense of vital intensity and personal intimacy 
between client and therapist. Current theory and 
research have left this level of interpersonal con- 
tact untouched. The hypothesis is advanced that 
the intensity and intimacy of interpersonal con- 
tact supplies the motivation which allows the pa- 
tient to make use of the conditions offered by the 
therapist in the patient’s own coming to explore 
and experience his inner self. The author defines 
intensity and intimacy of interpersonal contact 
and presents a tentative scale for its measure- 
ment. Finally, the relationship of this concept to 
other therapeutic conditions offered by the 
therapist is discussed. (MPJ) 
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Identifiers—*Intrapersonal Exploration 
This paper describes by illustrative examples 
from therapeutic encounters the nine stages of an 
Intrapersonal Exploration (DX) scale. It is a revi- 
sion of an earlier scale, based upon the theoreti- 
cal conception of intrapersonal exploration as a 
sufficient antecedent condition for constructive 
personality change in psychotherapy. The scale is 
essentially an attempt to measure the extent to 
which the patient is engaged in self-exploration, 
with additional weightings given for personally 
private and personally damning material. In one 
study, six naive raters, using 358 samples of in- 
dividual psychotherapy, yielded inter-rater relia- 
bilities of between .58 and .78. This indicates to 
the author that the scale is explicit enough not to 
require background’ or theoretical information 
for its use. Two other studies also yielded 
reasonably high inter-rater reliabilities. The scale 
ranges from zero (no demonstrable intrapersonal 
exploration) to nine (a very high level of self-pro- 
bing and exploration). The judgments are based 
on the content of patient utterances. Test validity 
is not discussed. (Author/NG) 
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This paper describes a research project aimed 

at discovering the vocational interests of women 
employed in the labor market in nonprofessional 
occupations. Women from 17 nonprofessional oc- 
cupations were contacted by mail and asked to 
complete a revised form of the Strong Vocational 
Interest Blank (SVIB) for women, and a 
questionnaire concerned with their occupational 
choice and job description. Based on responses to 
this aspect of the study, two scales were con- 
structed--one for Women-in-General (WIG-1) 
which includes both professional and nonprofes- 
sional women, and one for women in nonprofes- 
sional occupations (WIG-2). Subsequently it was 
determined that the WIG-1 scale was the most 
useful where no information is available as to oc- 
cupational level. The paper includes extensive ap- 
pendices comparing the various populations and 
job categories, and concludes that intragroup in- 
terests of women in nonprofessional occupations 
differ considerably. Such information can be use- 
ful to the counselor who can more adequately 
counsel nonprofessional working women. (NG) 
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*Youth 

This speech is an attempt to analyze and un- 
derstand the generation of radical students. 
Though the author feels that all young peopie 
rebel, in all generations, he nonetheless contends 
that the discontent of the 60’s was qualitatively 
different. He traces its historical sources through 
the increasing number of graduate students and 
their increasing awareness of the difficulties of ‘‘- 
getting into” the academic system; a reaction 
against the highly standardized and impersonal 
nature of higher education in the 50’s; and the 
greater sophistication, experience and 
knowledgeability of the students. He feels that 
the educational establishment can respond to this 
unrest in positive ways. He suggests that educa- 
tion return to its traditional role, rather than 
emphasize professional training, it should work 
on the development of each individual’s poten- 
tialities. There must be increasing emphasis on 
the arts and humanities; women will continue to 
redefine their roles and goals; and students 
should be encouraged to participate in and in- 
fluence educational institutions and their own 
educations.

The work values of dominance- 
recognition, mastery-achievement and economic 
can probably be predicted through knowledge of 
a woman’s field of work, and the interesting ac- 
tivity value can be predicted through educational 
attainment and work pattern.

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The purpose of the veterans’ survey was to aid 
Services for Returning Students (SRS) in the 
planning and operating of veterans’ programs at 
the University of Texas at Austin. This report 
represents an initial step in assembling a profile 
of the U.T. Austin veteran. Sixty-five (43%) of 
the 150 surveys mailed out to U.T. veterans were 
returned. The questionnaire requested informa- 
tion on veterans’ characteristics, background and 
concerns, and whether they felt student services 
available to them were effective. The findings of 
the survey were that the veterans: (1) were only 
slightly older than the average student; (2) were 
likely to be while, male, and married; (3) did not 
use student services to any great extent, although 
it was not possible to determine whether services 
were inadequate or whether veterans were func- 
tioning well without them; (4) were academically 
serious and successful, and were very career- 
minded; (5) were receiving financial resources 
primarily from veterans’ benefits; and (6) were 
lacking information regarding social services in 
the community and student services on campus, 
degree programs, career options, and qualifica- 
tions for veteran’s benefits and/or part-time work. 
Conclusions were that SRS should be responsible 
for keeping agencies informed regarding the con- 
cerns of veterans, and for planning programs for 
veterans and their spouses. (Author) 
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The purpose of the Tutorial Assistance Pro- 
gram evaluation was to determine the impact of 
tutoring on student achievement and academic 
abilities. Three questionnaires were completed by 
178 males and 163 females at the University of 
Texas at Austin who received tutoring in the 
1975 spring semester. One questionnaire was 
completed prior to tutoring and two after tutor- 
ing, one being an ananymous evaluation of their 
tutors’ effectiveness.

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The Computerized Vocational Guidance 
System (VOCGUYD) is designed primarily to 
foster career maturity and to assist individuals in 
their career planning. To foster career maturity a 
wide variety of search and screening criteria that 
are critical to job success are introduced, and 
which serve as the basis for career guidance pur- 
poses. The Career Success Index (CSI) provided 
by the computer, and which is arrived at through 
computer interrogation is the most important 
aspect of VOCGUYD. The CSI reveals the 
degree of agreement between one’s interests, spe- 
cial aptitudes, work values, and school success in 
comparison to requirements attributed to success 
for a specific job area. Hopefully, a participant 
should identify from three to five job career areas 
with a CSI of Average or better, and for which 
more concentrated study would be made under 
the supervision of a Guidance Counselor. If the 
CSI is high it means the individual possesses the 
necessary conditions for job success. (Author) 
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The Computerized Educational Guidance 
System (EDGUYD) permits one to narrow post 
high school educational planning where con- 
sideration is given to all 1,448 4-year colleges 
and universities in the United States. This, to be 
sure, is a feat no human counselor is capable of 
without a computer. The Educational Success 
Index (ESI) is the means used by EDGUYD to 
narrow post high educational choices from the 
many (1,448) to a few for more intensive study 
under Guidance Counselor. It does this through a 
computer-based interrogation of the individual 
once a trial school is identified. The ESI reveals 
the degree of agreement between interests and 
desires of the individual and the specific require- 
ments of school identified. Hopefully, three or 
four schools would be identified with ESIs of 
average or better for more intensive study. 
(Author) 
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The Computerized Decision Development 
System (DEDEV) is designed to foster decision- 
making competency in individuals through a two 
Stage process: (1) providing information about 
scientific decision-making, and (2) providing ex- 
perience with use of information in “meaty” 
problems by computerized gaming and simula- 
tion. This manual presents the 14 modules which 
comprise the DEDEV system. These modules are 
devoted to such topics as locus of control, 
systems analysis, conscience and _ ego-ideal 
development, group leader decision patterns, 
power and decision-making, computerized deci- 
sion counseling, individual personal development, 
etc. (Author/SJL) 
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This study investigates sex and age differences 
in on-going emotionality. Sy ic convenience 
sampling was used in conducting two waves of in- 
terviews. The interviews involved approaching 
subjects (n=1205) and asking them questions 
concerning their present emotional state, how 
often they experience emotion, etc. The study 
gives no evidence that males are less emotional 
than females, and indicates that persons who are 
older experience emotions less frequently than 
those who are younger. These and other results 
are discussed in detail. (SJL) 
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The purpose of evaluating the orientation pro- 
gram at the University of Texas at Austin was to 
provide information which would aid the orienta- 
tion unit in the Office of the Dean of Students in 
establishing new programs and revising programs 
already in existence. In the summer of 1974, a 
total of 4,550 students participated in the survey, 
which involved completing a questionnaire 
requesting information about students’ concerns 
and personal philosophies of education. The sam- 
ple was half male and half female, with 9% non- 
White minority students. Major findings showed 
that: (1) students most frequently checked ‘job 
possibilities’ as a major concern, followed by 
‘finding relevant courses’; (2) transfer students 
were less worried than freshmen about their 
scholastic abilities and the transition to college; 
(3) Mexican-American and Black students were 
twice as likely to check finances as a problem as 
Anglos; (4) transfer students were more con- 
cerned about finances than freshmen; (5) half of 
the students had a social philosophy towards col- 
lege, while 20% had a vocational or academic 
philosophy respectively, and, (6) Blacks more 
frequently checked the vocational philosophy 
than other students. The major conclusion was 
that outreach programs were needed for new stu- 
dents with emphasis on responding to student 
career and social concerns, and the financial con- 
cerns of minority students. (Author) 
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Previous research (Bem, 1976) has shown that 
sex-typed and androgynous persons differ in their 
behavior in a variety of situations. The present 
paper describes four studies of the relationship of 
sex-typing to sexual socialization and _ to 
heterosexual attitudes and behavior. This pro- 
gram of research indicates that persons do differ 
in their sexual socialization and in their career 
and family plans as a function of the extent to 
which they are sex-typed. Investigation of the at- 
titudinal and behavioral differences between sex- 
typed and andro-gynous persons in the context of 
heterosexual interaction, however, suggests that 
although there are some differences in their sex- 
ual attitudes and behavior, they do not differ in 
their responses to persons who engage in cross- 
sex behavior (female active, male passive) in bed. 
On the other hand, large and consistent dif- 
ferences as a function of gender emerged in the 
studies involving heterosexual interaction. It was 
concluded that gender is far more potent than ex- 
tent of sex-typing in influencing heterosexual in- 
teraction. (Author) 
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This paper presents a theory of human infor- 
mation processing. Information processing refers 
to the perception, encoding, recoding, storage, 
retrieval and manipulation of information by the 
brain. This theoretical model takes a develop- 
mental perspective in explaining human _per- 
formance on tasks that require thinking, reason- 
ing and bering. A d is the question 
of how information is processed by adults and by 
children of different ages. The main focus of this 
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Paper is upon those features of the theory which 
attempt to answer the questions of how and why 
do the differences between children and adults 
disappear with development. (SJL) 
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A stepwise multiple regression analysis was per- 

formed in order to explore the possibility of pre- 

dicting the quality of a counselor’s performance 
from the values of five predictor variables. The 
opportunity to make such predictions could prove 
useful to Deans of Students in making decisions 
concerning personnel deployment, in-service 
training, reappointment, tenure, and promotion. 
(Author) 
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Identifiers—* Runaways 
The broader question regarding the issue of ru- 
naways as a social problem requires incidence 
figures to estimate the extent of this problem. 
This paper examines how differing definitions 
used to describe running away can produce vary- 
ing estimates of incidence. Due to these varia- 
tions, levels of incidence range from a low of 
.0011% to a high of 24.3%. This paper suggests 
that the definition employed and the resultant 
estimates of incidence can affect the public’s role 
in providing programming to meet the basic sur- 
vival needs of youth who run away. (Author) 
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The Computerized Vocational Guidance 
System (VOCGUYD) is designed primarily to re- 
late the world of an individual to the world of 
work in a meaningful yet comprehensive manner. 
It is intended for use by individuals in their own 
life career planning, and is designed specifically 
to provide a scientific means for the reducing of 
career planning choices from the many to the few 
for more intensive study with an appropriately 
qualified Career Guidance Counselor. It serves as 
an effective vehicle to foster career maturity in 
individuals by providing both “information 
about”’ (through CAI auxiliary guidance pro- 
grams) and “experience with” (through use of 
Search and Screening criteria) fundamentals that 
are deemed to be paramount and critical to real 
job success. (Author) 
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The role of the therapist was varied in a weight 
reduction program. When meetings with the 
therapist were “faded out” over the duration of 
the 10-week treatment period subjects lost signifi- 
cantly more weight compared to subjects who 
met with the therapist on a regular basis; both 
groups differed significantly from controls. Six 
months after therapy, subjects who had regularly 
met with the therapist during the treatment 
period had gained back all the weight they had 
lost during treatment; they no longer differed 
from controls. Subjects who had had the therapist 
“faded out,”’ however, maintained their losses. 
Self-control should be viewed as an operant. The 
therapist should be viewed as an important 
source of external control, and subjects need to 
be shaped into relying less on him in order to 
develop adequate self-control. (Author) 
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Psychology is again revitalizing efforts to ex- 

plore the nature and extent of human con- 

sciousness. Although consciousness has always 
been the central subject matter of psychology, 
various metholodological and __ ideological 

“schools” have often quarreled as to exactly what 

constitutes the appropriate measure of the sub- 

ject. What is most significant about the resur- 
rection of consciousness as a focal point for 
psychological inquiry--although for some it was 
never really dead--is that advances and innova- 
tions in scientific methodology and in the 
philosophy of science as well have brought what 
once were considered metaphysical, non-empiri- 
cal and even theological issues within the realm 
of rigorous scientific investigation. Methodologi- 
cal approaches to consciousness have included 
both the empirical-experimental, involving 
psychobiology, psychopharmacology and biofeed- 
back research and the empirical-experiential, 
resulting in increasing cohesion in these two 
seemingly conflictual modes of study. Possibly the 
most significant issue for the inclusion of con- 
sciousness as an acceptable subject matter for 
scientific psychology is a better understanding of 
the very nature and process of science itself. 

Those who claim status as scientists must ex- 

amine, or re-examine, the philosophy of their 

own discipline to discover, or rediscover, the 
workings of scientific methodology and attitudes 
concerning knowledge itself. (Author/SJL) 
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This paper is prepared for the rehabilitation 

practitioner and hopefully will meet some of the 

needs of the academician as well. The data 
covers the following major areas: How personality 
develops, How emotional pathology develops, 
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Defense mechanisms, Classification of psychologi- 
cal makeup, Treatment of emotional pathology, 
Commonly used glossary, Counseling with the 
mentally restored, Operational definitions, Assess- 
ment procedures and report writing, and 
Psychological assessment of the physically and 
mentally disabled. Additionally, a significant 
bibliography and survey of appropriate literature 
is included. (Author) 
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The findings suggest that there may be no sig- 

nificant difference between the achievement of 
first-, only-, and last-born children. While middle- 
born children appeared to do less well in 
academic achievement, their occupational 
achievement did not differ significantly from the 
other birth-order groups. The findings suggest 
further that sibling-identification may affect the 
occupational achievement of last-born offspring, 
while parental activity appears to influence the 
academic and occupational achievement of first- 
and only-born children. Last-born offspring ap- 
pear to do better in occupations predominated by 
co-workers of the same sex as their next-older 
sib. For the Last-Born in an _ occupation 
predominated by co-workers of the opposite sex 
of his next-older sib, occupational achievement 
correlated positively with an increase in the age 
space between the Last-Born and his next-older 
sib. (Author) 
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This study investigated attitudes of black and 

white male students toward guidance and their 

preference for a counselor on the basis of race 
and sex. A random sample of 97 boys from two 
schools participated in the study. All boys in the 

sample were given the Attitudes Toward a 

Guidance Program questionnaire and all an- 

swered a Counselor Preference questionnaire. 

Five hypotheses were developed and the median 

test was performed and Chi-square subsequently 

used to test for null hypotheses of no difference 
in proportion between the two groups. The 

results obtained from the study revealed that: (1) 

there were no significant differences on scores on 

the Attitudes Toward a Guidance Program scale 
between black and white students at either school 
or between the two schools; (2) Chi-square 
values yielded a significant difference in the pro- 
portion of blacks preferring a black as compared 
to a white counselor. Blacks preferred a black 
counselor; whites preferred a white counselor; 
(3) there was no significant difference in the pro- 
portion of blacks and whites choosing male as 
compared to a female counselor. Both groups 
preferred males; and (4) there was no significant 
difference between black and whites in those in- 
dicating no racial preference. Approximately fifty 
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percent of each group failed to indicate a racial 
preference. (Author) 
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This study’s findings are consistent with the 

views and findings of others, such as Han- 
sen(1960), Coleman (1966), and Maynor and 
Katzenmeyer (1974). Also, this study as well as 
others explicitly demonstrate to educators and 
those of us in the helping professions, such as 
school counselors and counselor educators, that 
the most studied group of people in our two hun- 
dred years of freedom from England blacks, are 
still educational achievement laggers when 
academic achievement is assessed by traditional 
techniques. Desegregation has been no panacea 
for the non-White and poor white child in a mid- 
dle class, Anglo Saxon oriented educational 
system, the reason being that blacks, other 
minority groups,and poor whites continually 
demonstrate a lower level of performance on 
standardized tests. To say that the aforemen- 
tioned groups’ scores on such assessment mea- 
sures are better than they were when segregation 
was vogue says very little. It is only a manifesta- 
tion of educational malignant oblivion. Being 
better off but still not quite as intellectually 
astute as one’s peers does not enhance positive 
self concepts nor does it facilitate marketability 
in our competitive world of work. (Author) 
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The drug counseling program at the University 

of Iowa is an interdisciplinary program to train 
masters degree counselors. Fifteen students are 
admitted each year in the Division of Counselor 
Education to enroll in a M.A. program in School 
Counseling, Vocational Rehabilitation Counsel- 
ing, or College Student Personnel. The curricu- 
lum is interdisciplinary in nature combining the 
efforts of the Pharmacological Department, 
Psychiatry Department, and Counselor Educa- 
tion. Some of the courses in the curriculum are: 
Drugs: Their Nature, Action, and Use, The Drug 
Culture, Drugs and The Counselor, and 
Psychiatry and Drug Abuse. Three or four intern- 
ship experiences run concurrently with the stu- 
dents’ coursework and entai! approximately 20 
hours per week. The internships are rotated for 
the students to gain experience in both an alcohol 
agency and another type of drug abuse agency. A 
research project, usually generated from one of 
the internship settings, is recommended. In addi- 
tion to the traditional academic criteria for selec- 
tion, potential students submit a Personal History 
and Drug Philosophy. Special consideration is 
given individuals who have done work in drug re- 
lated areas and to former drug and alcohol 
abusers who show evidence of well-integrated 
personalities and complete rehabilitation. The 
training emphasizes a differential treatment 
model with program management and accounta- 
bility. (Author) 
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This speech reports an experiment on memory 
and verbal ability. The study notes that in previ- 
ous research, verbal ability has been found to 
correlate with sensitivity to order, an important 
component of intelligence. This relationship may 
be due largely to the greater word store of high 
verbal scorers. The author’s experimental 
hypothesis is that clustering scores will not dif- 
ferentiate high and low verbal ability subjects, if 
one omits items retrieved from the pre-categori- 
cal store. Subjects were divided into high and low 
verbal ability, and were presented with word lists 
containing words from three semantic categories. 
Presentation was either pseudo-random or in se- 
mantic blocks. A comparison of the pseudo-ran- 
dom and block presentation methods indicated 
that high verbal ability subjects did better. An 
analysis of variance showed, however, an interac- 
tion between verbal ability and recall stage, and a 
post hoc analysis indicated that this was the result 
of a larger difference in clustering score for high 
verbal subjects in the first stage of recall. The 
findings tend to support the notion that high ver- 
bal ability leads to a greater “‘echobox” store 
where more items can be held verbatim and thus 
retrieved more readily. (NG) 
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One of the most consistent problems stated by 

high school psychology teachers is one of a lack 
of teaching aids and sources of information. Con- 
trary to the opinions of many such teachers, there 
are many sources of information to aid the 
beginning or experienced teacher of high school 
psychology. The problem is in finding ways to 
communicate these sources of information to the 
teacher. This paper is a partial listing and 
description of sources of information, and at the 
same time a request for even more sources of in- 
formation from other teachers. (Author) 
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This paper provides a brief review of the 

workshop held by the Human _ Resources 

Research Organization in March 1974 to 

acquaint mental health consultants with the 

procedures and instruments that have been 

developed to aid them in planning indirect ser- 

vices with schools. Among the specific objectives 

were: To disseminate information about the 

recently developed research products in a timely 
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manner; to provide training in the use of the 
procedures and instruments; to prepare two men- 
tal health consultants in each of the selected 
areas as resource persons for others in the region 
who plan to use the methodology; and to obtain a 
critique of the procedures and instruments. The 
selection of participants was in three stages in 
order to have people with considerable ex- 
perience in program oriented consultation with 
schools. The procedures and_ instruments 
developed were intended to: (1) provide the con- 
sultant with a broad range of information about 
the school; (2) enable the principal to organize 
his knowledge of and perceptions about problems 
in his school; and (3) provide systematic 
procedures for the principal, staff members and 
the consultant to obtain a comprehensive picture 
of the needs and problems of the school. 
(Author/NG) 
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Identifiers— *Gating 
The efficacy of gating in the processing of sim- 

ple, multidimensional stimuli was investigated. In 
Experiment 1, a continuous classification task 
was used, with subjects sorting cards according to 
binary dimensions of line orientation and loca- 
tion. Results suggested that orientation and loca- 
tion are integral dimensions, facilitation occurring 
with correlated dimensional combinations and in- 
terference with orthogonal combinations. In Ex- 
periment 2, discrete reaction time (RT) trials 
were given, requiring classification of tachisto- 
scopically presented stimuli with large Response- 
Stimulus intervals (13 sec). Interference, but not 
facilitation was found. Analysis of sequential ef- 
fects revealed no support for the hypothesis that 
interference is due to the greater frequency of 
stimulus change in orthogonal conditions. It is 
suggested that long RSIs induce a set to process 
stimuli beyond psychological similarity and to 
analyze the dimensional structure of integral 
dimensions. Such dimensional analysis would 
eliminate facilitation effects, and interference 
might be due to response competition. (Author) 
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Career counseling and upward mobility for 

Blacks and other minorities in many cases is a 

myth. Among the major issues and concerns of 

the professional in this field is still racism in its 
subtle forms. The slogan of equality is plagued by 
the long years of injustices, and many Euro- 

Americans even today feel very little sympathy 

for Blacks, Native Americans, Puerto Ricans, and 

others. This psychological attitude prevents the 
career progression of minorities in our 
democratic society. Factors presenting problems 
in counseling Blacks (adults/young adults) and 
other minorities are personal problems, in- 
adequate education, job discrimination, and low 
motivation and aspirations. For many minorities, 
the system during the past 10 years has failed 
them with “Great Society programs’ and the 

“War on Poverty,” the end result being frustra- 

tion, bitterness, and despair. From 1970 to the 

present, many programs designed for upward mo- 
bilizing minorities have yet to reach their objec- 


tives. Still further, Civil Rights laws of the 1960's 
and early 1970's are failing to make a major im- 
pact on the aforementioned conditions. As it 
stands now, considering the fiscal and economic 
state of the nation, minorities, regardless of edu- 
cation and training, will remain in job disarray, 
frustration, and discord until there is another 
domestic priority by local, state, and national of- 
ficials. Admittedly, progress has been made for a 
few in the minority groups; but for the masses, “- 
Sorry, Road Closed.” (Author) 
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The Boston University Interdisciplinary School 

Consultation Project was initiated in 1971 and 
continued until the end of the school year in 
1974. Its major objectives were: (1) to improve 
the skill, capacity and understanding of those 
who wanted to work in urban areas, and (2) to 
develop collaborative methods of dealing with 
children and families in schools and commu- 
nitites. The program involved graduate students 
from Boston University's School of Education 
(Counelor Education Department), School of So- 
cial Work, and School of Nursing, as well as stu- 
dents from the New Careers Program of 
Metropolitan College. Faculty members from the 
various schools were involved in planning, super- 
vision and teaching the trainees. The Boston 
University Team provided a number of traditional 
and innovative services to the schools in which it 
worked. Programs in the areas of alcohol educa- 
tion, career information, parent involvement, and 
ethnic pride were only some of the tasks un- 
dertaken. The emphasis was on collaboration 
among team members and with school personnel 
and community members. Research and evalua- 
tion efforts were on-going components of the pro- 
ject. A number of studies were undertaken to as- 
sess the efficacy of various programs and the 
composition of the client population. (Author) 
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Two hundred seven parents of patients at the 
St. Louis University Orthodontic Clinic chose 
ideal male and female profiles from groups of five 
profile drawings ranging from __ severely 
retregnathic to severely prognathic. In addition, 
they completed a self concept questionnaire (Bills 
Index of Adjustment) and picked from the profile 
drawings of the profile they felt most closely 
resembled their own. A silhouette photograph of 
each subject provided an objective profile. Fifty- 
six percent of the subjects were able to correctly 
classify their own profile and 93% of the subjects 
agreed with the orthodontic conception of the 
ideal profile. Of the subjects who misperceived 
their profiles those in the high self esteem group 
judged their profiles to be less ideal than they ac- 
tually were. Since there were equal percentages 
of subjects with ideal profiles in each self esteem 





group, self concept does not appear to be ap- 
e— influenced by objective appearance. 

ather, in most cases it seems that a person’s 
perception of his facial profile is determined by 
his psychological self satisfaction rather than by 
his objective appearance. (Author) 
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A technique for the analysis of ecosystems 
developed by Odum focuses on the nature of in- 
teractions which take place within the system 
being considered. This technique can be used to 
assess the contribution of any variable to an in- 
teraction. Using data derived from previous 
research conducted by Feather, the authors em- 
ploy this technique to examine the way in which 
probability estimates and actual achievement in- 
teract as a system. Specifically, the data were stu- 
died to determine how achievement and proba- 
bility of success varied over time for each treat- 
ment group. The interactions were incorporated 
into a model allowing symbolic representation to 
be translated into a useable mathematical form. 
Thus each dynamic variable in the system can be 
represented by a differential equation which, 
when combined, provide data on the changes of 
each variable over time. (AJL) 
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Identifiers—*Kansas City School Behavior Pro- 
ject 
The Kansas City School Behavior Project was 
an experiment intended to enhance the social- 
emotional development of individual pupils 
through treatment of mild behavioral 
disturbances and primary prevention programs, 
utilizing the teachers in their roles as group 
leaders. The teachers in the experimental group 
received summer training in the methods and 
techniques of small group interaction, and were 
given support through the school year by project 
staff in weekly meetings. An epidemiologic fol- 
low-up indicated more positive teacher ratings of 
work habits and fewer absences. Data from fami- 
ly files demonstrated prevention effects, whereas 
school data varied, showing limited positive ef- 
fects and some negative effects. Community data 
from police and juvenile court tend to confirm 
the prevention effect, though police data's posi- 
tive effect wore off in the final year. Recommen- 
dations for future implementation and evaluation 
of this approach are suggested. (KS) 
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This paper briefly reviews how subjects 
enhance performance by favoring some stimuli 
over others. The author calls the mechanism by 
which this is achieved ‘‘expectancy”, a generic 
term including preparatory set, behavioral 
hypotheses, orienting reflex, and anticipatory goal 
responses. Temporal and event expectancy are 
contrasted. Verbal prediction before presentation 
of the stimulus is a method commonly used to 
understand expectancy state. Theoretical concen- 
sus in regard to interpreting the verbal prediction 
effect are presented. Also discussed is whether 
the subject anticipates seeing a particular stimu- 
lus or executing a particular response. The prima- 
ry assumption emphasized is that expectancy is a 
memory phenomenon. (KS) 
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The University of Maryland, College Park, ad- 

vising system, developed in response to the 1972 

Report of the Campus Senate Committee on 

Academic Advising, is described. The approach 

adopted is humanistic and developmental, and all 

efforts are made to make the institution more 
aware of and receptive to student needs. (KS) 
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This project report gives information regarding 

the effectiveness of regional counselor training ef- 

forts for 463 newly employed untrained VR 
counselors from D.C., Kentucky, Maryland, 

North Carolina, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands, Vir- 

ginia, West Virginia, Delaware and Pennsylvania. 

The course spanned a two-week period; six weeks

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This programmed instruction rehabilitation 
counseling information test attempts to cover six 
areas as follows: testing, psychological informa- 
tion, medical information, counseling concepts, 
history of rehabilitation, and counselor-agency 
functioning. The information may be utilized for 
research purposes and/or replicated by others. 
(Author) 
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This training guide is prepared primarily for the 

Vocational Rehabilitation practitioner, although 
academicians may also find it of value. Sixteen 
specific areas are covered, including common ab- 
breviations, prefixes and suffixes, root words, 
general terms, operative terminology, special sen- 
ses and body systems, general medical examina- 
tion, medical glossary, and relevant lay informa- 
tion for the vocational rehabilitation counselor, 
para-professional personnel and ancillary reha- 
bilitation personnel. (Author) 
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This paper presents information helpful to the 

vocational rehabilitation counselor and can be 
utilized in training programs for the newly em- 
ployed untrained vocational rehabilitation practi- 
tioner. Areas covered include medical terminolo- 
gy, common prefixes and suffixes, speciality 
boards; paramedic professions, and medical edu- 
cation. Undergraduate rehabilitation education 
programs, graduate school programs, and prac- 
ticum experience programs should find this infor- 
mation helpful. (Author) 
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A two-year demonstration project, to deter- 

mine whether a short-term (30 days) summer 

camp experience could contribute to prevention 
of juvenile delinquency, found that camping in- 
duced positive attitudinal change and improved 

adjustment to school. The project involved 200 

adolescent boys from varied social backgrounds 

who were selected on evidence of anti-social 
behavior and potential for dropping out of 
school.

from a group of nonproject campers and noncam- 
pers in order to evaluate their summer ex- 
periences for purposes of camparison. Actual 
program methodology emphasized group dynam- 
ics and sensitivity training in organized camping 
activities and staff-camper relations. Program 
evaluation formed around data collected before, 
during, and after camp sessions; camper self-re- 
port schemes and counselor observation sheets 
were analyzed to measure change. Statistical 
analysis of pre-and post-measures showed positive 
change in a camper’s attitudes toward self, peer 
group, and authority.

As an alter- 
native approach, a textual cognition model of 
written communicative competence is proposed 
and elaborated. Arising out of the Trent Valley 
Project of the Ontario Institute for the Study of 
Education, the model is operationalized through 
an extension of the cloze procedure from reading 
to writing. The underlying assumptions are that 
written communicative competence implies that a 
student’s writing will make sense for an intended 
or relevant audience and that, in turn, the cloze 
procedure will provide a valid measure of the ex- 
tent to which the writing does make sense to that 
audience. On the basis of preliminary investiga- 
tions, a taxonomy of impediments to successful 
written communication is developed for problems 
at the graphic, syntactic, lexical, and contextual 
levels. Questions remaining to be answered about 
the textual cognition model and the associated 
cloze procedure are listed.

In con- 
trast, the novels taught in a college literature 
course approximate life more nearly than do 
clod-hero television shows, and a college com- 
position course imparts more practical knowledge 
than does Columbo or any other clod hero. (JM) 
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A course in Renaissance theatre offered within 
the general studies curriculum at Rhode Island 
College introduced students to the field of 
Jacobean and Elizabethan drama and to the dra- 
matic arts, provided opportunities for students to 
help produce and act in scenes from several 
plays, and revealed to them the importance of 
vivid and detailed writing (through their journal 
entries describing and criticizing rehearsals and 
performances). This paper discusses the course in 
detail and with examples, including a profile of 
the college student body; the method of ap- 
proach, which recognized that most of the stu- 
dents were majoring in fields other than English 
or speech/theatre; the professor’s role as discus- 
sion leader, critic, and guide; the evaluation of 
performances using videotape; and the students’ 
achievements as well as their reactions to the 
course.

It was shown that a motivational anal- 
ysis of the paragraphs, as opposed to a clinical 
analysis of topical syntax and semantics, can 
more readily bring forth information helpful to 
this communicating relationship and thus can en- 
courage the transformation of writing from an ob- 
jective skill to a consciously directed instrument 
of personality.

Subsequent tables provide data on a 
state-by-state basis on the number of school 
systems, the school age population, enrollment, 
average daily attendance, high school graduates, 
instructional staff, and the school lunch program. 
Concluding tables present data on financing 
public elementary and secondary school systems, 
including revenue and nonrevenue receipts for 
public sch total ditures, current expen- 
ditures, capital outlays, interest on school debt, 
status of school bonds, value of school property, 
average annual salary of instructional staff, and 
expenditures per pupil.

The independent variables were the location 
of the school; average daily attendance of the 
school; assessed valuation per pupil in the school 
district; the use of the driving simulator, the mul- 
tiple-car driving range, and/or the dual-control 
car as the laboratory teaching method; and the 
time of the day, week, or school year during 
which the laboratory instruction was provided.

The following conclusions 
seem warranted: (1) the variation in the per- 
capita cost of driver education programs was not

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The internal resources an agency devotes to its 
own programmatic review and assessment can be 
most effectively related to the agency's adminis- 
trative decision-making if the agency is self- 
evaluating and uses Havelock’s model of linkage 
between formal research dissemination and 
utilization as a framework for the integration of 
program evaluation and administrative decision- 
making. The aspects of the Havelock model 
discussed here are linkage, which is the degree of 
connection among groups; structure, which in- 
volves the degree of systematic organization and 
coordination of elements; openness, which is the 
readiness to give and receive information; capaci- 
ty, which is a summary concept tying together a 
number of variables that involve having the 
resources and competence to perform satisfac- 
torily; reward, which has to do with positive rein- 
forcement; proximity, which involves nearness in 
the physical sense of time and place as well as in 
the psychological sense of familiarity and similari- 
ty; and synergy, which the ber, 
variety, frequency, and persistence of forces that 
are used to communicate evaluative findings.

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This booklet has been prepared to provide stu- 
dents, parents, and counselors with information 
about America’s boarding schools and to help 
them with the application process. It includes 
brief descriptions of 139 boarding schools--junior 
schools, boys’ schools, girls’ schools, military 
academies, and coeducational schools.

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The paper examines four management models 
that could be adopted for use by teacher super- 
visors. Specifically, the models discussed deal 
with communication, the Managerial Grid, 
planning, and the decision-making/problem-solv- 
ing process.

The author takes the position that 
such models help clarify supervisory practice into 
meaningful constructs. Further, since the models 
focus on the tools necessary for effective instruc- 
tional and rational decision-making, the use of 
such models in supervision puts into practice 


those very processes that supervisees are ex- 
pected to demonstrate in the classroom. (Author) 
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Over a four-year period from 1971 to 1975, 

the Oakland (California) School District, with the 

assistance of the Rockefeller Foundation, made a 

concerted effort to bring parents, students, or- 

ganized community interest groups, religious and 
service organizations, and school staff members 
into a decision-sharing relationship.

The evaluation of the qualitative aspects of 
education is not as simple a task as the evaluation 
of quantitative aspects. The research frequently 
fails to offer the educational planner concrete 
guidance in the area of educational quality. The 
planner must work in a framework of conflicting 
criteria requiring political decisions, with limited 
resources, and within a set pattern of rules and 
policies that cannot be changed rapidly. Many 
factors are simply out of the scope of the plan- 
ner’s influence. The problems with educational 
planning are exacerbated in developing countries, 
and the difficulty with implementing educational 
innovations increases in these countries.

The new adult educa- 
tion programs concentrate on creating situations 
and raising issues relevant to the villagers’ en- 
vironment. The programs encourage villagers to 
discuss their problems among themselves and to 
examine various possible alternative solutions. 
Through sharing their own experiences in class 
and in other semiformal activities, the villagers 
find solutions to their problems and gradually 
master the process of “‘Khit Phen.”’ Descriptions 
are given of three programs that are currently in 
operation--the functional literacy program, 
newspaper reading centers, and the schcol 
equivalency adult education curricula--and of 
three programs in the planning stage--a skill train- 
ing system to meet the needs of villagers, lifelong 
education centers, and regional adult education 
centers. (Author/IRT) 
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Tanzania inherited a basically illiterate popula- 

tion that is largely rural. Hence, Tanzania is ac- 

cording top priority to rural development. Educa- 
tion is a vital input but its impact depends not 
only on the quality and relevance of the educa- 
tion given but also on its interaction with comple- 
mentary inputs in agriculture, small-scale indus- 
try, irrigation, health, nutrition, and other aspects 
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of family life. The functional literacy campaign 
and other educational programs for adults are in- 
tended to provide the kinds of basic skills and 
knowledge needed by the local community. For- 
mal education is linked to nonformal and infor- 
mal education in community education centers. 
Decentralization of control and power provides 
the platform for proper coordination and effec- 
tive and intensive utilization of local personnel, 
finances, and materials.

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The purpose of this paper is to describe and 

reflect on an attempt to create a regional educa- 
tional plan that uses parts of the existing govern- 
mental structure. The idea is to create a shortcut 
in linking educational producers with consumers. 
The design stage is analyzed to establish the 
credibility of the program’s organizational struc- 
ture. The program is intended to use informal 
and formal education to bring literacy to the lar- 
gely poor and illiterate rural population of the 
highlands of Guatemala. (Author/IRT) 
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This paper analyzes what is meant by basic 

education. The author presents six principal 
usages of the term that are based on the kinds of 
education offered and their purposes rather than 
on whether they take place in or out of school. 
Examples of the six usages are given. Variations 
in terminology are generally more than purely se- 
mantic or technical. Each expression is usually 
associated with a particular type of effort or edu- 
cational stance, based (overtly or inadvertently) 
on certain social, economic, and political as well 
as educational concepts. Basic education also has 
civic and developmental meanings. Basic educa- 
tion in its civic sense can be said to be that form 
of education that in any given country can meet 
at least minimum learning needs and can also be 
made universal.

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The relationship between organizational theory 
and the development of the human curriculum 
needs further assessment. The author suggests 
that Management by Objectives (MBO) can 
further the goals of human curriculum by altering 
the modes of organizational communication.

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The adoption of educational innovations by 
secondary schools, their abandonment, and the 
causes for abandonment are the subjects of this 
study. The researchers surveyed 3,271 high 
schools accredited by the North Central Associa- 
tion, including both public and private schools. 
School administrators were questioned about the 
history in their schools of 33 educational innova- 
tions relating to curriculum, technology, and or- 
ganization. The majority of the schools respond- 
ing to the questionnaires were larger, moderately 
to well financed, public schools located mainly in 
communities other than small towns or rural 
areas. The innovation adoption average for these 
schools was 9.7, while abandonment averaged 
-76. The innovations most frequently abandoned 
were those that were complex, expensive, and dif- 
ficult to administer, such as flexible scheduling, 
programmed instruction, and team teaching. The 
innovations most frequently retained were sim- 
pler, less expensive, and easier to administer, 
such as simulation and d d stu- 
dy, and ethnic studies. “When abandonment did 
occur, it usually came primarily as a result of fac- 
tors within the schools related to personnel 
(specifically, teacher resistance) and pupil out- 
comes. Statistical tables contain data on each of 
the 33 innovations, as well as data concerning 
school characteristics. (Author/DS) 
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This summary report covers the findings of a 
survey of energy costs, types of fuel, and fuel 
consumption sent to 10,000 school district su- 
perintendents representing 96.5 percent of the 
students in the public school system. Responses 
were received from almost 3,000 districts. In ad-

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phasis is placed on the experience of growing 
up in America and attention is given to those 
portions of everyday life that create the varying 
images of self and humankind that young people 
accept as real. Discussion is devoted to the 
specific topics--the problem of the demands of a 
pluralistic society, the role of the school in creat- 
ing images of man, the multiple identities created 
by a complex world, the options of institutional 
and personal identities, youth discontent, and 
three styles of adaptation and_ rebellion-- 
philistine, bohemian, and creative. (Author/IRT) 
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There are promising suggestions in ethical 
philosophy that may assist substantially in the 
clarification of issues in the affective domain in 
education. These suggestions may be viewed in 
two aspects--as analytical distinctions and as 
synthetic coordination of these analytic elements. 
It is possible to construct an intelligible theory of 
the affective domain by displaying the structure 
of affective dimensions as reflected in ethical 
thought. Analysis distinguishes five aspects or 
types of affects--organic impulse, feeling, inten- 
tion, rational appraisal, and progressive idealiza- 
tion--and for each aspect there is a corresponding 
ethic--survival, hedonic, self-realization, critical, 
and progressive-idealist. Several theories have in- 
cluded these, or similar, concepts in a larger view 
of human nature. Among them are Kohlberg’s 
stages of moral development, comparisons of 
moral development with human evolution, and 
Arendt’s analysis of the levels of human activity. 
The central task of the school is to serve as a 
distinguisher of the sources and kinds of affect 
and as a coordinator of these types according to 
defensive and productive principles of 
and priority. (Author/IRT) 
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An author reflects on memory, language, the 

real, children’s literature, myths, icons, and the 

interplay between structure and freedom. (IRT) 
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Arting and loving are treated as primary in- 
stances of ‘creative learning” in this paper. 
Further, it is maintained that this learning is of 
such a kind that in it everything must be learned 
at once, even though it is generally alleged that it 
cannot be taught at all. The discussion includes 
topics such as loving and actualization of poten- 
tial, the lover and artist as existentialists, the ex- 
perience of potting, the role of the teacher, learn- 
ing within a tradition and outside of a tradition, 
and the master apprentice method in a tradition.

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This chapter deals with three difficulties that 
inhibit the author’s addressing the assigned 
question--what new theories, practices, concepts, 
or research in the natural sciences provide new 
insight into the affective domain? The first dif- 
ficulty is that no striking discoveries have been 
made and that what is known about the relation- 
ship of feeling-states and motivation, or of both 
to performance, is unclear.

The third is the 
author's personal view that the problems that par- 
ticularly occupy teachers today--reluctant lear- 
ners, violence, and low achievement--can best be 
understood as part of a much larger complex of 
changes affecting the society as a whole. The 
whole society is presently undergoing a loss of 
psychic structure so extreme that it is turning up 
as a measurable loss of self-restraint and of intel- 
lectual power or motivation in the generations 
now rising. (Author/IRT) 
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This chapter reviews selected materials in 
psychology that are related to the nature of man 
and his development and that are relevant to a 
humanistic system of education. Humanistic is 
used to indicate a concern with the learner as a 
whole person rather than simply as a disembodied 
intellect or repository of cognitive processes. In 
reviewing the field of psychology, emphasis is 
placed on the “third force,” or humanistic, 
psychology of Maslow and Rogers as it contrasts 
with behaviorism and, further, on the role of per- 
ception in the development of a self-concept. 
There are two major aspects of humanistic educa- 
tion. The first is the general psychological condi- 
tions for learning, which are empathic un- 
derstanding, respect, and genuineness. The 
second is affective education, which has three 
major aspects--modeling, didactic instruction 
(both indirect and direct), and the experiential 
approach. Humanistic methods of education do 
not ignore or de-emphasize cognitive learning; 
they provide the conditions for better, more ef- 
fective cognitive education. (Author/IRT) 
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All human development is social-situational-- 
that is, it is the result of continued interaction 
between personal maturation and socialization 
into group life. For most Americans, it is families 
and schools under whose direct influence a large 
proportion of preadult life is spent. Within these 
communities are subgroups based on age, sex, 
socioeconomic class, and the various kinds of 
adult and child work and play. Both symbolic in- 
teraction and induction are learned means of pro- 
tecting the individual group member through 
communalization. Seen as a source of mutual pre- 
diction and reciprocal satisfaction, belonging and 
its opportunity for social identification may 
enhance self-discovery, extending and varying 
relationships and the opportunity for communica- 
tion and interaction. The self is located, ex- 
tended, and--at least partially--defined by mem- 
bership. Social or political homelessness may 
degenerate quickly into a threat to existence, for 
belonging is the sine qua non of human effective- 
ness. Within a society building toward the ideal, 
the personal pattern of living must adjust itself to 
human needs and human needs must not be 
forced to adjust themselves to invalid, preexisting 
routines if individual or group life is to be 
productive and humane. (Author/IRT) 
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In this chapter, a path to learning about in- 

dividuals interacting with settings is proposed. 


Settings may be places where individuals work, 
live, care, become committed, or engage in any 
type of living. The path consists of observational 
and reflective techniques that may be fruitfully 
used by educators or any persons interested in 
enhancing the understanding of an individual as a 
whole being. The substantive focus of the path 
highlighted here is involvement--an individual’s 
investment of self in interactions with persons, 
materials, or ideas. Guidelines for use of the in- 
volvement instrument are included along with an 
abbreviated version of the instrument. 
(Author/IRT) 
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Based on a view of humankind, the authors 
outline six assumptions about learners and the 
process of learning: (1) direct experience pro- 
vides the impetus and substance from which lear- 
ners make their personal meanings; (2) ex- 
perience contributes best to continued learning 
when it promotes the development of thinking 
and feeling processes; (3) the curriculum that 
enables learners to make associations and per- 
ceive interrelationships among the disciplines of 
knowledge and their component skills is inter- 
disciplinary, integrated, and organized around 
themes of interest to learners; (4) effective 
evaluation is an ongoing process, more formative 
than summative in nature; (5) for maximum 
learning, each person must be valued for himself 
with his uniqueness recognized and respected; 
and (6) autonomy and cooperation in learning 
are encouraged when learners assume responsi- 
bility for the teaching and learning of self and 
others. The authors offer suggestions based on 
these assumptions, suggestions for developing 
personal meanings, relating education to the good 
life, connecting learners’ interests and the cur- 
riculum, promoting growth, and valuing the lear- 
ner’s person. The intent is to encourage the 
identification of alternatives for educational pro- 
grams that have solid philosophical bases and that 
offer clients and professionals rich opportunities 
to choose wisely for themselves. (Author/IRT) 
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The task of the school is to foster the diversity 
that is prized in families, homes, and the culture 
in general, but within a framework containing 
some common understandings. In searching for 
sources that might provide common and valuable 
foundations for curriculum workers, a number of 
sources were considered. Because the literature 
on play seemed to combine exciting ideas from a 
variety of fields and to provide insights useful in 
considering the potential impact of the curricu- 
lum worker on schooling, play is used as a basis 
for reexamining curriculum leadership. In this 
paper, the curriculum worker, whatever his title, 
is seen as a player.

A two-phase attendance alert intervention 
system was field tested within the fifth grades of 
two elementary schools, the tenth grades of two 
high schools, and within grades nine through 
twelve in a continuation high school. The schools, 
in four different Los Angeles County unified 
school districts, vary by socioeconomic patterns 
and school system administrative organization. 
The first phase, parent notification, involved the 
following steps: (1) a phone call on the third con- 
secutive day of unexcused absence, (2) a letter 
on the fifth consecutive day, (3) a letter on the 
tenth day of consecutive absence requesting a 
conference, and (4) a home visit after twelve to 
fifteen days of continued absence. The second 
phase became operable on the students’ return to 
school. Counselors contacted the returning pupils 
and appropriate adjustments were made, includ- 
ing such measures as class changes, program 
changes, school transfer, psychological testing, 
and medical referral. In the elementary schools 
the first step of the intervention system was so 
successful that the other three steps were ob- 
viated. In the secondary schools the four step in- 
tervention program materially reduced nonillness 
absence. (MLF) 
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An approach is presented that allows teachers 
to examine their teaching strategies and gradually 
redesign them if necessary. Objectives are defined 
and/or clarified as a result of the ongoing 
teacher-student activities. The model consists of 
four major parts: (1) preliminary identification of 
overall classroom goals, (2) identification of cur- 
rent classroom activities, (3) identification of ob- 
jectives through the activities, and (4) questions 
to ask for examining the appropriateness and 
completeness of the classroom course structure. 
To achieve maximum benefit, the process used in 
implementing the model necessitates a continual 
monitoring or adherence to a daily routine of 
record-keeping and perhaps a weekly summariza- 
tion.

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Research findings identifying the most effective 

class size are found to be inconclusive. Some stu- 

dies have found small classes more effective, 

others have favored large classes, and some have

A third group interprets for school practitioners 
the implications of research findings for the 
operation of the schools. The products that com- 
pact the literature are primarily variations on the 
bibliographic format. The evaluative products are 
primarily state-of-the-art papers produced by ex- 
perts commissioned by the Clearinghouse. The in- 
terpretive products usually both analyze and 
synthesize the literature. A good example of this 
group is the School Leadership Digest, a series of 
monthly reports that provide interpretive summa- 
ries of the research knowledge. (Author/IRT) 
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The “Advocacy” planning game is intended to 
include the public in decision-making in the 
schools, as well as to educate the participants 
about pertinent solutions to students’ needs. This 
planning game is predicated on the assumption 
that resources for education are limited and that, 
therefore, there must be a mechanism for deter- 
mining school system priorities.

The 
final result is a list of matched and ranked 
products and processes. This list then becomes 
the school system’s developmental blueprint for 
the coming year.

Spaces 

In building a recent series of innovative com- 
munity schools, Boston has created more diverse 
outdoor spaces than typically surround urban ele- 
mentary schools. Being more complex both in 
program and design, the community schools have 
created complex patterns in use that were not an- 
ticipated. This research was commissioned to 
determine what has been happening in these 
newly conceived spaces and to recommend ways 
to design more usable open space areas. In this 
report “open space” is taken to include all out- 
door areas: playgrounds, parking lots, entran- 
ceways, totlots, circulation areas, and miscellane- 
ous left-over corners. A scenario provides a com- 
posite picture of a day at a hypothetical school. 
Ten functions that open spaces perform are 
identified and described in terms of activities they 
support. Then follows an analysis of the ways in 
which each of the community school open spaces 
creates the opportunities for these activities. Pat- 
terns emerge in the way open space opportunities 
are created and these patterns form the basis for 
recommendations that suggest how to support or 
discourage each of the ten open space functions.

This position paper gives the results of informal 
surveys carried out by the Bilingual-Bicultural 
Task Force of the California State Department of 
Education. Only 60 to 65% of the teachers in the 
state bilingual programs are judged bilingual and 
50% bilingual-biliterate. Almost all of the teacher 
aides are judged bilingual, and a large percentage 
are judged bilingual and biliterate. There is, 
therefore, a critical shortage of qualified bilin- 
gual/cross-cultural classroom teachers for bilin- 
gual programs. Another area that shows a need 
for qualified teachers is the area of “Special In- 
struction.”” In accordance with the Supreme 
Court decision in the Lau v. Nichols case, 
California public schools must give special En- 
glish instruction to 188,159 limited-English and 
non-English speaking public school pupils. Thus, 
there is an immediate need for several thousand 
qualified bilingual teachers to give this special in- 
struction. Appendix I gives the text of the 
Supreme Court's Lau decision. Appendix II gives 
the ber of non-English-speaking pupils in 
California public schools by grade (kindergarten 
through 12) and primary language for 1972-73. 
Appendix III presents a summary of selected 
public-school pupil data by racial and ethnic 
groups, as of fall 1973.

The 450 

teachers included in the final survey were a ran-

This paper outlines research done in the con- 
text of a pre-sessional language course for foreign 
students going on to postgraduate studies in vari- 
ous disciplines and universities in the United 
Kingdom. The role of the social component of 
language and the students’ need for social lan- 
guage are emphasized. Social language is defined 
as language used either to establish or confirm in- 
terpersonal relationships, or to perform other 
functions dependent for their successful realiza- 
tion on the establishing or maintaining of such 
relationships. Three elements of the interaction 
situation are significant: the settings in which 
foreign students come into contact with English 
speakers, the topics discussed, and the language 
functions that students might want to use. The 
content of function-based and setting-based learn- 
ing programs is described. As there exists a need

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deal with the heterogeneity of skills, three criteria 
for deciding what should be taught are defined:

This paper discusses the conflict occurring as a 
result of two languages and their corresponding 
cultural bases coming into contact in North 
America, particularly in the context of bilingual 
education. Difficulty exists in translating aware- 
ness of problems such as language interference, 
cultural shock, and lowered self-image into attitu- 
dinal approaches and instructional strategies. It is 
felt that the current definition of bilingual educa- 
tion does not consider how children learn and 
what language they think in. What most teachers 
identify as linguistic and cultural dysfunction in 
minority students is seen as cognitive and learn- 
ing dysfunction in students, and teaching and af- 
fective dysfunction in teachers. A better defini- 
tion of bilingual education would stress languages 
as tools for thinking, learning, and achieving 
rather than as mere means of instruction. It is 
suggested that degrees of bilingualism could be 
defined, and that bilingual education programs 
could be established in terms of levels of attain- 
ment of the individual learner. Areas that need 
research to improve bilingual education include 
cognitive and language development and verbal 
instruction. Research could determine which 
skills are best taught through language instruc- 
tion, and which through other subjects, which 
skills require language mastery, and what the 
basis of a curriculum and the criteria of achieve- 
ment should be.

Articles 
and gender/case distinctions are usually omitted, 
as well as the copula.

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an extremely reduced lexicon and a simplified 
phonological system. Generally, they represent an 
attempt by speakers of a “source” language to 
approximate the rules and usage of a “target” 
language. Based on data obtained from a number 
of pidgin and creole languages, a theory viewing 
a pidgin language as merely a simplified form of a 
superstrate target language, or as the result of in- 
complete learning of a second language, is re- 
jected. Due primarily to the extreme social condi- 
tions under which pidginization takes place and 
the resulting limited linguistic contact between 
native and target language groups, the formation 
of a pidgin language undergoes processes of 
development which are independent of the target 
language and which do not represent attempts to 
approximate the rules and usage of the target lan- 
guage. (Author/CLK) 
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This position paper states that it is the respon- 
sibility of Pennsylvania’s Department of Educa- 
tion to make foreign language (FL) study part of 
the core curriculum and to develop well-articu- 
lated programs that make mastery of a foreign 
language possible for every student, in order to 
prepare him to meet the challenge of today’s 
complex society.

This paper outlines the syntactic structures 
which represent a stage in the cognitive develop- 
ment of children, and focusses on an aspect of 
cognitive development known as conservation. 
The cognitive components of conservation are 
presented as the primordial base for the set of 
syntactic structures which map or mirror them. 
Piaget proposed four periods or levels of cogni- 
tive development; during the third period, that of 
concrete operations, a child learns to use logical 
processes to solve concrete problems. Some of 
these problems have to do with conservation. The 
ability to conserve requires that the child realize 
that the amount or quantity of substance or 
matter stays the same even though its shape or 
position is changed. These problems include the 
conservation of number, mass, and volume. The 
ability to conserve presupposes a mastery of sub- 
sets of cognitive structures such as reversibility 
and seriation. Each of these cognitive structures 
is represented by some primary syntactic form. 
Conservation in its cognitive and linguistic sense 
is the effective interaction of these composite 
structures.

Landes (1975) reviewed research studying 
adult-child linguistic interactions. Evidence that 
the language which adults use in addressing 
young children is different from that used in ad- 
dressing adults and that parent-child interaction 
patterns change with the increasing age and lan- 
guage skills of the child has important implica- 
tions for the study of first language acquisition. 
The present study examined the syntactic dimen- 
sions of the classroom language of eight teachers 
of adult ESL classes. The classroom language 
samples were compared with samples of the same 
subjects’ speech with each other. Six measures of 
syntactic complexity were used. Results indicate 
that in the same way that adults adjust their nor- 
mal speech when addressing young children, the 
subjects under study are sensitive and responsive 
to the perceived linguistic abilities of their stu- 
dents. Many of the strategies and devices used by 
adults in dealing with children in language in- 
teractions are also used for communicative 
and/or pedagogical purposes in the ESL class- 
room. Thus, in terms of the nature of the lin- 
guistic input to which learners are exposed, 
further support is lent to the hypothesis that 
second language learning proceeds in a way lar- 
gely similar to that in which a first language is 
acquired.

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The question of teaching a standard dialect to 

Chicano students who are studying abroad has 
implications for teaching any standard versus 
nonstandard dialect. The University of Colorado 
has a program at the Universidad Veracruzana in 
Jalapa, Mexico, in which the policy is to teach 
standard Mexican Spanish (the cultivated norm 
of Mexico City) as an additional dialect to those 
students who already speak Chicano Spanish. 
One technique is to provide written exercises 
which develop the reading and writing skills of 
those students fluent in Colorado Spanish. 
Broadly speaking, the main differences between 
this dialect and standard Mexican Spanish lie in 
different pronunciations of the same lexical items 
and in the use of different lexical items for the 
same concept.

In order to study Chicano bilin- 
gualsim, three principal sources were utilized: (1) 
a revised version of Wolck’s sociolinguistic 
background questionnaire; (2) pictorial question- 
naires such as Sapon’s Pictorial Linguistic Inter- 
view Manual and pictures taken from 
newspapers, magazines, and the Sear’s catalogue;

bilinguals, taped by residents of the migrant 
camps. The specific purpose of the research was 
to observe the use of unassimilated loanwords 
which were phonologically English, but which 
were used in the Spanish of 33 informants. It was 
found that the vast majority of informants did not 
rely on direct English borrowings. If they bor- 
rowed any lexical items at all, they tended to as- 
similate them into their Spanish. They were 
aware of the linguistic norms of at least one of 
the two languages and they were sensitive to the 
separate identity of Spanish and English. Three 
sample conversations are presented, followed by 
an analysis of the various causes for the language 
switching in each. Educators should recognize the 
differences between Chicanos who switch from 
Spanish to English because they cannot distin- 
guish the two languages, or from an inability to 
recall Spanish lexical items, and those who use 
language switching deliberately in order to con- 
vey additional affective meaning. The habit of the 
latter group should be recognized as an assertion 
of their dual cultural heritage. (CFM)

tion of institutions, including determining whether 
all institutions covered by state statutes have ob- 
tained a license.

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Approximately 275 Federal programs support 

some form of lifelong learning. While the majori- 

ty of the lifelong learning programs are ad- 

ministered by the various agencies within HEW, a 

significant number of programs are run by such 

Federal agencies as the Department of Justice, 

the National Foundation on the Arts and Hu- 

manities, and the Smithsonian Institution. For the 
purpose of this compilation, a Federal program 
supporting lifelong learning was defined as one 
that served all types of students past compulsory 
age through the provision of educational and 
training services. Such services must benefit in- 
dividuals directly. The listing includes the Office 
of Management and Budget’s (OMB) catalog 
number and the overseeing House and Senate 
Committees.

The data result from a survey of Opening Fall 

Enrollment in Higher Education, 1975. The five 

tabulations list enrollment data by sex of student, 

full- or part-time attendance status, and level of 
study for each of 3055 institutional units, with 
state subtotals. Total enrollment in institutions of 
higher education increased by almost a million, to 
11,290,719, in fall 1975 from the total reported a 
year earlier. These data are for students taking 
work creditable toward bachelor’s or higher 
degrees or toward formal awards below the bac- 
calaureate at institutions in the United States and 
its outlying areas. As for several years, enroll- 
ments in public institutions gained more than in 
private institutions both in number and rate of in- 
crease; in two-year institutions, both public and 
private, much more than in four-year institutions. 
Part-time enrollments continued to increase at a 
faster rate than did full-time enrollments; but 
after years of slower gains for men than for 
women, in fall 1975 the enrollment of men al- 
most matched the rate of gain for women, lacking 
only a very small fraction of a_ percent.

State University, *Program in Medical Sciences 
The Program in Medical Sciences (PIMS) is 
designed to combine the selection of a 
heterogeneous class without significant change in 
the educational environment as designed for a 
homogeneous class. The program is an attempt to 
equalize the allocation of resources of the medi- 
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cal profession and to provide primary care physi- 
cians to underserved areas. The program is in use 
at Florida A and M end Florida State Universities 
in Tallahassee; it utilizes the Arts and Sciences 
faculty to furnish the basic medical sciences for a 
class of 35 students each year, who then 
complete their medical education at the Universi- 
ty of Florida College of Medicine in Gainesville. 
The program is integrated with the undergraduate 
curriculum of the student so that the total time 
required from high school to M.D. degree may 
vary from six to nine years depending on the stu- 
dent. The admissions philosophy is designed to 
favor selection of students with a high propensity 
for primary care practice in underserved areas of 
health care and is based on demographic 
background, social and economic background, 
and personality type. A selection model based on 
this background data and traditional variables 
(GPA, MCAT, and faculty recommendation) is 
used to determine how well the admissions com- 
mittee is meeting the philosophical goals of the 
program. Preliminary results of the longitudinal 
study underway indicate no significant difference 
in the performance of the PIMS students and 
University of Florida campus students on the 
basis of class rankings, clinical grades, or national 
test scores, and PIMS students are selecting pri- 
mary care residencies. (JMF)

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The Federal Government seeks to achieve a 

multitude of objectives that concern the 
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academic and scientific community. Setting aside 


the issue of whether the government should be 
regulating everything from birth control to rat 
control, and whether the regulations should be 
improved or clarified, a major question is: why 
piggyback the government regulations onto the 
support of scientific research? When a university 
or other institution makes a scientific advance, all 
citizens benefit, but no individual or institution 
benefits exclusively. Without continued federal 
support for research, we will all enjoy fewer solu- 
tions to our major problems in health and energy, 
as well as in the social and economic domains. 
Thus, if funds were cut off from the top universi- 
ties for failure to comply with social legislation, 
society would be the big loser. Removal of 
research support as a punishment for alleged non- 
compliance with statutes that are at times not 
even marginally related to scientific objectives is 
an irrelevant and undeservedly harmful punish- 
ment. In short, the current system subverts one 
national objective, advancement of science and 
technology, in an effort to achieve other national 
objectives.

In July 1973, Montana adopted a new constitu- 

tion that gave the Board of Regents greater au- 
tonomy in directing the Montana University 
System. The purposes of the move were: (1) to 
remove as much as possible the governance of 
higher education from the sometimes capricious 
influence of politics, and (2) to attempt to insure 
the development of a coordinated and efficient 
system. This report provides a summary of the 
numerous and diverse tasks accomplished or in- 
itiated during the first three years under the new 
governance structure. Activities in the area of 
academic affairs include: curriculum proposals, 
collaborative programs, program review, Ph.D. 
program review, transferability of credits, role 
and scope statements, curriculum reform, con- 
tinuing and vocational education, and community 
colleges. Fiscal affairs activities highlighted in- 
clude accountability and a uniform accounting 
system. Activities in the area of legal affairs in- 
clude development of a legal staff, collective bar- 
gaining, administrative proceedings, legislative 
liaison, litigation, and preventive legal work. In 
the management area, activities included develop- 
ment of policy, public information, federal pro- 
grams, facilities planning, computer capability, 
cooperation with other agencies and boards, spe- 
cial services, and staff expansion. The activities of 
the Commission of Postsecondary Education that 
were reviewed and the recommendations imple- 
mented are reported.

The Graduate Record Examinations Board and 

the Council of Graduate Schools conducts an an- 

nual survey of the enrollments of the Council's 
member institutions. The tables show (1) total 
graduate school enrollment by type of institution; 

(2) first-time enrollment by type of institution; 

(3) number of applications for graduate study; 
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(4) number of graduate assistants (service 
required); (5) number of graduate fellows (non- 
service required); (6) full-time and part-time 
total enrollment; (7) number of master’s degrees; 
and (8) number of Ph.D. degrees. The survey 
shows a decrease in total graduate school enroll- 
ment and in total first-time graduate enrollment 
for the first time in the five years the survey has 
been conducted. The proportional decrease in 
total enrollment was greatest in public master’s 
institutions; in first-time graduate enrollment, the 
proportional decrease was greatest in public 
Ph.D. institutions. Second, the number of appli- 
cants received for graduate study continues to 
show slight increase, with the proportional in- 
crease in Ph.D. institutions offsetting a decrease 
in public master’s institutions. Third, the survey 
shows a continuing increase in the number of 
graduate assistantships awarded and a slight 
decrease in graduate fellowship. Finally, the 
number of master’s degrees awarded continued to 
increase while the number of Ph.D.’s awarded 
continued to decrease. (JMF)

The Ohio Instructional Grant Program is a 

financial aid program designed to assist low- and 
middle-income students who are enrolled for full- 
time undergraduate study in eligible Ohio institu- 
tions of higher education. The funds are intended 
to supplement other financial resources including 
parental income as well as the student’s own 
financial resources. The report provides a finan-

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Management Systems, Operations Research, 
Systems Approach, *Systems Development 
This paper outlines several considerations relat- 

ing to the preparation of information systems for 

educational managers. College and university 
managers must have clearly stated needs for 
planning and management information and the 
potential uses to which such information could be 
put. Information systems should be created to 
satisfy operational reporting demands placed on 
the institution as well as to provide knowledge of 
the institution to support rational decision-mak- 
ing. Specific suggestions include that the 
managerial strengths and shortcomings of institu- 
tional decision-makers be identified before the in- 
formation systems are developed and imple- 
mented; the difference between operational and 
managerial uses of information systems must be 
identified; and the uses of decision information 
must be identified. Challenges to the system 
developer to better understand the information 
needs of the institutional decision-makers include 
becoming familiar with the decision-making styles 
of the institutional managers; helping initiate 
changes in operational reporting systems to 
enhance their utility in providing management in- 
formation; and recognizing that integrating 
management information considerations with the 
needs for operational reporting systems is an in- 
evitable compromise that causes the data system 
to be less than perfect for some of its users.

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Identifiers— *Retrenchment 
Middle-level administrative costs and personnel 

are increasing at a time when other areas are 

being forced to cut back. These middle-level 
positions are the deans and directors and 
assistants of support services in the areas of ad- 
missions, counseling, business, accounting and 
personnel offices, fund raising, safety, public in- 
formation, alumni affairs, student personnel, re- 
gistration and scheduling, and _ similar 
nonacademic support staff areas. The three func- 
tions of these staff are to act as liaison with exter- 
nal suppliers of resources; to implement 
procedures for internal allocation of resources 
and control of activities; and to work with stu- 
dent activities and curricular responsibilities. 
a examples of these functions are given. 

e staffing of these Positions has moved from 
faculty with part-time assignments to the hiring of 
recent graduates without experience to a com- 
bination of the two. In the present period of 
retrenchment, due to tighter budgets, the need 
for more professionalism has become apparent. 





Influences on the future of college administration 
are discussed including affirmative action and the 
process of retrenchment itself. Some problems of 
middle-level personnel that are considered are 
the lack of mobility, the lack of opportunity for 
career growth, and the lack of continuing chal- 
lenge. Some available solutions for these condi- 
tions are discussed. (JMF) 
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tion, Hospitals, *Integrated Curriculum, Profes- 
sional Education, Science Instruction 
Past and current practices as well as an- 
ticipated changes in administrative patterns in the 
health sciences are reviewed in the general con- 
text of the changing patterns of administration in 
higher education. The changes discussed include 
those in financial support, priorities, controls, and 
expectations. Several specific questions are ad- 
dressed: (1) Should a health sciences center 
remain a part of the university or should it 
separate and become an independent mini-univer- 
sity?

The Health Professions Educational Assistance 
Act of 1976 extends health manpower training 
authorities through FY 1980 with significant 
changes to meet national needs. It is designed to 
produce more primary care practitioners and im- 
prove health services in manpower shortage 
areas, providing support for the training of health 
professions (medicine, osteopathy, dentistry, 
veterinary medicine, optometry, pharmacy, and 
podiatry), public health, and allied health man- 
power.

Development planning and programming can 

keep personnel practitioners in contact with all 

parts of the campus as well as keep each depart- 
ment in contact with personnel and administra- 
tion.

There is increasing evidence that information 

system development and personnel development 
within an institution must not only be parallel in 
sophistication and noncontradictory in design, but 
also that concurrently developing programs are 
mutually supportive and increase the effective- 
ness of each far beyond the capability of either. 
Management information system (MIS) design, 
implementation, report format, and use have 
become much more manager-oriented. Its pur- 
pose and uses are described, and various personal 
attitudes and skills related to the use of MIS are 
identified, including: (1) capability to manage 
“operations” efficiently and effectively; (2) provi- 
sion of a comprehensive picture of the institution; 
(3) development of an awareness and a sense of 
availability regarding details within each institu- 
tional unit; (4) stimulation of an increased sense 
of the relationship between institutional units; (5) 
stimulation and facilitation of goal-oriented 
management; (6) encouragement and facilitation 
of multiyear management; and (7) stimulation 
and facilitation of vertical and horizontal commu- 
nication.

College and university administrators go 
through three types of transitions: job transitions, 
career transitions, and life transitions. Each of 
these is detailed in this conference speech and 
suggestions are made for assisting administrators 
with such changes. Reference is made to experi- 
mental services designed and implemented over 
the past three years by the Kellogg Foundation- 
funded Center for Professional Development at 
the Kansas City Regional Council for Higher 
Education (KCRCHE). Assistance with job 
transitions includes utilization of peer consultants, 
comparative surveys of other institutions and 
their administrators, and in-service training cour- 
ses. Career and life transitions are helped by 
career planning seminars, job search seminars, 
one-to-one consultations, and_ referrals to 
psychotherapists. It is suggested that a balanced 
administrative development program should con- 
sist of both a training component to assist ad- 
ministrators in learning new job responsibilities, 
and a personal development component to 
facilitate the complex personal-professional 
growth process of administrators. (LBH) 
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*Growth Contracts 
The need for administrator development is ex- 
amined and general observations are offered 
about development programs in this conference 
speech. The use of growth contracts is con- 
sidered. These are also called individualized 
development plans aad offer a systematic ap- 
proach to defining administrator roles and priori- 
ties, charting the direction of professional 
development, and assessing one’s performance 
and growth. The thesis of this presentation is that 
the use of growth contracts is one of the most 
suitable means to encourage professional and per- 
sonal enrichment, and to bring a greater measure 
of integrity and fairness to the process of evaluat- 
ing administrators. Principles on which growth 
contracts are based are outlined, and one ap- 
proach to formulating them is offered. It includes: 
definition of long-range career profile; statement 
of strengths and weaknesses; statement of role 
responsibility, institutional contribution, and 
means of evaluation; and stat t of growth 
plans and means of evaluation. Consideration is 
also given to budget requests, the role of evalua- 
tion committees, and methods of implementing 
growth contracts. (LBH)

The capacity of American institutions to 
preserve and convey basic values to new genera- 
tions has substantially diminished, suggests this 
former U.S. Senator from Oregon. His opinion is 
that the small private college can help create a 
moral and spiritual climate in society. The range 
of topics discussed includes: college preservation 
of values; campus values; mutual acceptance and 
caring; and some failings of the American system. 
Selected questions and answers that followed the 
speech are included. (LBH) 
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Identifiers—GROUP program, *Indiana Universi- 
ty Bloomington 
Focus is on the educational opportunity 

(GROUP) program at Indiana University’s 
Bloomington (I.U.B.) campus and on the per- 
sistence of students who enrolled in I.U.B. via 
this program. From 1969 to 1975, seven cohorts 
of GROUP students have entered the university 
to pursue a baccalaureate degree. Each cohort 
was studied to determine how long students were 
affiliated with I.U.B., what class rank they 
achieved, at what point(s) they dropped out, how 
many of those who dropped out were in 
academic difficulty, what academic fields they 
majored in, and how many achieved minimum 
requirements for graduation. The second part of 
this study identifies biographic and/or academic 
variables that are related to a GROUP student 
persisting in the university for a minimum of two 
years. (Author/LBH) 
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Identifiers—* University of Minnesota 
This study was undertaken to provide data for 

a review of the University of Minnesota’s two- 
transcript system, which maintains an operational 
record (including all work taken) and an official 
transcript (record of accomplishment only) for 
each student. The sample included all students 
registered in fall 1975. Actual differences 
between the two records are summarized. The 
primary difference is one of definition; symbols of 
incomplete, no credit, and withdrawal are in- 
cluded only on the operational record. In fall, 
1975, only about 11 percent of all grades fell into 
these categories, and there were considerable dif- 
ferences across units. Analysis of the data sug- 
gests that grade-point average and a coefficient of 
completion are different measures of student per- 
formance. It is suggested that the data presented 
in this report should be supplemented by other 
information before a final decision is made on the 
status of the two-transcript system at the universi- 
ty. (Author/LBH) 
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By December 1974, it appeared that the 
growth of faculty unionism in U.S. higher educa- 
tion had definitely begun to slow down. The 1975 
turnabout, rejection rates, the nature of the re- 
sistance, and the public versus private distinction 
are reviewed. It is concluded that any future in- 
crease in the rate of public rejections and in the 
four-year college rejection figures would serve to 
substantiate the hypothesis that a slowing of 
unionization is likely. Extraneous variables, such 
as a sudden shift in the economy or the enact- 
ment of new National Labor Relations Board 
regulations, could upset the developing trends 
outlined here, but other factors lend substance to 
the statistical argument presented. (Author/LBH) 
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This analysis presents a view of the current 
status of unionism based on statistics reported in 
the “Chronicle of Higher Education” and from 
the author’s own calculations. It is shown that 
each year for at least three years, unions have 
held more elections on public and on four-year 
campuses than on private and two-year campuses. 
Each year the percentage of union wins to total 
election attempts has decreased. Private and four- 
year campuses have felt an increase in organizing 
attempts of 2.5 percent since 1974 but unions 
have felt a concomitant decrease in their ability 
to win on those campuses of 3.4 percent over the 
same period. The only category in which unions 
are having unchanging success is the two-year 
campus. It is predicted that the more unions at- 
tempt to penetrate the realm of four-year and 
private campuses the less will be their chances of 
winning. However, unions have won almost 89 
percent of all contests. (Author/LBH) 
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School Relationship 
The effects of federal funds upon the viability 

of selected biomedical and behavioral disciplines 

were studied based on multivariate analyses of a 

longitudinal data base, supplemented by case 

study field trips to nine carefully selected univer- 
sities. In the quantitative analyses, models were 
constructed to predict several indices of 

academic department structure and function; e.g., 

Ph.D. production, graduate enrollment, and de- 

partment size, which were postulated to be linked

in a recursive model. The degree to which the 
federal funding effect varied as a function of the 
kind of institution was also examined. The key 
finding was that federal funding has a clear, 
strong, and positive relationship to department 
and structure, and that this holds true even when 
other factors in the model are taken into account. 
The detailed results are presented in numerous 
statistical tables. (Author/LBH) 
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A model is presented for clarifying the goals of 

an institution of higher education while simul- 

taneously developing support for them among its 

various constituencies. The model assumes (1) 

the existence of two or more statements of goals, 

objectives, and/or purposes; (2) that the distinc- 

tion between these statements is vague; and (3) 

that they are worded in such a way as to provide 

little, if any, direction for institutional managers. 

The model is presented in network format. It has 

two major parts: the first focuses on the develop- 

ment of the general goals of an institution, and 
the second addresses the development of its 
operational goals and objectives. The phases of 
the model are presented as separate networks. 
The terms “general goals,” “‘operational goals,” 
and “operational objectives” are used as a means 
of distinguishing between the levels of goals and 
objectives. The term “institution community” is 
used to refer to the various constituencies of an 
institution, including the president and other ad- 
ministrators, faculty, students, alumni, legislators, 
governing board members, and local residents. 
(Author/LBH) 
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Although there have been many educated 
minority and women groups available for posi- 
tions in higher education, it was not until the 
pressure of the growing thrust of the civil rights 
movement in the 1960s did colleges and universi- 
ties begin to move in the direction of integration. 
Barriers had to be removed, not just moved. It 
has been apparent to white administrators in 
higher education who are trying to comply with 
Title VII of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, as well 
as Title VI and Title IX, that merely enforcing a 
policy of nondiscrimination does not result in in- 
stant equal job opportunities for all persons. Old 
attitudes and methods need review and revision. 
Resistance exists among white administrators to 
current federally-sponsored affirmative action 
programs. White administrators and faculty must 
take the responsibility of examining or reviewing 
and revising their old attitudes and methods.

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Federal Regulation, *Government School Rela- 
tionship 
The Commission’s study, one of a number of 

examinations of the Federal Government's impact 
of education, calls on the Carter administration 
and the 95th Congress to begin an era of 
cooperation in curtailing the enormous growth of 
federal regulation in higher education.

This mission statement expresses purposes of 

the State University of New York at Albany, and 
is the opening essay in a planning process that is 
the responsibility of the Office of Academic 
Planning. Focus is on the pertinent elements of 
mission and on criteria for institutional develop- 
ment.

historical perspective; the concept of a university; 
the institutional setting; goals for student develop- 
ment; goals for societal development; programs 
and priorities; implementation of the university 
mission; and appendices deli ing the academic 
and administrative priorities of the university for 
the current period.

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Trends in American higher education between 

1969 and 1975 are reported based on surveys in 

those two years by the Carnegie Commission on 

Higher Education. In general, the late 1960's saw 

widespread turbulence and disruption directed 

both at educational forms on campus and 
changes in American foreign policy. This move- 
ment was marked by a political swing to the left 
among college and university teachers and stu- 
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dents. In 1972, with the end of the draft and 
direct American participation in military opera- 
tions in Vietnam, the climate on campuses 
became less political, less radical, and centered 
more on teaching and studying. With the 
economic recession of 1975, the mood became 
more serious and students were more concerned 
with employment possibilities and vocationalism. 
This report reviews attitudes in the following 
areas: general satisfaction; trend toward conser- 
vatism on academic issues; broad social attitudes; 
race; other attitudes on social issues; attitudes 
toward women; faculty collective bargaining; 
numbers, rank, and tenure; faculty charac- 
teristics; student finances; and grade inflation. 
Statistical tables are included. (LBH) 
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Characteristics and qualifications of an effec- 
tive educator in engineering and liberal arts col- 
leges have been examined. Engineering technolo- 
gy colleges are unique in their purpose and 
methods and require unique faculty. Through a 
survey of students, alumni, faculty, and adminis- 
trators, this study identifies six characteristics in- 
dicative of an effective educator in an engineer- 
ing technology environment.

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The growth of categorical federal aid to univer- 
sities and colleges has brought with it wave after 
wave of regulations, surveys, and compliance ac- 
tivities. In the last few years there has been an 
awareness that unless a wider perspective can 
replace the motivations of the individual federal 
agencies who define accountability and data 
needs, the relationship between institutions and 
the government will be damaged. The Interagen- 
cy Task Force on Higher Education Reporting 
Reduction makes 19 recommendations for 
streamlining procedures and policies affecting in- 
formation gathering by federal agencies. (Edi- 
tor/MSE) 
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This paper is concerned with faculty members 

in higher education and the organizations in 

which they work. The research on which it is 
based involved an examination of the ways in 
which discrete work activities that were identified 
as part of the faculty role might be reaggregated 
on the basis of faculty preferences, replacing the 
present role structure where the latter is not sup- 
portive of those preferences. Estimated instrinsic 
satisfaction derived from the performance of the 
tasks was the foundation of the preferences. The 
central hypothesis of the study was that academic 
organizational structures can be modified to ac- 
commodate faculty needs and interests more 
directly. Such reorganization would have the 
result of placing faculty in roles that provide 
profound satisfactions, thereby increasing the 
likelihood of greater motivation and productivity 
and, ultimately, higher quality output. The 
research also examined the probability that even 
those activities that are now alleged by faculty to 

be undesirable will be found to be preferred by a 

number of faculty under a more pluralistic role 

and reward structure, this number being sufficient 
to meet organizational needs. (Author) 
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The influence of three sets of instructions on 
teacher/course evaluation by student raters was 
investigated. Students did not differ in their 
teacher/course evaluation ratings when the in- 
structions specified the evaluation results would 
be used: (1) only by the instructor; (2) by the ad- 
ministration; or (3) by students for course selec- 
tion purposes. Secondarily, the effects of rank 
and class level were also examined. It was found 
that the evaluation of graduate courses was sig- 
nificantly higher than that of undergraduate cour-

An 
important added feature is a complete cross-tabu- 
lation of all results by class level, full- or part- 
time status, day or evening status, age, employ- 
ment, marital status, distance to UT, and sex. The 
survey probed the off-campus students’ views of 
campus problems, their reactions to new ideas 
and proposals, their feelings toward proposed 
programs and services designed especially for off- 
campus students, their general satisfaction, and 
their use of various campus facilities and services. 

By far the greatest problem seen was in parking 

and transportation, followed by finances, off-cam- 

pus housing, and various problems with landlords. 

Suggestions and degree of satisfaction were re- 

lated to these problems. (MSE) 
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Information gathered in the 1974 statewide sur- 
vey of Tennesseeans’ opinions on higher educa- 
tion is compared with similar information 
gathered in other states. Questions asked con- 
cerned confidence in institutions, freedom to 
teach, quality of education and college type, 
favorability to increased spending, favorability to 
institutional expansion, university budget informa- 
tion, public services performed by institutions, 
kinds of contact with institutions, sources of in- 
stitutiona! information, and preferred sources of 
additional funds. Comparisons are made with stu- 
dies in Washington, Wisconsin, and Michigan, 
and with two national studies made in 1964 and 
1974.

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All findings and tabulations from the 1974 sur- 
vey, including a statement of methodology, are 
reported.

amined. Student ratings of the 9.9 managers, con- 
sidered to be the most effective of the five basic 
approaches found in Blake and Mouton, were 
compared to the ratings of advisors using other 
styles. The 17 student advisors in the York Col- 
lege residence facilities were administered the ‘‘- 
Self Assessment of Key Managerial Orientations” 
form of Blake and Mouton. It was found that 47 
percent of the advisors use the 9.9 management 
style, 35 percent use the 5.5 style, and 18 percent 
use the 1.9 style. All 590 York College dormitory 
residents were asked to rate their student advisors 
on a scale of 1 (poor) to 4 (excellent) on the 
overall performance item of the student advisor 
evaluation form. The 297 survey forms returned 
revealed that students rated 9.9 managers signifi- 
cantly higher than 5.5 advisors, but not higher 
than 1.9-style advisors. It was recommended that 
high concern for students, as reflected in the 1.9 
and 9.9 management styles be emphasized in the 
selection and training of student advisors in order 
to promote improved advisor-student rapport.

Since the 
practice is so sparse, this guide describes an 
avowedly experimental approach to administrator 
evaluation, an approach that should also serve as 
an institutional planning process. Administrators’ 
efforts to form and attain goals are assessed in 
the several contexts of institutional stages of 
development and the prevailing patterns of 
authority and decision-making. (Editor/MSE) 
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Ten college and university mergers are 

discussed to present information about the 

reasons for such mergers, the process employed 
to achieve them, and their consequences. The 
study provides practical information about several 
mergers that have taken place and suggests 
guidelines for those who wish to consider merger. 
A variety of factors contributing to a merger 
decision are discussed including geographical 
proximity, complementary programs, a history of 
cooperative relationships, the drive to coeduca- 
tion, the desire to strengthen the quality of higher 
educational service, and complexities of higher 
education financing.

Higher Education Management Services con- 
tributes to the decisionmaking process in 
Michigan higher education by providing data and 
information on the past, present, and future 
financial status of higher education in the states.

Of the 7,396 new freshmen entering the 

University of Maryland, College Park in the fall 
of 1976, 2,738 completed the University New 
Study Census in the summer before their entry.

Men 
were found to move through the ranks faster than 
women; however, no pattern of salary distribution 
was detected between men and women within 
each rank. Rank was found to be the strongest 
predictor of salary, other significant predictors 
being years of professional experience and sex. 
Additional variables noted to consider in further 
analyses of sex differentials in salary are length of 
time within a rank, administrative function, age, 
and mobility for job advancement.

Its objec- 
tives are to assist learners to interpret and utilize 
the mass media they encounter, and to foster in- 
dividual development. The development of media 
education, traced back to 1900, indicates that it 
is receiving increasingly greater support and has 
become a vital educational concern. (SC) 
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This listing of sources pertaining to various 
aspects of visual communication and their in- 
structional implications contains dissertations, 
journal articles, books, papers and projects. 
Eighty-two entries through 1972 are organized in

between information sources and practitioners in 
schools, (3) provide a forum for exchange of 
ideas, and (4) enhance communication between 
state education departments and the U.S. Office 
of Education (USOE). Under the direction of a 
steering committee, the project concentrated on 
two national conferences in Austin, Texas and 
Columbia, South Carolina, both in 1970. Bringing 
together those responsible for dissemination at 
the state level, the conferences provided opportu- 
nities for (1) presenting information about the 
elements, operation and promising practices of 
dissemination, and (2) improving communication 
between and among state education departments 
and USOE. Each conference offered large group 
presentations by recognized dissemination 
authorities and small group discussions. Evalua- 
tion of the conferences indicated that objectives 
of the project were being met. (Author/KP) 
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The Western Interstate Library Coordinating 
Organization (WILCO) received a grant from the 
United States Office of Education to develop and 
demonstrate a statistical data base system for 
library decision makers. The first quarter was 
devoted to obtaining background information, 
scheduling, organization, planning, and design. 
Achievements included (1) meetings to deter- 
mine a framework of measures for the Program 
Classification Structure; (2) contact with the 
liaison person for the Major Research Universi- 
ties Task Force; (3) compilation of a preliminary 
bibliography; and (4) selection of national adviso- 
ry board members. The possibility of testing the 
system in Pennsylvania college libraries was in- 
vestigated. The appendices include the prelimina- 
ry bibliography, outlines of the task analysis and 
inventory, proposed schedule, revised Program 
Classification Structure, and budget. (Author/KP) 
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The Cost and Funding Studies project of the 

proposed Western Interstate Bibliographic Net- 

work began activities in July 1975. The goals of 
the project were to: (1) determine representative 

costs of present library services in the West, (2) 

estimate future costs of library services in the 

West with proposed network support, (3) evalu- 

ate and compare the impact of a network on 

costs of library services, and (4) examine equita- 
ble programs of financial support for the 
proposed network. The second quarter of the 
project was devoted to project planning, design, 
and development of data collection intervention 
strategies. Major achievements during the quarter 
included completion of a pretest in Idaho and 
establishment of sampling procedures. Progress 
was made in designing the data collection instru- 
ment for the survey of costs in technical 
processing and interlibrary loan. The appendices 

which form the bulk of this report, include a 

revised schedule for the project, flowcharts of 

general processing, and a financial report.

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This report describes the underlying premises, 

operations and the pilot implementation of TIC- 

CIT (Time-Shared Interactive Computer-Con- 

trolled Information by Television) system which 

aims to facilitate instruction and learner control 

via the combined use of mini-computers and 

color television. TICCIT courseware is organized 

in a hierarchical structure and learners can con- 

trol the pace, sequence, difficulty level, and 

presentation mode at the segment level of the 

learning task. At its developmental stage, TICCIT 
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has demonstrated acceptable hardware reliability, 
and potentials in improving learners’ achievement 
and attitudes toward learning. The system has 
also efficiently utilized the television medium to 
present information and examples in either ex- 
pository or inquisitory mode. (SC) 
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This report provides an overview of the 

development and evaluation of an experimental 

television series for adult viewers on health care. 

The series was produced by the Children’s Televi- 

sion Workshop and aired in prime time during 

1974-1975 by the Public Broadcasting Service. 

The report synthesizes results of complementary 

impact studies conducted by four independent 

research contractors: a study of voluntary viewing 
by Response Analysis Corporation; an induced 
viewing field experiment by National Opinion 

Research Center; four national surveys by Gallup 

Organization; and national audience estimates by 

A.C. Nielsen Company. Chapters one and two 

describe the development of the series, summa- 

tive research plans and findings. Chapters three 
and four examine media strategy issues concern- 
ing public television and its audience, and 

findings of the behavioral outcomes related to 24 

specific health topics covered in the series. 

Limitations of the evaluation process, implica- 

tions of the research findings, and suggestions for 

studies are discussed in the last two chapters. A 

summary of this report appears as a separate 

ERIC document. (SC) 
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“Feeling Good” is the first television series for 

adults produced by the Children’s Television 
Workshop, aired in prime time during 1974-1975 
by the Public Broadcasting Service. The series at- 
tempted to reach the general public and motivate 
them to practice health maintenance behaviors. 
Various presentation formats were used. It was 
carried out in three phases, and a summative 
research plan was designed and undertaken by 
four ind P r h contractors to assess 
the series’ impact. Although there were limita- 
tions in the evaluation process, general findings 
concerning audience, viewing effect, and media 
environment have implications for future 
research, practice, and policy. The complete 
evaluation report is presented as a separate ERIC 
document. (SC) 
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The Automated Computer Science Educational 

System (ACSES) has been developed at the 

University of Illinois for the purpose of providing 

improved education for the large number of stu- 

dents taking introductory computer science cour- 

ses. The major components of this system are: a 

library of instructional lessons, an interactive pro- 

graming system with excellent error diagnostics, 

an information retrieval system, an automated 

exam and quiz system, and several lessons which 

judge student programs. This report briefly 

describes each of these components, as well as 

some ideas on programing language design result- 

ing from this experience, and presents an evalua- 

tion of the use of the system over the past three 

years. (Author) 
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This paper attempts to describe the advantages 

of “narrow-band” applications of communica- 
tions satellites for education. It begins by 
discussing the general controversy surrounding 
the use of satellites in education, by placing the 
concern within the larger context of the general 
debate over the uses of new technologies in edu- 
cation, and by challenging educators to harness 
the enormous power of satellite communications 
for both formal and non-formal educational goals 
and objectives. It proceeds to analyze the dif- 
ferences between narrow-band and broad-band 
technologies, and raises questions concerning the 
educational value for using broadcast television in 
the classroom, whether delivered via satellite or 
through terrestrial means. The development of 
“Open Learning’’ and non-traditional study pro- 
grams is cited and discussed, along with the ex- 
plosive growth of Citizens’ Band radio, as exam- 
ples of ways inexpensive and narrow-band 
technology can serve changing educational needs 
and requirements. A variety of narrow-band ap- 
plications are then offered: Telephony, radio, 
slow-scan television, data and hard-copy, telex 
and facsimile, cable radio. A systems view is 
presented, as are some cost considerations. The 
paper concludes with the strong recommendation 
that educators assume a lead role in de-mystifying 
satellite technology. (Author) 
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This paper first enumerates ways in which 

satellites can be used in education. Uses include 

the delivery of video material, teaching to scat- 
tered students, master teaching, teaching of 
teachers, providing information on _ current 
events, video teaching of behavior, information 
retrieval and computer-aided instruction. It then 
notes some technological constraints such as 
bandwidth, real-time needs, dispersion or concen- 
tration of network, and other aspects of network 
configuration that make satellite delivery of 
messages more or less advantageous than alterna- 
tive methods. Since relative costs as well as 
benefits are a concern, consideration is given to 
the cost of a satellite education system. Costs are 
estimated in terms of an ultimate nationwide and 
universal educational satellite system. The paper 
concludes that the first steps should be the use of 
satellites for data communication in locations 
where facilities are not readily available.

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It is necessary for the United States to make 
better use of its resources, both human and en- 
vironmental, if there is to be an optimal distribu- 
tion of population. This requires the innovative 
application of communications technology to 
make life in rural communities more attractive. In 
terms of continuing education, there are presently 
two means of distributing materials. One is audio 
tape with text, and the other is video--either 
through live pick-up or stored on tape. The 
development of video storage discs may make 
stored video more feasible. Community colleges 
would seem to be the institution best suited to of- 
fering courses in learning centers over wide geo- 
graphical areas. As a pilot operation six commu- 
nity colleges have formed a consortium called 
ACCESS to work with Goldmark Communica- 
tions in developing the requirements for a 
delivery system, and to develop six courses to be 
made available to all educational institutions. In 
order to make the distribution of these courses 
nationwide, the Rapid Transmission and Storage 
(RTS) facility of ATS-6 might be used. (WBC) 
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Identifiers— New Rural Society 
To help achieve a more dispersed population 

distribution, it is the strategy of the New Rural 

Society (NRS) project to address the interdepen- 

dent rural, urban, and energy problems by solving 

the rural development problem issue first. People 

live in large urban areas chiefly because the jobs 

and essential services are there. Advances in 
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communications technology could make it possi- 
ble to decentralize business and government em- 
ployment to rural areas and still maintain direct 
ties with the urban marketplace via sophisticated, 
relatively low-cost communications links. This 
document is divided into six sections: The first 
presents the basic phenomena that gave rise to 
the NRS concept. The second section discusses 
these phenomena in greater detail. The third 
describes the NRS concept and its approach to 
rural development. The fourth part deals with the 
potential impact of population decentralization 
on domestic energy production and consumption. 
The fifth presents the overall NRS objectives, and 
the sixth outlines the program that NRS proposes 
to undertake in the next few years.

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This paper describes a narrow-band satellite 
application for facilitating a Computer-Based 
Education Utility (CBEU). A review of computer 
uses in education is presented with an emphasis 
on interactive computer applied to instructional 
processes. An example of major use of the CBEU 
focuses on meeting the educational needs of han- 
dicapped children, first by inservice teacher edu- 
cation followed by direct instruction to han- 
dicapped children via CBEU. Less than 40 per- 
cent of the handicapped children who require 
special education programs in the United States 
are receiving an adequate education. A plan is 
presented to provide a flexible ‘‘on-the-job” 
CBEU with a curriculum enabling inservice ele- 
mentary teachers to learn how to teach mildly 
handicapped children. The plan described in this 
paper would make tested curriculum materials 
available to inservice teachers through Education 
Centers established by Regional Sponsoring 
Agencies. It would also create the opportunity to 
expand the curriculum for practicing teachers 
into other needed skill areas and eventually pro- 
vide direct instructional service to handicapped 
children. A selected bibliography is also provided.

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Early experiments with the ATS-1 and ATS-3 
satellites utilized one way and two way audio for 
a variety of university purposes, and several dif- 
ferent television modes were employed in the 
ATS-6 satellite. Among the higher education ac- 
tivities on ATS-6 were inservice teacher educa- 
tion and the facilitation of regionalized medical 
education. A college curriculum sharing experi- 
ment between Stanford and Carleton Universities 
is to be carried out on CTS. Previous efforts to 
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implement computer aided instruction via satel- 
lite have run into technical or other difficulties, 
and future efforts in this area need to be planned 
carefully and supported adequately. There is a 
much firmer base of experience with audio and 
video. Higher education involvement in satellite 
activity thus far has been focused primarily on in- 
service or continuing professional education, and 
on medical education. Areas which seem promis- 
ing for the future include bringing “open univer- 
sity” or “external degree” services to remote 
areas, and the sharing of curricula, video pro- 
graming, library and computer based programing 
and resources among geographically dispersed in- 
stitutions. Organizational and economic, as well 
as technical, factors need careful consideration. 
Included with this paper is an annotated bibliog- 
raphy of selected documents. (Author/WBC) 
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This paper surveys approaches that are deemed 
practical for instructional use of radios and com- 
puters by satellite transmission. For each of the 
two instructional technologies a brief history is 
provided, a survey of the evaluation studies of ef- 
fectiveness is given, and a concluding section on 
planning for application is provided. Because the 
literature on these topics is extensive, an attempt 
is made to select for discussion items that are 
deemed of special importance or of particular use 
to field users. The paper concluded with some 
general recommendations for use of either in- 
structional radio or computer assisted instruction 
by means of satellite transmission. A selected 
bibliography is appended to the paper. (Author) 
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The communication satellite already has 
developed a mature technology. It carries a sub- 
stantial part of the world’s long range communi- 
cation, and is now useable for special cultural 
and educational purposes. Major cultural effects 
come from its contribution to increasing enor- 
mously the flow of information in the world. It 
will increase human dependence upon media and 
bring about shifts in power related to control of 
information. There will be more contact between 
cultures, changes in ways of perceiving reality, 
and significant new trends in socialization. The 
technology is now available to permit individuals 
and small organizations to participate actively in 
special uses of communication satellites which 
will happen only if we make them happen, among 
them: changing the communication environment, 
combating remoteness, creating new networks for 
useful information, serving special groups and 
needs, substituting communication for transporta- 
tion in certain situations, making the performing 
arts more widely available, and innovations in 
learning and teaching. Lessons learned from early 
uses of satellites warn of some difficulties, but 
space communication remains ready for challeng- 
ing and important uses. This paper includes an 
annotated bibliography. (Author/WBC) 
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An education satellite offers the technology to 
enhance the quality, control the cost, and expand 
the available opportunities of secondary school 
education. The satellite is the vehicle through 
which change can be effected in the secondary 
school system, particularly to bring quality educa- 
tion to the segments of the population now in 
sparsely populated or economically disadvantaged 
areas and to bring into the school system a 
greatly improved awareness of all phases of 
today’s culture and science. The education satel- 
lite will have a strong impact on teacher training, 
the core curriculum of conventional subjects, the 
education of special groups of students (gifted, 
handicapped, and adults), and the responsiveness 
of pre-college education to the changing needs of 
a technological society. A selected bibliography is 
included. (Author) 
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It is suggested that a major weakness in in- 
dividualized instruction has been the failure to 
provide for adequate Instructional Management 
Information Systems. This is a defect which can 
be remedied by linking such programs to more 
sophisticated and more readily accessible instruc- 
tional data processing centers. An effective appli- 
cation of the satellite’s communications versatility 
may be to provide the communication linkage 
between user schools and a large computer 
system centralized at the state or on a regional 
basis. Another approach to individualization on a 
course by course basis is Computer Managed In- 
struction (CMI) and is advocated as an opera- 
tional model for wider use. Such use could be ex- 
panded by local schools having real time access 
to centralized instructional data processing facili- 
ties. More precise information about instructional 
objectives, individual student progress and 
teaching resources characterize both individual- 
ized instruction and CMI. With such information 
available to the student, the teacher and the ad- 
ministrator, orderly and systematic use as a 
teaching resource, can be made of adult volun- 
teer teaching aids and peer tutors. Research has 
shown that these can be inexpensive and power- 
ful adjuncts to instruction when properly sup- 
ported and used. A selected bibliography is in- 
cluded with this paper.

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This paper describes a new technique for using 

videotaped educational materials that could form 
an important part of a satellite based educational 
delivery system. The method uses videotapes of 
regular classroom courses for the instruction of 
small groups of remote students who are assisted 
by paraprofessional tutors. The method is called 
the Tutored Videotape Instruction (TVI) 
technique. The paper is developed as follows: 
There is first a brief description of the technique 
followed by a set of guidelines used to develop 
the program. Next are described experiments in 
which the TVI format is compared to both class- 
room instruction and “real time”’ television. The 
factors that appear to be most important for the 
success of the TVI technique are isolated, and an 
estimate of program costs and the value of 
developing a satellite based TVI program is 
presented.

These tables of data relating to the 16 Missis- 
sippi public junior college districts were compiled 
from the 1975-76 Annual Report to the Junior 
College Commission, the budget requests for 
fiscal year 1978, and other sources.

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A follow-up study of students who had been 

enrolled in the adult basic education (ABE) pro- 

gram sponsored by Gateway Technical Institute 
during 1973, 1974, and 1975 was conducted in 
order to ascertain the program’s effectiveness in 
both the cognitive and affective areas of the stu- 
dents’ lives. Data were collected from a random 
sample of former students by means of personal 
interviews, with 270 usable responses obtained. 
Results of the study indicated: (1) reading and 
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math were areas in which ABE was able to help 
students achieve their goals; (2) ABE experiences 
helped students to speak English better, to write, 
read, and use mathematics better, and in some 
cases, helped students obtain the GED or to con- 
tinue their education; (3) most respondents ex- 
perienced no change in employment status from 
time of ABE entry to time of follow-up; (4) some 
respondents felt that the ABE program had im- 
proved their relationships with their children and 
families; (5) a majority did not feel ABE helped 
improve their management of money; and (6) 
more than 20% reported increased self-con- 
fidence and communication ability. Because of 
the difficulty experienced in gathering data for 
this study (resistance to interviews, lack of cur- 
rent addresses), a model for ABE follow-up stu- 
dies is described in detail.

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This report reviews the major problems facing 
New York community colleges and p the 
recommendations of a Committee of the State 
University of New York Board of Trustees. The 
nature and range of problems were clustered in 
three areas: provision of adequate funding and 
opportunities for optimum resource utilization;

Results 
showed CFCC’s 39-hour requirement in general 
education to be more demanding than the general 
education requirements of the majority (78.5%) 
of community colleges and the majority (67%) of 
state universities. CFCC’s nine-hour requirement 
in each of the areas of communications, humani- 
ties, and science was more demanding than the 
requirements of both community colleges and 
state universities. Its nine-hour requirement in so- 
cial sciences was more demanding than the 
requirement of the majority of universities. 
CFCC’s policy allowed no flexibility for electives 
in comparison to the majority of universities and 
36% of the community colleges which made such 
provision.

Data drawn from audited financial statements 
of the individual county colleges of New Jersey 
for fiscal years 1975 and 1976 provided the basis 
for this report on the county colleges’ finances 
with regard to sources of current income, full- 
time-equivalent (FTE) student enrollments and 
costs, educational and general expenditures, and 
physical plant and capital. Analysis of the data 
for fiscal year 1976 compared to fiscal year 1975 
revealed: state aid accounted for 28% of total 
revenues in 1976, up 2%; county appropriations 
constituted 35% of revenues, up 20%; 29% of 
revenues came from tuition and fees, up 13%; 8%

riculum review and revision. A sample of pro- 
gram graduates, their employers, and instructors 
were asked to rate 75 competencies in terms of 
frequency, importance, performance ability, and 
future need relative to on-the-job requirements. 
A total of 152 graduates, 80 employers, and 15 
instructors provided data for analysis. Results 
showed a high degree of agreement between 
graduates, instructors, and employers in regard to 
the importance, frequency, performance, and fu- 
ture need of the various competencies. Reading 
memory dumps, working with systems analysts, 
preparing program documentation manuals, and 
writing computer operator instructions were sug- 
gested as areas needing more program emphasis. 
Data communications routines, work with users 
on problems, using company system standards, 
and structured programming techniques were felt 
to be increasing importance for the future. 
Respondents rated knowledge of programming 
and COBOL as the two most important skill areas 
for entry-level positions. Overall, it was con- 
cluded that the Data Processing program was 
basically well-structured and well-taught. The sur- 
vey instruments and list of ranked competencies 
are appended. (JDS) 
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This publication, consisting of four sections, 
contains information for administrative personnel 
concerning “related instruction” for Apprentice 
Education in North Carolina’s system of commu- 
nity colleges.

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A study was made at the College of DuPage 
(Illinois) of the attitudes toward and expectations 
concerning collective bargaining held by college 
faculty and administrators. Data for the study 
were obtained by surveying 228 faculty and 44 
administrators, of whom 105 and 37 responded, 
respectively. Results of analysis indicated statisti- 
cally significant differences in the responses of 
the two groups, with faculty indicating a slight 
tendency toward agreement with or support of 
collective bargaining and administrators indicat- 
ing a very slight disagreement with the concept of 
collective bargaining. No decided preference, 
either for or against the concept of collective bar- 
gaining, was expressed by either group. The sur- 
vey findings were compared to the empirical 
findings of other major studies concerning collec- 
tive bargaining. Areas examined were 
governance, quality of educational services, 
academic freedom, institutional climate, institu- 
tional autonomy, nature of administration, and 
economic benefits. Results of the comparison 
revealed that both College of DuPage groups held 
erroneous views in some of these areas. (JDS) 
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This report describes several facets of students’ 

experiences at Cypress College as viewed through 
the eyes of students. The methodology used in 
this case study was participant-observation, with 
observations made over a period of months, in as 
many parts of the campus as possible, and at ran- 
dom times during the day. The aim of this ap- 
proach was to allow collection of information 
that would permit reporting of students’ percep- 
tions, whether such perceptions were “really” 
correct or not. It should be noted that the student 
perceptions described in this report are those of 
ordinary students, who were not outstanding in 
any way.

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This document reports on the activities of the 
Maryland State Board for Community Colleges 
and the community colleges under its jurisdiction 
for fiscal year 1975-76. During this period, com- 
munity college enrollment was 76,240, an in- 
crease of 17.9% over the previous year. Part-time 
students represented 63%, and minority students 
19%, of total enrollment. Thirty-one degree and 
certificate programs, primarily in occupational 
areas, were reviewed and endorsed by the Board. 
Some 40,000 Maryland citizens completed ap- 
proximately 1,900 continuing education and com- 
munity and public service courses.

The Board also 
recommended legislation, primarily related to 
community college funding, and continued work 
on five projects designed to improve occupational 
education in the state.

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A three-phase study was conducted at the Col- 
lege of the Redwoods (C/R) to determine if the 
college calendar should be changed, and if so, 
how. The first phase of the study consisted of 
establishing priority criteria for consideration of 
alternative forms of calendar organization, 
identification of calendar alternatives, and com- 
pilation of a list of colleges similar to C/R using 
different modes of calendar organization. Phase 
two consisted of administering questionnaires to 
C/R faculty and students to elicit their opinions 
regarding alternative calendars. Additionally, staff 
and students at other colleges were contacted to 
ascertain their opinions on the form of calendar 
organization used at their colleges. Phase three 
consisted of compiling, analyzing and reviewing 
data from phase two and formulating recommen- 
dations appropriate for C/R. It was recommended 
that C/R remain on the quarter system for several 
reasons: (1) 79% of the students and 58.79% of 
the faculty supported the quarter calendar; (2) 
the quarter system offered the flexibility and op- 
portunity to offer a wide range of classes; (3) sur- 
vey data indicated that the quarter system best fit 
the seasonal employment patterns of C/R’s dis- 
trict; and (4) general support for the quarter 
system was noted in the literature. Tabulated data 
are included in the report. (JDS) 
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A study was conducted to determine if han- 
dicapped students who received federal voca- 
tional rehabilitation assistance from the Depart- 
ment of Rehabilitation in the forms of money 
and/or equipment were benefitting from such aid, 
and to determine if one sex was benefitting more 
than the other. Study subjects were a sample of 
60 handicapped students registered through the 
Disabled Students Center at Santa Ana College 
(California), who were carrying nine or more 
units. All were first semester students initially re- 
gistered in the spring or fall of 1974 and 1975. 
Subjects were assigned to one of four groups (fif- 
teen per group) according to sex and whether or 
not vocational rehabilitation assistance was 
received. A comparative analysis of the academic 
achievement of the four groups was then made. 
Although no significant differences were found, 
there were limitations in this study which warrant 
further investigation, such as type of disability, 
degree of disability, and dropout rate. Overall, 
the study findings indicated that the vocational 
rehabilitation services at the college were 
adequate, at least in terms of academic achieve- 
ment. (JDS) 
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Economic Impact Studies 
The purpose of this report was to inform the 
community of the effect of Chemeketa Communi- 
ty College on the local economy. Considered in 
this analysis of the college’s economic relation- 
ship to its district were employee salaries, local 
capital and service expenditures of the college, 
and local expenditures by staff and students for 
housing rental and other personal expenses. 
Results of analysis of this expenditure information 
revealed that the college had a direct estimated 
economic impact during 1973-74 of $14,024,596. 
Since expenditures vy ne party become disposa- 
ble income for anot!:*t party, a multiplier effect 
occurs. Using an expenditure multiplier of 1.9, a 
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conservative figure as indicated in the economic 
literature, the total direct estimated economic im- 
pact of the college on the local economy during 
1973-74 was $26,646,732. An explanation of the 
multiplier effect and a short bibliography are ap- 
pended. (JDS) 
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This document contains 33 tables of statistical 
data which describe aspects of enrollment, in- 
structional programs, financial support, and stu- 
dent characteristics in Kentucky’s community col- 
leges during 1975-76. Total headcount enroll- 
ment was 17,362 in fall 1975, an increase of 27% 
over that of fall 1974. Of the total enrollment, 
79% of the students were freshmen and 21% 
were sophomores, 52% were male, and 83% were 
Caucasian. First-time freshmen accounted for 
31% of the total enrollment and 39% of the 
freshman enrollment. Analysis of enrollment by 
degree programs showed that 39.3% of the stu- 
dents were enrolled in transfer programs leading 
to a baccalaureate degree, 51.6% were enrolled 
in programs leading to the Associate in Applied 
Science degree, and 9.1% had no degree objec- 
tive.

Average expenditure per full-time equivalent stu- 
dent was $1,014. The mean composite ACT 
(American College Test) score for all entering 
freshmen was 15.6, compared to 17.0 in 1974, 
and represented the lowest mean score for the 
nine years studied.

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This paper describes the development and im- 
plementation of an individualized instruction- 
evaluation system used in a third-quarter chemis- 
try course at Cuyahoga Community College 
(Ohio). The system included: (1) 20 performance 
objectives covering the three modules in the 
course; (2) an instructional sequence for each 
objective composed of a variety of learning ac- 
tivities--lectures, readings, discussion, problems, 
slide-tape modules, and tutoring; (3) criterion- 
referenced tests with i iate feedback; (4) 
redirection on objectives not mastered and retest- 
ing; (5) grade determination based on number of 
objectives successfully completed, with no penal- 
ty associated with number of attempts.

This document, part of a series of reports on 
student flow in Hawaii’s seven community col- 
leges, analyzes patterns in student applications, 
acceptances, and registrations for fall 1976. New 
student applications for admission numbered 
9,642 and transfer applications numbered 4,465. 
The application-acceptance-registration patterns 
for fall 1976 for new and transfer students were 
similar to those reported for fall 1975; the col- 
leges accepted 91% of all new applicants and 
86% of transfer applicants, and of those admitted, 
72% and 63%, respectively, actually enrolled. Ad- 
ditional analysis showed slightly higher propor- 
tions of males than females were accepted in the 
new and transfer groups, at least 85% of new and 
transfer students were enrolled at the campus of 
their first choice, and slightly higher proportions 
of applicants in the new student group were ac- 
cepted than in the transfer group. Of those ac- 
cepted for the liberal arts program, 72% of new 
students accepted and 63% of transfer students 
accepted actually enrolled in the liberal arts pro- 
gram, while of those accepted for vocational edu- 
cation programs, 72% and 66%, respectively, ac- 
tually enrolled in vocational education programs. 
Overall, the acceptance-registration rates were 
comparable to those of fall 1975 in terms of sex, 
program, and campus.

In order to study the relationship between stu- 
dents’ educational plans and deeds, question- 
naires were administered in spring 1976 to two 
groups of University of Hawaii (UH) community 
college students who entered in fall 1975: con- 
tinuing students in their second semester at 
Hawaii, Honolulu, Maui, and Windward commu- 
nity colleges, and non-continuing students who 
left after one semester of enrollment at any one 
of the seven community colleges. Of 2,104 con- 
tinuing students surveyed, 92% (1,926) had edu- 
cational plans for fall 1976; almost all (1,870) 
planned to attend a UH campus. Of those with 
UH plans, 69% enrolled in fall 1976 as planned, 
8% enrolled at a different UH campus than 
originally planned, and 23% did not enroll. 
Higher proportions of males, students below 19 
years at entry, students in technology, and stu- 
dents with grade point averages of 3.0 to 3.4 ac- 
tually enrolled as planned. Of those continuing 
students with no educational plans, over half 
returned to a UH campus in fall 1976. Of 877 
non-continuing students, 430 (49%) had educa- 
tional plans for fall 1976 and 321 planned to at- 
tend a UH campus. Of those with UH plans, 46% 
enrolled as planned, 5% enrolled at another cam- 
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pus, and 49% did not enroll. Differences between 
educational plans and actual enrollment were 
analyzed according to five student characteristics:

Following a review of the literature related to 
employee morale and productivity, this paper re- 
ports a study undertaken to determine if there 
was a significant relationship between the morale 
of junior college instructors and their teaching ef- 
fectiveness as perceived by students. Study sub- 
jects were 129 junior college instructors and their 
students enrolled in college transfer programs. A 
modified version of the Purdue Teacher 
Opinionaire was used to identify teacher morale 
variables. Teaching effectiveness as perceived by 
students was determined using the Hinds (Missis- 
sippi) Junior College Faculty Evaluation Scale. A 
statistically significant relationship was found for 
the measures of satisfaction with teaching, com- 
munity support of education, and total job 
satisfaction with the teaching effectiveness rating 
by students. It was concluded that instructors’ 
perception of satisfaction with teaching was posi- 
tively related to their teaching effectiveness, in- 
structors’ perception of community support of 
education had a negative relationship to teaching 
effectiveness, and total job satisfaction was posi- 
tively related to teaching effectiveness. Other 
identified measures of teacher morale were not 
significant predictors of teaching effectiveness. 
These results may indicate that the most effective 
teachers are those with the greatest morale and 
job satisfaction.

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This report describes the 1975-76 operations of 
the Downtown Study Centre, a demonstration 
project offering service in adult basic education 
and advisement. The center offered “start any- 
time” open-entry, open-exit courses in English 
and mathematics at all levels, from basic literacy 
and numeracy through grade 12 equivalency. 
During 1975-76, 189 adults studied at the center. 
Of this group: (1) 165 were between 17 and 44 
years of age; (2) 14 were unemployed; (3) the 
majority engaged in studies for the purpose of 
self-improvement and enhancement of employ- 
ment potential; (4) 39 received a grade 12 
diploma; and (5) 60 obtained or returned to a 
job.

This code of student conduct prescribes rules, 
procedures, rights and responsibilities governing 
non-academic relationships, academic relation- 
ships, and student records for students in the 
Kentucky system of community colleges. Part I of 
this code, concerning non-academic relationships, 
describes the structure, function, role, and scope 
of authority of the community college judicial 
system; the community college rights of students; 
the role of the community college as a supervisor 
of student organizations; student responsibility 
with respect to fi ial deling y; and 
procedures for dealing with interference, coer- 
cion, or disruption at the community college. Part 
Il, concerning academic relationships, describes 
the academic rights of students, procedures for 
disposition of cases involving alleged violations of 
students’ academic rights, academic offenses, 
procedures for disposition of cases of alleged 
academic offenses, and composition of the com- 
munity college appeals board. Part III, concerning 
student records, prescribes procedures for main- 
tenance of, access to, cost of, and challenge of 
student records by students. Additionally, this 
part covers release of information from student 
records by a college without prior consent. (JDS) 
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This paper outlines a model for public informa- 
tion offices in community colleges based on the 
operations of the public information office at Lee 
College. Seven basic principles describe the 
model: (1) educate the public regarding the role 
and scope of the college within higher education;

A study was conducted to compare the faculty 
personnel policies of the nine City Colleges of 
Chicago with those of 31 selected urban commu- 
nity colleges across the country having enroll- 
ments of not less than 5,000. Areas examined in- 
cluded faculty salaries, overload compensation, 
compensation for faculty who substitute for ab- 
sent faculty, nature of the administrative struc- 
ture, role of the departmental chairperson, 
released time for union officers, faculty workload, 
restrictions on use of part-time faculty, class size 
constraints, outside employment limitations, 
leaves of absence, and fringe benefits. It was 
found that the Chicago colleges were at the 
upper end of the scale with respect to economic 
issues, required a light (12 hours) teaching load, 
unduly restricted class size, made minimal de- 
mands of their employees, overly subsidized 
union officers’ activities, had major differences in 
contracts for each college although all colleges 
belonged to one bargaining unit, and paid higher 
salaries than did non-unionized institutions. Nu- 
merous recommendations were made to the City 
Colleges’ governing board so that, in upcoming 
negotiations, the board could attempt to bring 
their institutions into line with national or re- 
gional norms relative to contractual faculty per- 
sonnel policies. A review of trends in collective 
bargaining and analyses of survey data for each 
issue area are included in the report. (JDS) 
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This document explains and clarifies the 
management by objectives (MBO) concept in 
order to give institutions in the Advanced Institu- 
tional Development Program (AIDP) help in un- 
derstanding and using the concept. MBO is 
defined as an administrative system whereby an

text of the mission, goals, and objectives of the 
organization. Subsequent sections of this publica- 
tion discuss the advantages and disadvantages of 
MBO; implementation of MBO in the college/u- 
niversity setting; alternative MBO models; reasons 
why MBO may fail in the educational setting; 
procedures for establishing institutional mission, 
goals, and objectives; and procedures for 
establishing individual objectives within the in- 
stitution. Definitions, flow charts, and examples 
are included throughout. It is noted that MBO 
may take many shapes and forms that may be 
modified to meet the specific needs of individual 
institutions if the president and staff are willing to 
make the adjustments necessary for a manage- 
ment system to succeed. An extensive MBO 
bibliography is included.

This monograph, consisting of four sections, 
focuses on developmental education in the higher 
education setting. The first section, by Johnnie 
Ruth Clarke, provides an overall perspective on 
learning through developmental programs. In- 
cluded are discussions of the developmental ap- 
proach, developmental students and instructional 
activities, and instructors for and evaluation of 
developmental programs. The second section, by 
Marge L. Ford, describes Penn Valley Communi- 
ty College’s learning skills laboratory, a resource 
center for developmental education that is simul- 
taneously integrated into the mainstream of the 
college. The third section, by John E. Roueche, 
confirms the need for developmental education, 
offers some suggestions on where to begin in 
establishing effective programs, and suggests that 
there are models available for implementation of 
effective developmental programs. The fourth 
section, co-authored by George Lewis, Richard 
Lewis, Arthur Spong, and Norwood Taylor, 
reviews developmental studies at Sandhills Com- 
munity College, a program that is not separated 
from other programs offered by the college. In- 
cluded are discussions of the learning laboratory, 
the counseling/advising program, the tutoring 
program, the remedial English program, and the 
reading program. Bibliographies are included for 
each section. (JDS) 
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Since the late 1960's, German studies, like 
foreign language studies in general, have been on 
the decline. Part of the decline in foreign lan- 
guage enrollments can be attributed to higher 
education’s declining rate of enrollment growth, 
part to elimination of language requirements for 
degree recipients, and part to shifting program 
emphases. A review of German offerings in com- 
prehensive community colleges show that Ger- 
man is offered at a minimum level with only 49 
institutions offering German programs leading to 
the Associate in Arts degree. Despite depressed 
enrollment statistics and trends toward voca- 
tional/scientific studies, neither liberal arts nor 
German study is on the way out. Such factors as 
requirement of German for scientific study, the 
large number of Americans of German descent 
with pride and interest in their ancestry, and Ger- 
many’s rising political and economic status all 
work together to create demand for German stu- 
dies. However, German departments must also do 
their share to attract and retain students. New 
techniques, laboratory resources, and curricula 
need development and implementation. 
Relevance and interest can be enhanced through 
study of German culture. Community college 
emphasis in German studies should be on practi- 
cal speaking, reading, and writing. A bibliography 
is attached.

The planning subsystem, cen- 
tral to this process, begins with a determination 
of the needs of the service community and the 
resources and constraints involved, then moves to 
a projection of this environment into the future. 
This phase is followed by the development of 
strategic alternatives and the actual decision-mak- 
ing process. Information is fed into the total 
system from the data and evaluation 
and data are generated for future v use. When col- 
lege goals are finalized, the planning subsystem 
demands that each department (academic and 
administrative) project its output based upon the 
college mission. Measurable objectives for depart- 
ments, programs and courses are formalized so 
that their relationship to overall goals is clear. 
This function also requires significant amounts of 
information and generates more data to be used 
in evaluating performance. Since evaluation util- 
izes the measurable goals/objectives set in the 
planning process, planning can be seen as a cycle 
of events.

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This manual, developed by Mercer County 
Community College (MCCC), prescribes a step- 
by-step, systematic approach for conducting stu- 
dent follow-up surveys. As data are required from 
both students who graduate from the institution 
and from students who are classified as non- 
returning, follow-up procedures are listed for 
each separately.

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This paper describes a course in urban history 

offered at Delta College in Michigan. A variety of 

techniques are utilized in teaching the course-- 
lecture is relied on to acquaint students with the 

historian’s role in the study of urban history, a 

fieid trip to an inner city is planned, short field 

assignments are used to acquaint students with 
their urban surroundings, and individual or team 
projects, wherein the real success of the course 
lies, are utilized to offer opportunities for in- 
dividual creativity and inquiry in the area of 
urban history. Areas in which students have con- 
ducted research for their projects have included 
urban planning, welfare reform, rural vs. urban 
poverty, and ethnic and racial mobility. Among

Identifiers— Associate Degree Nursing Programs 
This paper reports the results of a study con- 
ducted to (1) assess the need for career mobility 
within the nursing program at Delaware County 
Community College (Pennsylvania); (2) demon- 
strate the range of complexity in nursing situa- 
tions which require diversified educational pro- 
grams; and (3) propose a model to assess the 
skills and knowledge of licensed practical nurse 
applicants to associate degree nursing programs. 
Sources of data for the study included college 
nursing program records, Pennsylvania state 
licensing laws, competencies expected by the 
State Board of Nurse Examiners, job descriptions, 
and a questionnaire administered to practical and 
associate degree nursing students, supervisory 
nurses, nursing instructors, and members of the 
community. Results of the study confirmed that 
there was a need for diversified education for 
nursing students, that there was a basic core of 
knowledge for all health practitioners, and that 
development of a core curriculum would enhance 
potential health worker mobility. Terminal 
behaviors for the associate degree nurse were 
developed based on the findings, and a learning 
module based on one of the behaviors was 
developed to demonstrate the usefulness of 
criterion referenced testing to assess the com- 
petency level of the licensed practical nurse ap- 
plicant. Recommendations for implementing an 
articulated licensed practical nurse/associate 
degree nurse program are presented. Survey 
responses, the learning module, an extensive 
bibliography, and other study materials are ap- 
pended.

Bakersfield College conducted a study to deter- 
mine what type of academic year calendar would 
be most appropriate for that institution. The al- 
ternative calendars considered were an August to 
May calendar (early-start) and a September to 
June calendar (traditional). Primary considera- 
tions were: (1) enabling students to receive quali- 
ty education and appropriate support services, 
(2) maximizing enrollment opportunities for stu- 
dents, (3) impact on administrators, instructors, 
and staff members, and (4) minimizing costs of 
running the college. Input was obtained from stu- 
dents, faculty, local business associations (student 
employers), high school students and counselors, 
and from the California Employment Develop- 
ment Department. Resulting data revealed 
distinct differences of opinion regarding the alter- 
native calendars. Students favored the August to 
May calendar by a nine to one ratio, the business 
associations were split on the question, and col- 
lege faculty/staff and high school counselors 
favored the September to June calendar. The 
final recommendation was that the college should 
adopt the September to June calendar. Survey 
data and arguments on both sides of the issue are 
included.

Cuyahoga Community College, a multi-campus 

institution, sought to develop and design a grants 

planning and management system to coordinate 

funds of both an internal and external nature ear- 
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marked for instructional research, planning, and 
development. Objectives were to create a system 
accessible to all professionals on all campuses, to 
provide a simplified system for funding of educa- 
tional development activities, and to make provi- 
sion for a uniform system of management for all 
grants whether funded externally or internally. 
District-level personnel, without benefit of in- 
dividual campus or faculty input, established pri- 
orities for a grants system which included central- 
ized control, uniformity of program management, 
establishment of a proper accounting system, 
better fiscal control, and articulation of campus 
components of the system. A grant proposal sub- 
mission subsystem was established following these 
criteria. An evaluation of the subsystem was con- 
ducted to determine administrative and user 
response to its provisions through a survey of 
selected users and support services personnel. Of 
95 faculty-administrators and support services 
personnel surveyed, only 28% responded. Results 
showed that users were not confident about the 
system. User input in system revision was recom- 
mended. (JDS) 
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Identifiers—Borough of Manhattan Community 
College 
Beginning with the spring 1974 semester, all in- 
coming students at Borough of Manhattan Com- 
munity College (New York) were tested using the 
Reading subtest of the Stanford Test of Academic 
Skills, Level II. Students achieving scores lower 
than the fifth stanine on beginning grade 12 
norms were required to take a remedial reading 
course. The objective of the remedial reading 
program was to develop minimal 12th grade read- 
ing skills in students requiring remediation. Post- 
test scores on the Stanford Test were compared 
to placement scores and midterm scores for 30 
classes of remedial reading students in fall 1974 
(n=760) and fall 1975 (n=623). Results indicated 
mean gains of approximately four grade levels for 
one semester of instruction. However, only 55% 
of the remedial students successfully passed the 
course by meeting the 12th grade criterion. Data 
di d that stud with higher initial levels of 
reading ability had a greater chance of success- 
fully completing the course than students with 
lower initial levels of reading ability. In addition, 
the percentage of students passing the course was 
found to have declined between spring 1973 and 
fall 1975 from 68% to 55%. While the program 
was concluded to be at least 50% successful, 
further study of reading level and scholastic 
achievement was recommended. (JDS)

Cosumnes River College participated in a Flex- 

ible Calendar Pilot Project established by the 

California Legislature to study the feasibility of 

more flexible and effective nontraditional calen- 

dar and course scheduling. The college adopted a 

school calendar for 1976-77 which provided for 

two sixteen week semesters and a three week in- 

tersession between the fall and spring semesters. 

During the intersession the college offered 63 in- 

tensive courses enrolling 800 students, and in- 

volved the total staff in instructional and non-in- 

Structional program development activities. 
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Evaluation of the intersession through a question- 
naire survey of 50% of the students and the en- 
tire faculty and instructional support staff 
revealed: the overwhelming majority of students 
were enthusiastic about intersession courses; the 
majority of faculty reported they had achieved 
their personal intersession objectives and felt the 
experience had justified the effort required; coun- 
seling personnel found no disadvantages to be as- 
sociated with the intersession concept; learning 
center personnel found the intersession to be a 
great success. Each of the evaluating groups 
noted several disadvantages of the intersession 
concept, most resulting from the time limit during 
which activities were conducted. The majority 
favored continued experimentation with a flexible 
calendar.

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Planning, Tax Support, Trustees 
Identifiers—* Michigan 
This document presents the final recommenda- 
tions and background papers of a task force em- 
powered by the Michigan legislature to consider 
the mission and roles of the state community col- 
leges, alternative funding modes, and the respon- 
sibilities and interrelationships of the state and 
local governing boards. Following an overview of 
recommendations and summaries of the reports 
of subcommittees in the three areas, the bulk of 
the document consists of a detailed explication of 
the recommended funding model and the report 
of the subcommittee on state-local relations, 
presented in appendices.

The objectives of Project Mexico were to train 
a group of 15 community college instructors from 
Southern California in an interdisciplinary ap- 
proach--integrating ideological, technological, and 
societal perspectives--to the study of Mexican 
culture, to produce new curriculum materials for 
use in community college classroom instruction, 
and to develop a model for the study of other 
Latin American countries. After initial orienta- 
tion and background reading, project participants 
spent six weeks of intensive study and travel in 
Mexico, focused on development of individual 
curriculum projects. The project resulted in nine 
teaching modules dealing with Mexican history 
and culture and four teaching modules dealing 
specifically with Chicano Studies, two of which 
are addressed to the important issue of helping 
Chicano students adapt to a college environment. 
Logistics, rationale, summative and formative 
evaluations of the project are presented in this re- 
port. Appended are a statement on coordination 
and dissemination of the results of Project Mex- 
ico by Carol Starcevic of the UCLA Latin Amer- 
ican Center, and a theoretical model for curricu- 
lum development based on an interdisciplinary 
approach to Latin American studies by Allyn Sin- 
derbrand.

This document is a course outline for an 18 
week course in literature of and about Mexico 
designed to give community college students the 
experience of studying a variety of literary forms, 
such as the epic, the lyric, the short story and the 
novel, in a foreign and exotic setting such as 
Mexico. Further, the course is intended to help 
the student gain a broad, and in some areas, a 
deep understanding of the Mexican cultural ex- 
rience, leading to an understanding of the Mex- 
ican consciousness. Course goals and general 
materials and activities are described in this out- 
line as are the objectives, methods, and readings 
(in translation) for each unit comprising the 
course. Course units cover Mexican literature 
from the pre-Hispanic period through the modern 
era.

This document outlines a course unit on Pre- 
Columbian Mayan Myths intended to be part of a 
semester-long survey course on world mythology. 
The intended unit length of three weeks for three 
hours per week allows time for consideration of a 
brief geographical, historical, and cosmological 
background against which to place Mayan myths, 
study of the ra Mayan deities, and a 
presentation of Mayan art reflecting Mayan 
mythology.

Responses to a 1975 questionnaire sent to state 

departments administering or supervising services 

for dependent and neglected children are com- 
pared with 1957 data obtained from a similar 
questionnaire. In the intervening years, changes 
in federal government policy have encouraged 
the use of voluntary agencies to provide service 
through contract arrangements. The period saw 
an increase in the proportion of total child care 
programs represented by public fund payments to 
the voluntary agencies, along with an increase in 
public control of planning for the children in 
their care.

It was 
hypothesized that children who attended a pre- 
kindergarten with programed instruction would 
score significantly higher on language skills tests 
than would a comparable group of children 
receiving incidental instruction. Subjects for the 
study were 43 4-year-old children, randomly as- 
signed to one of three prekindergarten groups, 
two experimental and one control.

The curriculum for the experi- 
mental groups was based on behavioral objectives 
implemented through daily lesson plans. The con- 
trol group curriculum was based, at the start, on 
the traditional nursery school approach, with 
behavioral goals not explicitly defined in any cur- 
riculum area. Although post-testing results 
showed no apparent significant difference in lan- 
guage skills between the experimental and control 
groups, the negative findings were attributed to 
intervening factors: (1) the control group pro- 
gram had been altered, contrary to the original 
plan, offering the control children language op- 
portunities quite similar to those of the experi- 
mental groups; (2) teachers in the experimental 
groups were not sufficiently familiar with 
techniques of programmed teaching; and (3) the 
programmed curriculum manuals had _ been 
designed for disadvantaged children. Results 
showed that specific and well-defined behavior 
management and direct teaching techniques, with 
a curriculum based on explicit behavioral objec- 
tives, are not in themselves sufficient to effect a 
significant change in either language skills scores 
or intelligence quotients of 4- and 5-year-old chil- 
dren. The study also showed that a language 
development program designed for disadvantaged 
children is not appropriate for middle class chil- 
dren with college-educated parents.

2-, 3-, 4-, and 5-year-old children have sex typed 
story preferences; and (2) whether an attempt on 
the part of parents to prevent sex stereotyping 
would affect sex typed preferences. A review of 
previous research discusses measures used to 
determine sex linked responses and the implica- 
tions of results obtained. Subjects in this study 
were children attending a half-day preschool in 
Tallahassee, Florida. Parents of the children were 
generally well educated and had expressed an 
awareness for preventing sex discrimination in the 
rearing of their child. In Study A, 66 children 
were given the choice of hearing a story about a 
dinosaur (male linked subject matter), a princess 
(female linked subject matter), or a family 
(neutral). In Study B, with 50 children, the cho- 
ice was between a story about a dump truck 
(male), a baby doll (female), or a family 
(neutral). It was hypothesized that the children 
would show sex typed preferences, that sex typed 
preferences would be greater for boys, and that 
there would be an increase in sex linked choice 
with age. Results for Study A supported the 
hypotheses, indicating that preschoolers did 
evidence a sex identity in choosing a type of story 
to hear, with boys less likely to choose the cross 
sex choice than girls. There was also a slight in- 
crease of sex linked choice with age. Results of 
Study B also indicated sex linked preferences 
with those preferences greater for boys, but no 
increase of sex linked choice with age. It was 
concluded from the data that children (especially 
boys) have already established a fairly clear sex 
role identity by age 2. The implications these 
findings have for educating and rearing children 
without sex stereotyping are discussed. (SB)

Learning behavior of young children of con- 
trasting socioeconomic backgrounds is examined 
in this study, which poses the question: what are 
the necessary or sufficient environmental condi- 
tions for the establishment of identifiable patterns 
of behavior?

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The reseaich project described in this report 
(Educational Services for Home Day Care Sub- 
Professionals) examines the education/training 
needs of a group of women who are licensed 
home day caregivers and who provide day care 
services to preschool children for a fee. This pro- 
ject represents an attempt undertaken by an 
urban university working in conjunction with a 
social service agency and with the support of 
state and federal funds to take a closer look at 
the practices of 18 day care homes in the 
Chicago area. Based upon this exploration and 
assessment, the goals of devising methods of sup- 
porting the positive aspects of the family day care 
home and of designing an appropriate course of 
training for the home day caregiver were imple- 
mented. Included are sections on selection of 
population and assessment of workshop needs, 
the Educational Training Services Program, 
research design, population characteristics, care- 
givers’ evaluation of the training program and 
results and discussion of data analysis, including a 
discussion of attitudes toward childrearing, the 
Bown Self-Report Inventory, the cognitive test, 
naturalistic observations, and interviews. Appen- 
dices include forms, inventories, etc. used in the 
Project.

Effects of an advance organizer lesson (con- 

taining high-order science concepts relating to 

the law of capillary attraction, and an elementary 
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problem-solving strategy for determining causal 
relations) were evaluated for a sample of 80 
urban 6- and 10-year-old children. Significant 
sequential transfer effects were established from 
the lesson. Improved performance for experimen- 
tal groups was maintained on a retention test and 
transferred to a second problem in that class of 
problems involving operations of exclusion. There 
was a marked tendency for performance to im- 
prove with age. Results suggest that acceptable 
solutions to problems requiring the operations of 
exclusion may be achieved without the use of 
complex propositional logic. (Author/MS) 
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Questionnaires, Socialization, *Student Teacher 
Ratio 
This paper investigates the evidence for adult- 
infant ratios in day care centers, finding that cur- 
rent evidence is based largely on the premise that 
a low number of infants per adult should result in 
greater interaction between the adults and the in- 
fants, and, thereby, better infant care. Support 
for this premise is derived from three main 
sources: (1) research conducted on animals and 
institutionalized infants; (2) research which shows 
that small numbers of children per adult can 
result in increased IQ’s and cognitive functions; 
and (3) statistical reports which show high infant 
mortality rate, particularly among children of low 
social status parents. It is concluded that the 
polemics over staff-infant ratios in day care cen- 
ters can only be resolved by scientific research 
into day care center conditions, and surveys of 
staff and parents of children served in the centers 
under consideration. Quality day care, rather 
than ratios, is the issue to be emphasized. Also 
discussed are a number of points of departure for 
determining quality day care and characteristics 
of good early childhood programs.

This is a description of the Early Childhood 
Evaluation Unit (ECEU), which was established 
as a unified, comprehensive means of conducting 
evaluation and research activities regarding Early 
Childhood Programs in the School District of 
Philadelphia. Its responsibilities include fulfilling 
the evaluation requirements stipulated by federal, 
state, or municipal funding sources. The ECEU is 
committed to the goals of: (1) providing informa- 
tion useful for all levels of program decision-mak- 
ing regarding the major early childhood programs 
in the school district; (2) contributing to data- 
based policy determination regarding early child- 
hood efforts at local, state, and federal levels; and 
(3) serving the advancement of knowledge re- 
garding effective early childhood programs. In- 
cluded are brief descriptions of: priorities, or- 
ganization and staff functions. The appendix con- 
tains a list of rankings of educational priorities 
derived from the responses of the Early Child- 
hood Program Directors.

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“Child Care Resource Materials” is an an- 
notated bibliography of books, films, and film- 
strips on various topics related to the education 
and development of young children. Categories 
include: learning activities for children; caring for 
children - infants through adolescents and chil- 
dren with special needs; parent-child relation- 
ships; day care - program planning and costs, in- 
fants, family homes, school-age children, industry 
involvement, and rural day care; nursery school;

The bibliography is indexed 
and includes a listing of publishers, distributors, 
as well as journals and magazines. “Child Care 
Resource Materials’ was compiled and printed in 
1976 as part of a project entitled the Child Care 
Awareness Program. The project coordinator 
developed a set of multi-media materials, 
designed specifically for Nebraska communities, 
to provide assistance in organizing and establish- 
ing quality child care services for children and 
families.

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In 1972, the Paraguayan Roman Catholic 

Church protested against the massacre of Indians 

in Paraguay. This was followed by further 

protests from Paraguayan intellectuals. These 
protests led to the removal of Jesus de Pereira, 
one of the executors of the official Ache policy. 

Thus, the critics were appeased. Since the 

beginning of 1973, new protests have been heard 

from people who fear that the Indian situation 
has not really changed. There are clear indica- 
tions that private killing raids against the Ache 
have not ceased. Life in the forests is dangerous 
for the Ache, since ‘“‘groups of hunters, wood cut- 
ters and palmito collectors conduct real punitive 
raids against them”. Ache Indians continue to 
serve as slave labour at various places. Since the 

Ache reservation was entrusted to the North 

American mission “To the New Tribes” in 1972, 

the material standard of the reservation Indians 

has risen. However, their spiritual situation is 
questionable. The missionaries “systematically 
oppose the few remaining customs and ceremo- 
nies, which they regard as pagan”. The methods 
used to “attract” Indians to the reservation are 
also questionable. The Indians show an obvious 
tendency to leave the reservation as soon as 
possible. Jesus de Pereira has been permitted to 
settle further north and to attempt to reconstruct 
his old Ache camp, now no longer the official 
reservation. Several international organizations 
have devoted much effort to the Ache’s situation. 

Today, there has only been very slight improve- 

ment in the situation of less than 50 Indians, at 

least materially. (Author/NQ)

The purpose of this bulletin is to inform 
citizens and policy makers about the nature and 
scope of crime in rural Ohio, the characteristics 
of those committing crimes in rural areas, and 
protective means currently employed by rural re- 
sidents to protect themselves and their property. 
Data are derived from the Uniform Crime Re- 
ports published by the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and two studies conducted by the 
author for governmental agencies. The nature 
and scope of crime in rural Ohio is reported as 
follows: 305% increase in rural crimes between 
1965 and 1974; vandalism constitutes 38% of all 
rural crimes; thievery constitutes the second most 
frequent crime; less than 50% of rural crimes are 
reported; laxity of courts, lack of law enforce- 
ment, laxity and breakdown of family life are the 
reasons most often cited for the increase in 
crime; the reasons given for not reporting crimes 
include “‘it is no use”, “‘difficult to enforce”, “red 
tape”, etc. The characteristics of Ohio rural of- 
fenders are reported as follows: 74% are under 
30 years; 16 and 19 year olds are the most often 
arrested groups; 87% are male; 27% are students; 
60% are urban residents; 64% are single; 45% are 
arrested in a group; 23% are intoxicated; 31% 
have previous records; and 93% are white. This 
report indicates that among rural Ohio residents 
many do not lock their homes, less than 50% 
lock their autos, and most do not lock their 
buildings or equipment. (JC) 
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A self-reporting questionnaire (57 items) was 
administered to all high school sophomores (599 
completions) in 3 rural Ohio high schools for 
purposes of identifying correlations between 
selected social factors and acts of vandalism. The 
variables examined and the student responses in- 
dicated: 52% had committed 1 or more acts of 
vandalism; 37% were female and 68% were male; 
given the degree of their other crime involve- 
ment, females were more involved in vandalism 
than was expected; no correlation between reli- 
gious affiliation and vandalism; no correlation 
between length of residence in the community 
and vandalism; positive <orrelation between the 
marital status of the student’s household head 
and vandalism (more acts of vandalism were re- 
ported by students from broken homes); 10% 
lived in a one parent household; 11% of the 
heads of households were female; positive cor- 
relation between female household heads and 
older household heads (50 years and over) and 
acts of vandalism; vandalism was a group 
phenomenon (93% acted in groups); 39% re- 
ported alcohol consumption and 11% marijuana 
use at the time of vandalism; 47% used motor

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A non-profit counseling and referral center, the 
Center was established in 1972 to alleviate 
delinquency problems in Los Lunas (New Mex- 
ico), with special reference to Chicanos. The 
Center used specific direct youth services to 
identify: barriers to services for Chicanos in Los 
Lunas and to provide referral services to over- 
come those barriers; methods to increase the 
capability of a neighborhood Chicano group to 
provide services; methods to increase the par- 
ticipation of Chicano youth in the decision-mak- 
ing process of social services at the state and 
local level; and methods of dealing with and al- 
leviating the problem of cultural and racial dif- 
ferences. Personal interviews were conducted 
with 250 Chicano youth; 3,200 questionnaires 
were administered to youth, school teachers and 
administrators, youth serving agencies, and law 
enforcement personnel.

The Process Analysis of Non-Grading (PANG) 

project was initiated from experiences in a small 
school pilot study of a nongraded school system 
in Sweden. This small school suggested a non- 
graded upper comprehensive school (pupil age

successfully worked out a nongraded system at 
the secondary level in four one-class schools and 
one two-class school. In the comparison schools, 
chosen from districts of the same economic, so- 
cial, and employment structure, the classes 
mostly contain pupils who live at a boarding- 
house in the central village during the week.

About 62.8 million of the total U.S. population 
live in the South; of these, about 10% live in the 
“rural” South. Young people (under 25 years of 
age) constitute almost half of the total population 
in the South--29.4 million.

The 
racial composition of the youth population in the 
South differs dramatically from every other re- 
gion in that about one out of every five southern 
youth are Black.

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Identifiers—* United States 
Spanish Americans admitted to State and coun- 
ty mental hospitals in the U.S. during 1972 were 
examined. Purpose was to show if and how they 
differed from admissions of other ethnic groups 
in terms of their demographic composition (age, 
sex, and marital status), their socioeconomic level 
as measured by educational attainment, their 
diagnostic composition, their legal status upon 
admission, and whether or not they had received 
psychiatric care prior to admission. Data were 
derived from a sample survey of admissions to 
the inpatient services of State and county mental 
hospitals conducted in October 1972 with the 
cooperation of State mental health authorities.

Educational and occupational aspiration levels 

of secondary school students (grades 10 to 13) in 

Midnorthern Ontario, Canada were examined in 

junction with selected social and demographic 
factors. Data were obtained via 22,158 completed 
questionnaires (36 items in French and English 

for males and females) administered in 1972. 





Major variables examined were: place of re- 
sidence (the major control variable including 
farm, village, town, and city); background and 
home factors (sex, age, language spoken at home, 
family size, and father’s and mother’s education 
level); school factors (grade level, program focus, 
grades, school proximity); recreation factors 
(school and non-school sports, church activities, 
youth clubs, 4-H, school clubs or government, 
and number of extracurricular activities); mobili- 
ty factor (willingness to leave the community to 
find a job). Findings indicated: educational and 
occupational aspiration levels were related to 
place of residence and sex differences (aspira- 
tions were higher among urban and female 
youth); educational aspiration levels were related 
to language spoken at home, father and mother’s 
education level, grade level, academic program, 
grades, participation levels, and the mobility fac- 
tor; occupational aspiration levels were related to 
grade level, academic program and grades, par- 
ticipation in school government or clubs, and 
number of extracurricular activities.

Rural school and human service administrators’ 
professional development needs can 
categorized as technical, interpersonal, and in- 
trapersonal in nature. Vermont surveys have in- 
dicated that the technical skills most needed are 
in the areas of public relations, career education, 
teacher effectiveness training, community in- 
volvement, administrative competencies, human 
service coordination, communications workshop, 
community needs assessment, planning skills, 
grantsmanship, evaluating methods, and person- 
nel management; the interpersonal needs are 
political power, general interpersonal skills, group 
dynamics, and negotiation skills; the single in- 
trapersonal need is ethics for administrators. It 
appears that the administration needs identified 
by both local and distant representatives are 
being influenced by the present state of adminis- 
tration knowledge and what is available. One 
dimension which is not identified in the interper- 
sonal category is the “development of mutual 
support systems”.

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Children of migrant farmworkers have the 

highest dropout rates, the lowest achievement 

levels, and the most failures. Performances of 

migrant children deviate so drastically from the 

norm that common evaluation techniques are not 

even valid for this group. Attempts to measure 

performance in school are consistently in- 

validated due to the migrant’s absence during 
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testing periods, difficulty in attaining test-post test 
scores, inability of the tester to speak the lan- 
guage of the children and the difficulty of 
establishing test rapport. However, these are not 
the only problems faced by the migrant children. 
This paper presents a brief overview of other 
unique problems faced by these children. These 
are: segregation in school, school finance, instruc- 
tional programs, staffing, dysfunctional responses 
to their problems, and the response by other so- 
cial institutions. (NQ) 
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*Keyes v Denver 
In 1973, the U.S. Supreme Court remanded 
Keyes v Denver to the district court for further 
proceedings. In past hearings, the court had con- 
cluded that minority populations in Denver were 
receiving an inferior instructional program in 
violation of constitutional and legal rights. After 
remand from the Supreme Court, the court 
requested assistance in developing an instruc- 
tional program desi to li school 
achievement. Plaintiffs and intervenors were to 
obtain the services of experts in the education of 
minority personnel in order to formulate a plan 
to accompany the pupil assignment plan. The 
plan which was presented to the court drew 
heavily from a prior education plan developed for 
the San Felipe/Del Rio District in Texas. This 
plan was subsequently modified by two addenda. 
When the plan ordered implemented by the dis- 
trict court in the Denver public schools was ap- 
pealed to the Tenth Circuit Court of Appeals, the 
appellate court reversed the lower court’s order. 
A reason for the reversal was that some of the 
schools in which the plan was to be piloted were 
not included in the desegregating pupil assign- 
ment plan. The case was remanded to the lower 
court for a determination of the relief necessary 
to insure that Mexican Americans and other 
minority children will have the opportunity to 
acquire proficiency in the English language. (NQ) 
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A survey of the accredited teacher education 
centers in the Region VII states of lowa, Kansas, 
Missouri, and Nebraska was conducted to answer 
four questions: (1) What attention has been given 
to the preparation of educators for the rural and 
non-urban schools in recent times? (2) Where are 
the colleges and universities located which are 
preparing future teachers? (3) Are the present 
Laboratory Schools experimenting with curricula, 
teaching materials, and teaching methods, located 
in rural, non-urban, or in metropolitan places? 
and (4) What kinds of special programs are 
available from AACTE member colleges for edu- 
cators who wish to work in non-urban or urban 
schools? The survey revealed that: 41% of the 92 
AACTE member institutions in these 4 states 
were located in cities of 50,000 or more people; 
about | out of 7 were in rural non-farm places of 
less than 2,500; 45% of the NCA (North Central 
Association of Schools) accredited high schools 
were located in a rural area and in towns of 
under 5,000; 4 institutions had a required course 
or program to prepare teachers for working in 
the rural areas and small towns while 7 had a 
required course or program in Urban Education; 
and 3 had a graduate program for rural areas. 
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The appendices include a listing of specific elec- 
tives, required courses, or programs to prepare 
teachers for urban areas and for rural areas, and 
the letter-questionnaire used in the survey. (NQ) 
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Identifiers— * Mississippi 
The leadership hierarchies of 3 Mississippi 
communities with single major population centers 
of around 20,000 in 1970 were compared in 
terms of 3 dimensions--complexity, coordination, 
and openness. Similar in population size and or- 
ganizational complexity, the communities were all 
county seats and centers for multicounty pro- 
grams. They differed in: agricultural resources 
and history, the extent of nonagricultural employ- 
ment growth since WW II, and the proportion of 
the population which was Negro. Data were col- 
lected from 236 persons. Complexity was mea- 
sured by the extent or volume of the individual's 
participation in programs and organizations. Mea- 
sures of coordination were the degree of 
generalization, represented by the number of in- 
stitutional interest areas in which a leader par- 
ticipated and the number and proportion of 
leaders involved in the major voluntary coor- 
dinating organization, and the awareness and 
opinions that the leaders had of each other. Mea- 
sures of openness dealt with the characteristics 
and mobility of leaders. The leadership groups 
were compared by age, schooling, occupation, 
and race. Some findings were: in each community 
and in each type of participation, there was a 
high correlation between coordination and com- 
plexity of participation; and openness did not 
show as much difference between the communi- 
ties. (NQ) 
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By the late 1960s, rural youth seemed to have 
become very similar to urban youth in their value 
orientations, aspirations, and behavioral patterns. 
As a result of the changing moral standards, al- 
ternative family forms, and new forms of commu- 
nity life, youth need help in selecting among the 
various alternatives. Therefore, one of the most 
important felt needs youth have is for effective 
adult counseling. Yet, this need has often been 
neglected or given low priority. For the most 
part, “‘counseling’ exists only in reference to 
rather superficial, group-based programs located 
in the schools. The breakdown in communication 
between the parent and child that often occurs 
during adolescence can prevent parents from 
serving their counseling needs. The possibility for 
improving the potential of parents as counselors 
will largely depend on resolving to some extent 
the communication problems. Therefore, both 
parents and youth need to be sensitized to the 
natural transformation occurring in their relation- 
ships and what this may require in terms of mu- 
tual accommodations. This can be done through 
nondirective ways, i.e., panel discussions, buzz 
sessions, and television programs focusing on the 
needs and problems of local youth. Appended is 
a “Nondirective, Self-Implemented Instrument for 
Initiation of Parent-Youth Communication” 
which consists of two forms, one for the parent 
and one for the child. (NQ) 
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The principal purpose of this 1976 project was 
to establish a two-class preschool for American 
Indian children two to six years old at Fort Mc- 
Dowell, Arizona. Discussion groups includi 
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Initiated in October 1970, the program trained 
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parents and younger children were utilized to 
provide parental participation, develop child rear- 
ing skills, heighten problem solving abilities, and 
improve self-concepts. Tribal elders were used to 
provide historical material and art heritage. Basic 
program components were: classroom training ac- 
tivities for 11 nursery and 16 kindergarten chil- 
dren (both indoors and outdoors); outreach to 
parents (parent classroom participation and 
parent classes); family counseling; and involve- 
ment of tribal elders. Administered on a pre- and 
post-test basis, the evaluation instruments used 
and their results were: Caldwell Preschool Inven- 
tory (project success in improving social skills, 
readiness skills, and the ability to conceptualize 
and grasp number concepts); Denver Develop- 
mental Test (success in contributing to the im- 
provement of motor skills); Peabody Picture 
Vocabulary (success in improving language 
skills); Butler Evaluation Instrument (success in 
contributing to the improvement of social rela- 
tions skills); Parent as a Teacher Questionnaire 
(no significant differences for the 14 parents sur- 
veyed in all areas except creativity); Self Esteem 
Inventory (no significant differences among 12 
parents or parent surrogates). (JC) 
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School District 131 ID 
The study determined the causes for the high 
dropout rate of Chicano students in Nampa 
School District 131. In the spring of 1976, a 
questionnaire was designed and administered to 
17 male and 23 female Mexican Americans who 
had dropped out within the last 5 years (1971- 
76) and who resided within the school district’s 
boundaries. The questionnaire included questions 
regarding the respondent's personal history and 
attitudes toward school. Respondents’ names 
were obtained from school personnel, the Nampa 
Bilingual Program Home Coordinator, the 
director of the GED (General Education 
Development) program, and personnel from the 
Migrant Education Resource Center and the 
Boise State Talent Search. Results were tabulated 
according to mean, range, and frequency. 
Findings included: educational level of the 
respondents’ parents appeared to be low; 14 felt 
the teacher/counselor was not interested in them; 
19 felt they were not free to talk over problems 
with a teacher/counselor; loss of interest ranked 
high as a reason for dropping out; more prejudice 
was felt from teachers than from students; the 
majority had average grades at the time of 
dropping out; and frequently cited was the need 
to work since the family income was extremely 
low at the time of their dropping out. (NQ) 
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s to use an individualized teaching ap- 
proach to teach a cross-age range of children in a 
small group (six to eight children). Over the 
winter, the teachers received intensive training 
with the expectation that during the mobile phase 
they would be required to work with the children 
in isolated settings where they could not rely on 
the daily supervision and support services which 
would have been available in a larger center. By 
recruiting adult migrants as teachers, who were 
willing to continue migrating as they served the 
children in this new role, the program was able to 
scatter its teachers in as many directions as the 
families moved when the migration began from 
the home base site. The program was evaluated 
after two years of operation. Summarizing the 
evaluative data, this report covers the program’s: 
(1) delivery system, (2) educational quality, (3) 
use of migrant adults as_ paraprofessional 
teachers, and (4) long range accountability. 
Overall the program has been successful. (NQ)

Title I, ESEA Title I, *lowa 
During fiscal year 1976, 5 school districts con- 
ducted special educational activities for 386 
migrant children. Although each local educa- 
tional agency (LEA) approached the migrant 
child’s educational problems differently, the in- 
dividualized instruction concept was central in all 
programs. Standardized testing, Migrant Student 
Record Transfer System printouts, and teacher 
judgement determined the grade level instruc- 
tional activities. Normal age-grade criteria was 
used for grade classification during the regular 
school term; during the summer, instructional 
grouping was established by attainment level with 
the actual age range limited to a 3-year dif- 
ferentiation. Although summer programs were in- 
tegrated with the regular Title I summer pro- 
grams in the morning, afternoon sessions were for 
migrant children only and included such en- 
richment activities as art, swimming, field trips, 
and social activities. Coordination with other pro- 
grams concerned with the migrant’s problems was 
maintained. Each LEA provided inservice train- 
ing for their entire migrant program staff. Each 
LEA reported that the migrant educational pro- 
gram was successful. This report includes the 
Muscatine Community School evaluation report 
to show in more detail the LEA perspective in 
migrant education. (NQ)

Identifiers—* Project Follow Through 

Follow Through, an educational program for K- 
3 grade children, is operated on the following 
reservations: Cherokee, North Carolina; Choctaw, 
Mississippi; Northern Cheyenne, Montana; 
Rosebud Sioux, South Dakota; Turtle Mountain, 
North Dakota; and Wind River, Wyoming. Since 
Follow Through mandates the employment of 
paraprofessionals from the community served, the 
primary budget item is for the employment of 
classroom aides. From the beginning, the pro- 
gram set up career development training which 
would enable participating schools to increase the 
available certified personnel from the population 
served. Educational approaches which can be ef- 
fectively taught by paraprofessionals 2re used. 
For the first time, Indian personnel are in the 
majority and the educational achievement of 
reservation children has been “‘dramatically” im- 
proved. This report discusses: how Follow 
Through is improving the education of reserva- 
tion children, what would happen if the program 
is discontinued, the involvement of parents on ad- 
visory committees and school boards, the ways 
the program has come to reflect the uniqueness 
of each Indian nation, and parent attitudes about 
the program on Indian reservations. The commu- 
nity, type of school, and tribe served by Indian 
Follow Through Projects are listed. (NQ) 
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Reservation, *Project Follow Through 
Begun in 1969, Follow Through has provided 
the Northern Cheyenne Indians of Montana the 
experience of actual management responsibility 
for a school-age program. Operating in kindergar- 
ten through third grade, the program also 
represents the first school-age program in which 
funds have been channeled through the Tribal 
Council instead of directly to the schools. This 
descriptive and evaluative report documents the 
program's evolution and program outcomes for 
the period from 1969 to 1974. The descriptive 
section emphasizes the role of Indian people both 
in management and teaching, the context of cul- 
ture of the Northern Cheyenne and the program's 
adaptation to the people it serves, and the institu- 
tional change which has occurred in the schools 
and community since the initiation of Follow 
Through. Data for the evaluative section were ob- 
tained from all achievement test results; the 
records on parent participation in the Parent Ad- 


visory Committee, in the classroom, and as par- 
ticipants on other educational committees and 
boards; from educators and Indian community 
leaders; records of training and class attendance 
by Indian adults pursuing greater professional 
training; from project proposals and BIA 
published data on the labor force; on-site visita- 
tions; and extensive interviewing of program par- 
ticipants and staff.

Utilizing the 1947, 1957, and 1965 census data 
and the 1970 preliminary population count, the 
relationship between population growth and 
redistribution and development planning in Iraq 
was examined. Trends in rural-urban population 
growth, migration, and population redistribution 
were examined as they pertained to the 
socioeconomic development planning and the size 
of population centers involved in the redistribu- 
tion process. Data were obtained on the: birth 
rate, age distribution, sex ratio, natural increase 
(number of births minus number of deaths), 
lifetime migration (migration that has occurred 
between birth and the time of the census), inter- 
nal migration, growth of labor force, and per 
capita expenditures. Data indicated that Iraq’s 
total population increased from 4,816,185 per- 
sons in 1947 to 8,047,415 in 1965. Population 
estimates for 1975 showed that Iraq’s population 
crossed the 11 million mark. Findings also in- 
cluded: there was a sizeable movement from rural 
to urban areas in most parts of Iraq; the propor- 
tions of urban population in Iraq increased from 
36% in 1947 to 51% in 1965; the rural-urban 
drift had a depressing effect on agriculture and 
tural development; net in-migration was charac- 
teristic of only three governorates since 1947-- 
Baghdad, Basra, and Kirkuk; and the rural-urban 
migration resulted from the low income in the 
rural areas. (NQ)

Migration over a period of 20 years in 3 
neighbouring, but contrasting, communes in 
North Norway was examined to determine 
whether a village or small town in a rural area 
functioned as an intervening opportunity for the 
area’s rural inhabitants. The nature and effects of 
local migration which occurred in a predomi- 
nantly rural area during the period in which the 
development of urban settlements at the lowest 
urban hierarchy level was taking place, but in 
which there was no policy intended specifically to 
influence the settlement pattern, were examined. 
The communes differed topographically and in 
the number and size of agglomerated settlements. 
Data were obtained from: each commune’s popu- 
lation register, migration notifications during the 
period 1962 to mid-1965, and published and un- 
published census data. Population registers con- 
sisted of a card index containing address changes 
and new addresses of the members of each 
household. Skjervoy was used as a trial growth 
centre. Findings included: between 40% and 50% 
of the migrants were between 15 and 24 years of 
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age; migrants to growing villages were more 
evenly distributed over the age range than 
migrants to other places; single people were less 
prone to move locally than families; and an im- 
portant element in the growth of villages and 
small towns in rural areas was immigration from 
other areas. (NQ) 
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The study focused on the income in agricul- 
tural jobs, in nonagricultural jobs, and in total for 
Puerto Rican, white, and black farm workers who 
worked at least parttime in New Jersey. Objec- 
tives were to examine income differences 
between and within the three groups, and to pin- 
point some of the socioeconomic characteristics 
that are important in predicting incomes of vari- 
ous groups. Data were obtained from 986 
questionnaires of which 559 were from Puerto 
Ricans, 227 from whites, and 200 from blacks. 
Among the factors analyzed were: age, sex, sa- 
lary, education, years worked for employer, 
weeks worked in agriculture, whether unemploy- 
ment insurance was received, rejation to present 
employer, years worked for wages, and families 
visited regularly. Findings included: the actual 
number of weeks worked was the major variable 
in all total income equations; there was a statisti- 
cal difference in the salaries between white farm 
laborers and those of blacks and Puerto Ricans; 
whites made larger yearly salaries in agricultural 
jobs while blacks and Puerto Ricans made larger 
yearly salaries in nonagricultural jobs; and age, 
years worked for present employer, and whether 
or not unemployment insurance was ever 
received were the next most important variables 
in explaining both agricultural and nonagricul- 
tural income. (NQ)

Conducted in lowa and North Carolina, the ex- 

periment included 809 families randomly selected 

and assigned to a control group or to | of 5 ex- 
perimental treatments. Eligibility required a fami- 
ly income at the experiment's beginning of less 
than | 1/2 times the official poverty line. Of the 

809 families, 729 remained in the program for 

the entire 3 years. Benefit formulas consisted of a 

basic benefit, a minimum level of income guaran- 

teed to families with no other income; and an im- 

plicit tax rate, the rate at which the benefit was 

reduced as other income increased. Five different 
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experimental treatments were used with basic 
benefit levels of from 50 to 100% of poverty level 
income and implicit tax rates ranging from 30 to 
70%. Work and income responses to the experi- 
ment were examined separately for rural families 
whose income derived primarily from wages and 
for those whose main source of income was self- 
employed farming. On the basis of analyses which 
indicated significantly different response patterns 
by site and race, North Carolina whites and 
blacks and lowa families (all whites) were 
analyzed separately. Effects of the experiment on 
attitudes and on nonwork behavior such as family 
stability, various forms of consumption, and 
school performance of children were also ex- 
amined for the whole group. This report presents 
the results of this experiment.

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In 1970, the Spanish Speaking Program was 
launched as the Sixteen-Point Program to in- 
crease the number of Hispanic employees in the 
Federal Service. It functioned as part of the 
government-wide Equal Empioyment Opportunity 
(EEO) Program. In 1973 the U.S. Civil Service 
Commission’s Federal Personnel Manual required 
agencies to take specific actions in this EEO area, 
including the appointment of Sixteen-Point Pro- 
gram coordinators. By increasing the number of 
Hispanics in the Federal Service, the Hispanic 
community was to benefit from the sensitivity to 
its problems and needs which the new Hispanic 
employees would bring to the Federal govern- 
ment. Cognizant of the need to begin to docu- 
ment the Spanish Speaking Program’s impact, the 
National Council of La Raza initiated the Cinco 
Anos Despues (CAD) project in June 1976. CAD 
found that after nearly five years of “special 
emphasis"’, Hispanic representation in the Federal 
work force had not yet increased by one full per- 
centage point, nor had the problems of the 
Hispanic community been adequately met. CAD’s 
preliminary findings led to the conclusion that “‘at 
best the Spanish Speaking Program had been a 
holding action, and at worst, a deliberate attempt 
by the policy making levels of the Federal 
government to circumvent legislative mandate”. 
(NQ) 
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Professionals engaged in the field of migrant 

education need a strong central information net- 

work to provide information about various new 
developments in the field. Some of the functions 

of such a central network would be to (1) 

establish a clearinghouse and information center 

on programs, materials, personnel, events and 
other activities that are directly supported by 
migrant funds or are supportive of migrant ef- 
forts; (2) organize appropriate task forces or 
committees that would deal with relevant com- 
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ponents of migrant education so that the profes- 
sion would have an official voice at national, 
state and local meetings; (3) provide assistance to 
all major national, regional and state meetings to 
assure that the proceedings of these meetings are 
properly recorded and disseminated to the ap- 
propriate people; and (4) establish a professional 
association for migrant educators to voice their 
concerns, lobby for changes, and improve the 
quality of the profession and services to the chil- 
dren. The establishment of such a central net- 
work would contribute to the creation of 2 
desperately needed organized line of communica- 
tion for migrant educators. It would also 
eliminate a lot of duplication of services 
throughout the profession. This paper presents a 
detailed explanation of each of the functions of 
this proposed central network. Migrant Directors 
in each state are listed.

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Orienteering has been described as _ being 

“either a serious sport, or a relaxing recreation”. 

Orienteering can be a family affair or an in- 

dividual fight against the clock. In its simplest 

form, orienteering can be described as a cross- 
country run, jog, or walk on a predetermined 
course, using a map and a compass to find 
several control points on the way. Orienteering 
realizes an ideal balance between the intellectual 
and the physical. It requires an integration of 
physical skills and conditioning with intellectual 
expertise. Since there are many ways to analyze 
and navigate land surfaces, orienteering incor- 
porates a highly individualized combination of 

one’s own abilities and judgment. This paper (1) 

defines “‘orienteering’’ for the educator; (2) 

acquaints the educator, whether school adminis- 

trator or teacher, with basic orienteering skills; 

(3) presents a rationale for the inclusion of orien- 

teering in those areas of the school curriculum 

wherein it can be utilized advantageously; and 

(4) acquaints the educator with the factors that 

must be considered in establishing an orienteering 

program.

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Purpose of the Fort Gay-Thompson Urban/Ru- 

ral project was to combine the efforts of school 

and community persons so as to provide a more 
effective educational program for the west central 
section of Wayne County, West Virginia. To 
date, the school-community planning process had 
resulted in needs assessment and career educa- 
tion programs, considerable staff training, an FM 
radio station, a community newsletter, a commu- 
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nity center, a recreation program, and numerous 
other activities implemented through the 21- 
member School Community Council (SCC). The 
evaluation was based on data collected through 
143 objective-based questionnaires and 39 per- 
sonal interviews. Respondents were selected 
teachers, school administrators, community mem- 
bers, members of the SCC, and students. Out- 
tanding achie its were in the areas of inser- 
vice training, career education, and community 
education. The FM radio station, operated mostly 
by high school students, was rated a success by 
those interviewed. However, the respondents felt 
that there was still a lack of community involve- 
ment and general community awareness concern- 
ing the educational programs. Questionnaires and 
an interview schedule are appended.

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Identifiers—* West Virginia (Wayne County) 
Administered by the 21-member School Com- 
munity Council (SCC), the Fort Gay-Thompson 
Urban/Rural project attempts to involve both 
school personnel and community representatives 
in the planning of the community’s educational 
program. The project’s major goals are to 
develop and implement comprehensive staff train- 
ing, and to combine efforts of staff and communi- 
ty involving educational decisions. The project is 
different things to different people. To some, it is 
an FM radio station, operated mostly by high 
school students, over which they hear their 
favorite music, local school and civic news, and 
other items of interest. To others, the project is a 
monthly newsletter containing school and com- 
munity news, humorous short stories prepared by 
local authors, and, perhaps too frequently, local 
gossip. The project also is a career education pro- 
gram, a community center, a basic learning 
center, a recreational program, and numerous 
other activities. This paper briefly summarizes the 
project’s evaluation, using data obtained from 65 
questionnaires, 39 personal interviews, and 78 
brief questionnaires designed to provide informa- 
tion about the FM radio station. The evaluation 
indicated that the most serious problems with the 
program have been a lack of community involve- 
ment and general community awareness concern- 
ing the education program. (NQ) 
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Study objectives were to: increase the un- 
derstanding of rural to urban migration processes 
in Africa and Sierra Leone; develop and test a 
theoretical schema and survey metmedeiony for 
migration research; and evaluate the effects of 
policy on migration. The migration survey was 
conducted in rural areas, urban areas, and again 
in the rural areas during 1974-75; the survey fea- 
tured: rural and urban data _ collection 
(socioeconomic and attitude variables); tracing 
migrants (N=800) from specific locations; in- 
tegration of migration and farm (500 households) 
surveys; complete coverage of urban migration 
streams; simultaneous analysis of rural to rural 
and rural to urban migration; and multidisciplina- 
ry research on migration. Findings indicated: 
major rural to urban migrants were the young 
and educated who had high expectations, came 
from higher income families in the southern re- 
gions, migrated to Kono or Freetown, maintained 
close contact with place of origination, and had 
urban relatives or friends; the modified 
cost/returns model confirmed the importance of 
economic variables, influenced by education, at- 
titude, and rural-urban income differentials but 
not urban unemployment; policy implications 
were the need for increased and equally dis- 
tributed rural incomes, food pricing strategies, 
modified rural tariffs, rural credit sources, 
modified wage policies, and investment in small- 
scale industry and education. (JC) 
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Identifiers— Africa, *Sierra Leone 
Small-scale industry in Sierra Leone, Africa 

was examined in terms of: labor intensity; output 

generated per unit of capital; generation of posi- 
tive economic profits by small-scale industry 
groups/processes; and seasonal and _ locational 
variations. Key analytical issues were the nature 
of small-scale industry supply and demand 
processes. Data were obtained from 270 firms 

(66% randomly selected from localities of 2,000 

or more and 33% purposively selected to ensure 

a spectrum of production techniques). Some 

major results were: small-scale industries ac- 

counted for 95% of the employment and about 

43% of the value added of the entire industrial 

sector; 95% of the establishments, 86% of the 

employment, and 75% of the value added were 
generated by rural small-scale industries; there 
were variations in small-scale industry annual 
mean output and value added, level of activity, 
seasonal patterns, magnitude of capital input, 
amount of excess capacity (the highest amount 
was in rural localities); there were modest initial 
capital requirements; the apprentice/proprietor 
labor supply served as the primary source of 
training; demand for small-scale industry products 
came from rural and urban consumers, backward 
and forward production linkages with agriculture, 
and exports; the more traditional production 

processes generated both a higher output and a 

larger amount of employment per unit of scarce 

capital than large-scale industry. (JC) 
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Saskatchewan (Unity) 

The Community Assessment System (CAS) is a 
research technique designed to probe small, rural 
community perceptions and attitudes toward 
planned economic expansion and social develop- 
ment by generating suggestions for general or 
specific community modifications; ascertaining 
community attitudes and possible responses to a 
specific modification; providing insight into rela- 
tionships between community orientations and 
community structures; monitoring community as- 
sessments during the stages of any actual 
development program. Using traditional social 
science research methodology, CAS calls for 
analysis of the interrelationships between attitu- 
dinal and structural (occupation, influence, com- 
munity participation, age, sex, religion, ethnicity, 
and years of residence) variables. Employing fac- 
tor analysis and analysis of variance of the factor 
scores, CAS provides a large amount of informa- 
tion that is summarized and structured. Having 
been tested in one community (Unity, 
Saskatchewan), CAS generated 17 factors which 
were interpreted as 6 “assessment sets’’ as fol- 
lows: Environment and Life (community environ- 
ment, solidarity, and life and social interaction); 
Diversity and Growth (social diversity, attitudes 
toward change, and future growth); Development 
(agricultural and urban economic); Local Control 
(environmental, business, and unskilled labor); 
Employment Opportunities (blue and white collar 
job opportunities); Income Support Systems 
(financial, job, and mobility). Providing for area 
specific assessments, CAS should prove valuable 
to community planners. (JC)

Constituting the first material accomplishment 

of the recently formed International Network of 

Rural Youth Researchers (INRYR), this an- 

notated bibliography presents abstracts of 19 

Papers presented at the Fourth World Congress 

for Rural Sociology during the summer of 1976 

at Torun, Poland in a seminar entitled ‘Rural 

Youth: Human Resource or Human Burden”.

The Tennessee Tombigbee Waterway (TTW), 
connecting the Port of Mobile, Alabama with Ap- 
palachia and mid-America, is the largest public 
works project now under construction in the U.S. 
Investigating the potential TTW impact on poor, 
rural, and black populations in the impact area, 
the Federation of Southern Cooperatives initiated 
a study in 1970 which revealed that about 60% of 
that population was low income, 40% black, and 
75% of that black population low income. Other 
studies have revealed that between 1950-73 over 
50 million people (66% black) have migrated out 
of the 165 county primary impact area, project- 
ing that employment in the TTW area will in- 
crease by over 1 million jobs (1973-2000) 
without TTW and by 126,200 additional jobs 
with TTW. As a result of a conference convened 
in 1974 by the Federation, the Minority People’s 
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Council (MPC) on TTW was established. Form- 
ing a coalition with the construction craft unions, 
the MPC has engaged in: securing an affirmative 
action plan for minority employment in TTW 
construction; training programs to prepare 
minorities for employment; community education 
efforts to inform people of the TTW impact; in- 
volving educational institutions in the impact 
area; and conducting studies of available voca- 
tional program relevance to TTW employment 
opportunities. (JC)

development problems had been explored, but

obtain information about procedures, practices, 

policies and conditions related to the teaching of 
science in the public elementary schools of the 

United States in 1971. This monograph provides 

results of correlation and multiple regression 

analyses of selected elementary school and 
teacher variables.

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During the 1974-75 academic year, a nation- 
wide survey of public elementary and secondary 
school environmental education programs and 
project curricula was conducted. The central 
focus of this research effort was directed at 
identifying and describing selected curricular 
characteristics of such programs and projects, 
and analyzing these characteristics as they related 
to specified criterion variables. This publication 
presents in synopsis form the results of this 
research effort. Analyses were conducted on 
responses from 301 responders. A number of 
conclusions are included regarding use at various 
grade levels, content selection, sources of materi- 
als, staffing patterns, evaluation, and implications 
for research.

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This activity is designed to use a collection of 
marine bivalve shells. From these shells, students 
can determine approximate ages of the shells, 
compare weather conditions to shell ages, and 
learn problems of this technique.

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As tides ebb and flood, quantities of diving, dy- 
ing, and dead materials are moved from place to 
place. Many of these materials are stranded at 
the littoral fringe as the tide changes from flood 
to ebb.

This is one of five volumes prepared to 
describe various aspects of the Del Mod System. 
This report attempts to compare baseline data 
gathered in 1970-71 to post experimental data 
gathered in 1975-76. Sections include analyses of 
achievement test scores, research conducted 
under the auspices of the Del Mod System, and a 
follow-up study of teachers’ perceptions. 
Achievement test data analyzed (for a small sam- 
ple of students) show gains for most samples of 
students. Forty-four teachers who had been in- 
volved with the Del Mod System over a five year 
period of time provided their perceptions of vari- 
ous elements of the program, what aspects should 
be retained, strengths of the program, and how 
the program could be improved. Evaluations are 
generally positive; the field agent concept in par- 
ticular was strongly supported. (RH) 
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Identifiers—Nature Trails 

Many interpretive nature trails have been 
established for the visually impaired in recent 
years. The objectives of the investigation were to 
(a) identify what has been done in the past in the 
way of nature trail design for the visually im- 
paired, (b) compare this with what professional 
workers for the visually impaired consider impor- 
tant in the design of the facilities, and (c) to pro- 
vide guidelines for the design of future trails for 
the visually impaired. It was determined that the 
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“typical” nature center was over five miles from 
the nearest urban center, not on public transpor- 
tation lines, and provided a single special trail for 
the visually impaired with guide ropes and braille 
signs. As a result of the literature search, the in- 
formal interviews with visually impaired students, 
and the survey of Orientation and Mobility In- 
structors, the following suggestions are made for 
the design of future nature trails: (1) No special

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The Small House program at Slauson Junior 

High School, Ann Arbor, Michigan, during the 
1971-72 school year was evaluated. Two pur- 
poses of the evaluation study were to assess 
developments in the Small House program and to 
develop a prototype or model for evaluating in- 
novative educational programs that delineates the 
evaluation, design, and analytic techniques. Small 
House was a pilot program that students could 
elect as an alternative to traditional education. It 
was designed to humanely alter the administrative 
and psychological environment of public junior 
high schools through flexible modular scheduling 
and team teaching. This study evaluated goals 
that Small House teachers set for themselves: 
normal student achievement in reading and 
mathematics, positive student attitudes toward 
school, and humane behavior in both students 
and teachers. A control group consisted of tradi- 
tional mathematics classes at the junior high 
school. The California Reading Test, California 
Arithmetic Test, School Sentiment Index, and an 
attitude questionnaire were administered and stu- 
dent and teacher behaviors were observed. 
Evidence suggested that the program goals were 
achieved. However, variables such as administra- 
tive support, selection bias, team-cluster struc- 
ture, and program newness confounded the 
evidence. Development of an evaluation model 
for innovative educational programs was not met 
due to methodological flaws and limitations in the 
study. However, a skeletal model was suggested 
that contains instructional, institutional, and 
behavioral dimensions. (ND) 
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Identifiers—*International Baccalaureate 
The purposes of this paper are to follow the 
development of the International Baccalaureate 
(IB), examine its aims and its methods for achiev- 
ing those aims, and discuss the possible future 
paths which IB may take. International Baccalau- 
reate is a secondary school which offers a cur- 
riculum and examination system that is relevant 
to the needs of an international student body and 
that is recognized by the university systems in the 
home countries of participating students.

examination structure, and (3) achieve ac- 
ceptance by a number of national universities to 
grant IB diploma holders the equivalent status of 
a student studying within the national educational 
system. Curriculum includes language; study of 
man (social studies); experimental sciences; 
mathematics; specialized electives; theory of 
knowledge; and cultural, aesthetic, and social ser- 
vices activities. Development of IB was 
completed in 1975 and it is now operating in al- 
most 80 schools around the world. Appendices 
include notes and syllabi for a history course and 
a course on film making at the Copenhagen Inter- 
national School. (ND) 
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Seventeen articles focus on current research in- 

terests of anthropologists. The volume is part of a 
five-year project designed to identify interesting 
directions in physical, linguistic, archaeological, 
social, and cultural anthropology. Covering a 
wide range of anthropological subjects, the arti- 
cles discuss a history of physical anthropology, 
problems of an anthropological bibliography, 
Mesoamerican writing, molecular evolution, lin- 
guistic analysis, language variants, kinship groups, 
paleolithic archaeology, African physical charac- 
teristics, pidgin and creole languages, cultural 
transmission, social and cultural anthropology in 
India, social stratification, anthropological studies 
of cities, human ethnology, children’s play, 
human behavior, and the relationship between 
anthropology and demographic theory. Included 
are an author and subject index and a cumulative 
index of authors and titles in volumes one 
through five for use by anthropologists who wish 
to identify reviews of the same or related topics 
over the years. (Author/DB) 
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The handbook, capsulizing much of the grow- 

ing body of research and writing on conceptual 
approaches, is designed to provide assistance to 
elementary teachers in giving students a concep- 
tual perspective for dealing with social studies 
content. The handbook is arranged in seven sec- 
tions. After a brief discussion of the rationale for 
teaching concepts, the second section focuses on 
the meaning of concepts. Concepts are defined as 
abstractions that refer to a class or group of ob- 
jects, qualities, etc., which possess certain com- 
mon characteristics. This section discusses the 
components of concepts, such as attributes, 
classes, and symbols, and the relationship 
between concepts and generalizations. The third 
section discusses the advantages of teaching con- 
ceptual thinking and of teaching students to 
generalize from one situation to another. The 
fourth section enumerates a number of principles 
for the teacher to keep in mind in order to 
facilitate the learning of concepts by the students, 
such as actively involving students in the learning 
process. The fifth section offers two strategies for 
teaching concepts. The deductive strategy is 
characterized by the introduction of the concept 
or generalization at the beginning of the instruc- 
tion sequence. The student is then given the op- 
portunity to verify the concept or generalization 
through experience or example. The inductive 
strategy begins with specifics and proceeds to 
generalizations which are then tested. The sixth 
section provides a checklist for evaluating con- 
ceptual teaching and learning. The self-checklist 
helps teachers analyze teacher behavior, student 
behavior, and the curriculum. The last section 
lists articles, books, and parts of books dealing 
with the concepts and concept teaching and 
learning in social studies. (ND) 
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The intent of this paper is to assist social stu- 

dies teachers in a thoughtful consideration of dif- 

fering views on academic freedom. Practical in- 
formation serves as background for forming a set 
of principles to guide decisions about teaching 
that involves controversial methods or content. 
Case studies illustrate several ways in which 
academic freedom can become an issue in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. Historical 
background demonstrates that the European 
university tradition has provided much of the 
basis for academic freedom in American universi- 
ties, but has had little effect on freedom in ele- 
mentary and secondary schools. Various defini- 
tions of academic freedom are categorized as 
upholding (1) no grounds for distinguishing 
academic from general freedom, (2) structurally 
limited freedom, or (3) professionally limited 
freedom. Legal restrictions, formal regulations, 
and self-censorship are shown to be possible 
sources of infringement upon academic freedom. 
A set of seven factors that should be considered 
by teachers in determining a personal set of 
academic freedom principles are suggested: com- 
munity attitudes, school and system attitudes, 
legal rights, professional obligations, historical 
precedents, responsibilities to students, and per- 
sonal philosophies and ethical convictions. 

Several questions about the meaning and applica- 

tion of academic freedom in elementary and 

secondary schools conclude the document.

This report offers some general principles 
which are helpful for designing and constructing 
a test for measuring musical aptitude of persons 
from various age groups. A discussion attempts to 
clarify the concepts used within the psychology of 
music. The basic structuralist principles favored 
by Gestalt psychologists and structuralists are also 
discussed. The report suggests that many abilities 
measured by musical aptitude tests are effects of 
musical experience rather than musical aptitude. 
The concepts discussed--creative musicality, 
musical memory, musical intelligence, the sense 
of tonality, the sense of rhythm, and the sense of 
harmony--can be tested for their consistency with 
musical behavior, their circularity, and their im- 
portance. The report indicates that there are sel- 
dom clear and simple answers to the questions 
about the domains of constructs in the psycholo- 
gy of music. The structuralist tradition in music 
psychology, which maintains that most of the 
meaning in music is its structure, stresses the fol- 
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lowing properties in any test of musical aptitude: 
(1) the test must measure the ability to conceive 
groups of relations; (2) the relations must be ob- 
jective; (3) the relations must be relatively 
general; and (4) the items must be constructed so 
that there are substructures in them. Problem 
areas of research in musical aptitude are 
identified.

The Quality Education through Staff Training 

(QUEST) program is described. The professional 
development program was conducted in the 
Detroit Public Schools. The major goal of this 
project was organizational change and renewal to 
influence the quality of classroom instruction. 
This was to be achieved by helping teachers and 
administrators to effect the changes they most 
desired which they believed were connected with 
the ultimate outcomes of improved educational 
experiences for children. Four phases of the pro- 
gram included the start-up entry, involvement, 
and training; support for teamwork and follow- 
through; skill development and application; and 
evaluation. Experiences and highlights from the 
program are presented. Chapters one through 12 
describe the program in action; offer some par- 
ticipant observations; discuss assumptions and 
guiding ideas about the program; explore how the 
participants organized the implementation; 
describe team training and how the program 
Started; discuss the follow-through on plans and 
commitments; describe the development of the 
how-to-do-it skills; offer documentation and as- 
sessment of progress; focus on leadership skills 
and roles needed; offer some improvements and 
possible modifications; provide a resource list; 
and enumerate activity tools needed for carrying 
out the program. The tools, 32 class handouts, 
are included in chapter 12 as exhibits. (ND) 
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Identifiers—* Asia 
A report on the educational system of Iran 
along with reviews and reports of recent docu- 
ments selected from the collection of the Unesco 
Regional Office for Education in Asia comprise 
this document. The article on the new Iranian 
educational system describes changes at the 
secondary level as a_ result of rapid 


socioeconomic development and new governmen- 
tal directives in 1974. Topics discussed are the 
need for revision, principles and objectives of 
revision, bases of general education, school struc- 
ture, and characteristics of the new secondary 
system. Concern with integration of societal, in- 
dividual, and religious needs is expressed in all 
aspects of the curriculum revision. Tables illus- 
trating the hours students spend per week study- 
ing mathematics, science, literature, culture, so- 
cial sci and technical subjects are included 
in the article. The reviews of recent publications 
present information and annotations on: (1) the 
growing interest in nonformal education in Asia; 
(2) development of higher education in Burma; 
(3) educational development in the Republic of 
Korea; and (4) the changing pattern of teacher 
education in Malaysia. An annotated list of docu- 
ments related to Asian education concludes the 
document.

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The role of working women in American labor 

history from colonial times to the present is the 

topic of this learning module. Intended predomi- 
nantly as a course outline, the module can also 
be used to supplement courses in social, labor, or 

American history. Information is presented on 

economic and political influences, employment of 

women, immigration, women’s efforts at labor or- 
ganization, percentage of female workers at dif- 
ferent periods, women in labor strikes, feminism, 
sex discrimination, maternity disability, and 
equality in the work place. The chronological 
narrative focuses on women in the United States

A typology of ethnic education programs is 
suggested and a case study is presented where 
separate education for an ethnic group has been 
used to maintain and defend a separate ethnic 
identity. The typology rates ethnic education pro- 
grams both by degree of normative and structural 
change being sought and by degree of control by 
ethnic groups. Supplemental ethnic studies educa- 
tion programs have low structure change and low

ethnic control; alternative programs, such as 
black, Chicano, and Native American studies, 
have high structure change and low ethnic con- 
trol; defensive programs, such as the Amish who 
seek to control the content and ideological orien- 
tation of their educational programs, have low 
structure change and high ethnic control; and 
transformative programs, such as the American 
Indian Movement which takes a militant ap- 
proach, have high structure change and high 
ethnic control. The case study examines a declin- 
ing elite group which is striving to maintain 
ethn’> identity and boundaries through defensive 
programs--the Swedish-speaking community in 
Finland. The minority community uses a variety 
of formal and nonformal educational programs to 
sustain group solidarity and ethnic identity. Histo- 
ry and description of the rationale, ideology, 
goals, organization, and various data of the social 
movement show how and why the group’s educa- 
tional programs are classified as defensive. 
Although the Swedish-speaking population has 
declined in numbers and influence since World 
War Il, their separatist,policy has defended their 
ethnicity. If decline continues, however, ethnic 
integration might occur. An extensive bibliog- 
raphy is included." (ND) 
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The guide provides multiple experience-based 
activities for use by secondary social studies stu- 
dents as they examine occupational possibilities 
in their communities. The purposes of the materi- 
als are to help students evaluate themselves and 
their value systems, examine occupations, and 
become aware of the changing philosophy and 
value of work in our society. Chapter I discusses 
philosophies of work through investigating the 
work of Adam Smith, the price of financial suc- 
cess, and the difference between good grades in 
school and success in the outside world. Students 
are asked to draft a personal philosophy of work. 
Chapter II presents newspaper clippings to illus- 
trate various types of work available today. 
Chapter III presents attitude questionnaires, exer- 
cises in self-assessment, lists of occupational 
clusters, and information on women in the world 
of work. In chapter IV, values held by a variety 
of workers are investigated and students are 
asked to evaluate themselves for a particular job. 
Topics discussed include interview procedures, 
women in the work force, job identification facts, 
the relationship between school subjects and 
work experience, and observations of the work 
milieu. The final chapter lists sources of job in- 
formation, a bibliography of occupational infor- 
mation, sources of career publications, and ap- 
prenticeship information. (Author/DB) 
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This collection of materials and ideas is 

designed for the high school student who wants 

to try to influence society. The guide provides 
background information and descriptions of ex- 
perience-based learning activities for use by stu- 
dents as they explore political involvement oppor- 
tunities in their communities. The purposes of the 
materials are to help students understand how to 
become involved in the political process and to 
teach them to use positive and negative political 
means to make the system respond to their needs. 
Section I deals with gaining political power 
through working for a political candidate. Topics 
discussed include choosing a candidate, volunteer 
workers, dirty tricks, campaign finances, voter re- 
gistration, and election laws. Section II discusses 
some of the problems and methods for dealing 
with people and institutions who have power 
which they did not gain from the ballot box--local 
governments, school districts, and business cor- 
porations, for example. In the third section sug- 
gestions are offered for working with various 
levels of government on specific problems. Arti- 
cles on liberals, conservatives, privacy, and cor- 

ruption are presented in Sections IV, V, and VI. 

Each section presents numerous informative arti- 

cles, question-answer surveys, political belief ex- 

ercises, project descriptions, suggestions for a 

daily journal, outlines for personal research 

sheets, goals and objectives, excerpts from rele- 
vant laws, and legal forms. (Author/DB) 
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Identifiers— Delphi Technique 
This report summarizes the evaluation of a na- 
tional conference on “Education and Citizenship: 
Responsibilities for the Common Good” held in 
Kansas City, Missouri, on September 20-23, 
1976. Participants were 400 persons who are in- 
terested or involved in political education. The 
conference involved speeches and papers from 
experts and leaders in the field, information dis- 
semination about activities in key areas, task- 
oriented work groups, and improvement of the 
political education system. The report covers par- 
ticipant, leader, and evaluation team views of the 
conference, including conclusions, recommenda- 
tions, evaluation of the Delphi process used at 
the conference, and followup activities. The 
evaluation format used the feedback process of a 
systems analysis model. Every major activitiy was 
assessed while in action, such as registration, 
room arrangements, major presentations, and 
work groups. Questionnaires obtained informa- 
tion about participant background, involvement 
in citizen education, views of the conference ac- 
tivities, views of conference goals, and sug- 
gestions for conference improvement. Different 
questionnaires were used to query participants; 
Participants/observers, work group facilita- 
tors/host recorders; and resource persons/presen- 
ters. The Delphi technique was used to seek clo- 
sure on citizen education task definition. The 
conference was evaluated as a success. However, 
hostility was expressed toward the Delphi process 
as a time intrusion, which is indicative of com- 
plaints about time constraints, an overstructured 
program, and little opportunity for interaction 
and exchange. Questionnaire return rate was 
50%, but it was suspected that returns were 
received only from polite, submissive, and con- 
tented persons. Appendices contain the question- 
naires and response data. (ND) 
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The teaching experiences of 25 student 
teachers of secondary social studies from Towson 
State University, Baltimore, Maryland, were in- 
vestigated to determine if and why they were 
valuable experiences. Three kinds of data were 
compiled and evaluated during the ten-week stu- 
dent teaching experience. Student teachers kept 
records of their daily experiences and reactions in 
the classroom; supervising teachers and student 
teachers completed questionnaires; and an on-site 
observer watched, listened to, questioned, and 
noted classroom activity. The major finding in- 
dicated that student teachers became significantly 
more custodial toward pupils during their class- 
room experience. Pupil control was equated by 
the supervisors with ability to teach. Student 
teachers were evaluated on control of the class- 
room rather than for conveying the subject 
matter, getting pupils involved, or helping stu- 
dents develop concepts and skills. Also, positive 
evaluations were written about teaching behavior, 
even though supervisors spent little time observ- 
ing student teachers. Thus, it was determined that 
student teachers learned how to control pupils 
and model after their supervisors, but not how to 
effect teaching methods learned in their teacher 
education programs. Recommendations are made 
for making the student teaching experience more 
positive, such as rewriting evaluation forms to de- 
mand more observation by supervisors of 
teaching behavior. Appendices contain the 
questionnaires and log forms. (ND) 
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Identifiers—*Landsat Maps 
A research project in Alberta, Canada, ex- 
plored the ability of elementary school students 
to understand and interpret infrared false color 
Landsat maps. Landsat maps are representations 
of the earth’s land surface produced by orbiting 
satellites. Infrared is used to delineate vegetation. 
Accuracy and timeliness of Landsat maps make 
them useful for studying urban and rural develop- 
ments, pollution problems, and agricultural condi- 
tions. Sixty-nine students and three teachers 
representing third, fourth, and fifth grade classes 
in Edmonton participated in the study. None had 
previous exposure to Landsat maps. Teachers 
were given preliminary training in map interpreta- 
tion and possible ways of using the maps in class. 
No specific teaching strategies were imposed dur- 
ing the six to 11 instruction periods. Students 
were posttested with nonuniform teacher- 
developed tests, and three students from each 
class were interviewed by a researcher. Results 
indicated that children can work with Landsat 
maps if instruction is provided, and that the 
teachers themselves need greater familiarity with 
the principles involved in producing the maps. 
Children had difficulty understanding the extent 
of territory covered by the maps and the role of 
radiation. Further research should explore male- 
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female achievement trends and whether children 
in grades 3-5 can apply Landsat map data to 
given problems. (AV) 
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This paper describes the personalized instruc- 
tion program for economic education at Empire 
State College, Saratoga Springs, New York. Per- 
sonalized instruction is defined as relating subject 
content to the personal background, interests, 
needs, and abilities of the student. Students 
proceed at their own pace, use materials suitable 
to their individual abilities, and derive immediate 
practical value from academic work. Each stu- 
dent’s degree program is developed with help 
from his faculty advisor. Courses, called con- 
tracts, could involve readings, writing tasks, pro- 
jects, or related employment. Students work on 
one contract at a time and receive credits accord- 
ing to time involved. Various types of student 
evaluation are used; sometimes outside experts 
must be called upon to evaluate unusual con- 
tracts. In addition, at the end of each contract 
period a digest and evaluation are written which 
briefly describe the learning activities and the 
materials used. Examples of personalized con- 
tracts are supplied for basic economics, consumer 
economics, economic geography, labor 
economics, money and banking, women in the 
economy, poverty, energy, statistics, business and 
economic history, management, advertising and 
marketing, accounting, and business law. Little 
data is available so far to evaluate the program. 
An extensive bibliography of research in in- 
dividualized, self-paced, and personalized instruc- 
tion in economics is included. (ND) 
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The role of geography in the elementary school 

curriculum is examined in this paper, which is ar- 

ranged in four parts. Part 1 briefly sketches the 
characteristics of geographic instruction at dif- 
ferent periods in U.S. history. Intellectual 
development and social education are identified 
as two widely accepted goals for elementary edu- 
cation today. In general, intellectual development 
means acquiring important information, mastering 
basic skills, comprehending significant ideas, and 
increasing thinking abilities. Social education 
means the analysis of social problems, the ex- 
amination of personal and social values, and the 
ability to make choices and decisions. The objec- 
tives for geographic education, presented in part 

2, are organized into four categories--objectives 

related to factual learning, objectives related to 

skill learning, objectives related to ideational 
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learning, and objectives related to more complex 
intellectual processes. A checklist for evaluating 
geographic education programs in elementary 
schools is provided in part 3. An introductory 
bibliographic essay follows in part 4, which is in- 
tended for use by social studies educators as they 
develop or reorganize geographic components of 
the elementary school curriculum. The essay lists 
sources on geography in the elementary school 
and cn objectives and evaluation in geographic 
education. References are included. (Author/DB) 
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This document presents a social profile of 
Rocky Ford, a rural town in southern Colorado 
with population of approximately 5,000. The re- 
port can be used as a decision-making tool by 
local citizen educational-accountability commit- 
tees who are examining forces inside and outside 
the community. The profile was prepared as an 
outgrowth of the studies described in ED 130 
924. Six dimensions of community life are ex- 
amined in the main body of the report. Discussed 
are the following: (1) potentialities and limita- 
tions of the community as influenced by the 
physical environment; (2) history and reasons for 
settlement of Rocky Ford; (3) the people--their 
age and income distribution, ethnic background, 
and educational level; (4) occupations and mo- 
bility of individual and family in relation to 
economic trends within and outside the commu- 
nity; (5) political processes, resolution of issues,

Environment outlines symbolic, empirical, and 
aesthetic approaches to teaching about conserva- 
tion. Schools Council Geography 14-18 Project 
reviews the project set up in 1970 to initiate a 
geography curriculum for more able pupils. The 
Role of the School Library Resource Centre 
shows teachers how to set up a multimedia 
resource centre without prior knowledge of libra- 
ry science. Problem Vision for a Troubled 
Society presents observations on social studies in 
the United States, concentrating on the debate 
about the relationship between content, process, 
and values. Teaching about the Third World 
discusses reasons for studying about the Third 
World and chronicles recent improvements in the 
subject area in Scotland. (Author/DB) 
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Elementary school children in Mounds View, 

Minnesota, were surveyed for their impressions of 

American Indians. The method used was to in- 

dividually interview every fifth child on the kin- 

dergarten and grade 5 class rosters. The report is 
presented in two sections--data and conclusions. 

Each of 12 questions is considered separately in 

the data section, with the answers of the 238 kin-

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Ninth grade and twelfth grade social studies 

students in Mounds View, Minnesota, were sur- 

veyed for their impressions of American Indians. 

Intended predominantly for use by teachers in 

developing curriculum for teaching about Indian 

people, the report is presented in two sections--an 
information test and an attitude survey. In section 

I, each of 44 information questions is considered 


separately and responses by the 986 ninth grade 
students and 632 twelfth grade students are com- 
pared. A summary of student responses indicates 
that students could correctly answer less than half 
the questions and that twelfth graders scored 
better than ninth graders on 36 of the 44 
questions. In the section on attitudes, students 
were asked to respond to 26 statements. Students 
of both grades responded positively toward Indian 
people, with a high correlation between higher 
scores on information questions and more posi- 
tive attitudes. The conclusion is offered that a 
realistic portrayal of Native Americans should be 
incorporated into the curriculum to counteract 
social stereotypes, textbook distortions, and 
media influence. Limitations of the study are 
identified, including the suburban nature of the 
sample and differing abilities and attitudes of the 
students. A bibliography, instructions for ad- 
ministering the survey, and a copy of the survey 
are included. (Author/DB) 
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State departments of education were surveyed 
to determine the status of social studies in the 
United States. Supplemental background data 
were also gathered from local school districts and 
previous research. The purpose of the survey was 
to obtain information on course offerings, enroll- 
ments, and requirements in social studies. Some 
limitations of the study are identified early in the 
report, such as incomplete response (36 state de- 
partments replied), variability of data among 
states, and computer limitations. Findings show 
that there is a declining enrollment in social stu- 
dies; a lack of interest in teaching social studies 
in elementary schools; a relaxation of state and 
local requirements in the teaching of social stu- 
dies; and an increase in teacher creativeness, 
since teachers now have more freedom to teach 
what they want. Although many teachers are 
familiar with approaches construed to be as- 
sociated with the new social studies, such as 
inquiry, conceptual, and simulation-game ap- 
proaches, there has been little resulting change in 
textbook selection, hiring practices, and creation 
of a basic social studies program. Factors most 
often identified in the survey as affecting the so- 
cial studies include an increase in the number of 
courses taught other than social studies, reduced 
funding, specialized offerings in ethnic studies, 
and anarchial curriculum. Future scenarios are 
presented and a national social studies curriculum 
is recommended. Tables are __ included.

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Over 20 ideas for planning art programs for 

grades | through 6 are included in this planning 

guide. Introductory comments stress the in- 
dividuality of children and caution art teachers 
not to judge by adult standards and not to direct 
lessons step-by-step or show how things should be 

drawn. Outdoor sketching is recommended as a 

way to develop awareness, observation, and 

knowledge of perspective. Many line drawings 
graphically illustrate ideas in the following areas: 
picture making with tempera and pastels, paper 
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cutting, scoring and shaping, tissue paper, line 
design, crayon resist, crayon etching, finger paint- 
ing, figure drawing, portraits, sawdust modeling, 
murals, puppetry, stitchery, paper weaving, mo- 
biles, lettering, poster making, and _ bulletin 
boards. Recipes are given for materials, such as 
sawdust mache, play dough, and modeling clay. 
Two lists present suggested topics for picture 
making at the primary and intermediate levels. 
Within the activity sections, brief paragraphs 
define some of the techniques and suggest ap- 
propriate grade levels. Ideas for displaying art in 
attractive groupings are included. (AV) 
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The student-oriented newsletter provides learn- 

ing activities, background information, resources, 

teaching techniques, case studies, and other 
sources to help high school teachers develop, 
plan, and implement a course on the Supreme 

Court in a legal education program. The first 

chapter examines the role of the Supreme Court

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This document describes the 1975-76 Arkansas 

Artists-in-Schools program, whereby professional 

artists work in elementary and secondary schools 

to teach art. The program provides support for 
the artists and gives children and community 
members unique opportunities for in-depth rela- 
tionships with professional artists. Fifteen in- 
dividual programs are described. The range of ex- 
periences offered includes painting, wood blocks, 
photography, drawing, sculpture, ceramics, weav- 
ing, macrame, dance, enameling, and clligraphy. 

Additional “visiting artists’ programs which are 

incorporated into the state program include 

poetry, mime theatre, and a string quartet. Com- 
ments from students, teachers, administrators, 
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and community businessmen indicate that the 
program is successful in offering new dimensions 
of self-expression and art appreciation. A 
checklist of steps which school districts and in- 
dividual schools must follow in order to qualify 
for participation in the program is provided.

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A taxonomy of educational objectives which 
conceptualizes interpersonal skills in terms of 
measurable behavior is described. The categories 
represent six aspects of leadership capability--one 
of them cognitive (conceptualization), one of 
them cognitive-affective (evaluation), and four of 
them cognitive-affective-behavioral (leading, fol- 
lowing, role-exchange yielding, and role-exchange 
asserting). In the section on theoretical founda- 
tions of the taxonomy, it is maintained that task- 
oriented group activity requires rotating leader- 
ship, based upon sanctions, persuasion, or in- 
fluence. Nine individual tendencies assumed as 
critical to achievement of role-exchange yielding 
and role-exchange asserting functions are listed. 
The profile of a socially and emotionally mature 
student who would achieve mastery of the tax- 
onomy objectives is presented, followed by a 
discussion of the types of learning environments 
which encourage mastery of the objectives. The 
relationship between the taxonomy and values 
education is discussed. The most significant func- 
tional value of the taxonomy is providing a struc- 
ture for evaluating action learning. A_bibliog- 
raphy and a copy of the taxonomy are included.

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An examination of rules and regulations of five 
schools within a 15-mile radius in Cook County, 
Illinois, illustrates the diverse nature of behavior 
problems in schools. Overcrowding, race, pover- 
ty, and drugs are suggested by social scientists to 
be among the causes for disruptions within school 
systems. The schools in this study include an en- 
tirely black inner-city school; a multicultural, 
economically diverse school in an old blished

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This evaluation report discusses the success of 
the Artists-in-Schools program, a national pro- 
gram begun in 1966 which has placed over 2,000 
professional artists in over 5,000 schools. The ef- 
fects of the visual arts and poetry components on 
artists, poets, school administrators, students, and 
teachers in ten western states are discussed. Ap- 
proximately 300 schools participated in the study, 
which made use of a general questionnaire, stu- 
dent survey, anecdotal survey, in-depth inter- 
views, and a job ranking scale. Findings indicate 
that high percentages of artists/poets and ad- 
ministrators believe the program has fostered 
creativity among students; teachers and adminis- 
trators rated cooperation between themselves and 
the artists/poets very high; and 70% of adminis- 
trators and teachers reported that artists/poets 
had good ability in classroom management and 
holding student interest. Student self-identity, 
discipline, and confidence appeared to grow as a 
result of the program, and student interest and 
achievement in other academic areas increased as 
well. Passive and problem students showed 
therapeutic effects. Ninety-one percent of ad- 
ministrators and teachers commented favorably 
on the tolerance of artists/poets for administrator, 
student, and teacher viewpoints. The study sum- 
mary, highlights, and a technical report are 
available from state arts councils and commis- 
sions nationwide.

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The role of the museum as a source of infor- 

mation is discussed in response to the question 

about how museums can best augment school 
curricula. The relationship between schools and

As background for the 
study tour, the participants talked with Japanese 
scholars, politicians, labor leaders, students, 
government officials, businessmen, and Zen 
Buddhist priests.

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The programmed course outline for an Amer-

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Background, rationale, and consequences of a 
plan for teaching introductory undergraduate 
psychology are described. The setting is a college 
where eight to ten members of the psychology 
department have traditionally shared the teaching 
of introductory courses. The faculty recognized 
that there was not consensus on the content of an 
exemplary introductory course in psychology, so 
each professor tended to stress his or her own 
specialized area: human learning, psychobiology, 
or motivation and emotion, for example. Ulti- 
mately, the faculty decided to name the sections 
according to their content, making certain that 
several fundamental topics were included in all 
sections. Also, one general course open only to 
freshmen was established for those with weak 
backgrounds. All other students are required to 
take any two specially named introductory sec- 
tions before electing a nonintroductory yearlong 
course in experimental psychology. The author 
believes that this fragmented approach to 
teaching introductory psychology is better than a 
core course approach because the field of 
psychology is a fragmented discipline. One 
problem which has been identified is the minimal 
transfer between method and content of the in- 
troductory courses to the experimental psycholo- 
gy course. A potential problem, that faculty 
would become more restricted to their interests, 
has not occurred.

Polish education is described in terms of its his- 
tory, structure, legal policies, and reforms. After 
having been controlled by various parties since 
the late 18th century, Polish education is now 
consolidated under two administrative bodies, 
one for elementary and secondary education and 
one for higher education. At all levels, education 
is free. Polish is the primary language of instruc- 
tion. Four years of noncompulsory preschool are 
available, followed by eight years of compulsory 
elementary grades for which the curriculum is 
uniform throughout the country. During the four 
or five years of secondary education, students 
may attend general education lyceums and post- 
lyceum schools, technical/vocational schools, or 
basic vocational schools, depending on their plans 
for university study or immediate entry into 
agricultural or industrial trades. Teacher educa- 
tion begins in special secondary level study cen- 
ters and continues at the university level. Higher 
education requires four to six years of study for 
the first degree, depending on the institution and 
field of study. A table shows 20 general and 
technical universities with locations and with 
fields of study, called faculties. Admission 
requires a secondary school Certificate of Maturi- 
ty and a passing grade on an entrance examina- 
tion. Reforms planned for 1978 include equal 
eight-year elementary education for urban and 
rural youth, teacher training, and redesigned cur- 
riculum. (AV) 
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Identifiers—* Venezuela 
History, structure, legal bases, and planned 
reforms of the educational system of Venezuela 
are discussed. The conflicting roles of church and 
state in administering education have been recon- 
ciled within the past two decades, with resultant 
increases in enrollment and government financ- 
ing. Curriculum regulation, coordination, and su- 
pervision are centralized within the Ministry of 
Education, and implementation, evaluation, and 
technical aspects of programs are managed by 
eight regional offices. Private education exists 
separately. The present educational structure 
begins with a pilot preschool program being ex- 
tended throughout the country. Following 
completion of the six-year primary school, stu- 
dents enter the three-year basic cycle of seconda- 
ry school and continue to a diversified cycle of 
either two years for general/academic education 
or two to three years for technical or normal 
training of primary and preschool teacher 
preparation. At the higher education level, 
qualified students enter either a five-year univer- 
sity program, a four-year program at a teacher- 
training institute, or a course in a polytechnic or 
technical junior-college-type institution. Approxi- 
mately 80% of the students preparing for univer- 
sity study specialize in the sciences. Elements of 
the 1976-80 educational plan emphasize develop- 
ment of human resources and physical facilities 
and more effective financing of public education.

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Activities and concerns of Ford Foundation 
supported population research and training cen- 
ters are described in this report. The centers are 
concerned with population growth, consequences 
of growth for human welfare, forces that deter- 
mine family planning, interrelations among popu- 
lation variables, economics of contraceptive dis- 
tribution, and population trends and birth control 
programs. The chapter on education and training 
presents information on population dynamics, 
demographic training, population communica- 
tions, and family planning programs. Research 
collaboration and population education through 
the use of case studies are discussed in the 
chapter on service to developing nations. A 
chapter on research provides information on Eu- 
ropean birth rates, economic factors, contracep- 
tion, family variables, and urbanization. In the

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The College Entrance Examination Board has 

prepared this publication to help secondary 
school teachers develop Advanced Placement 
(AP) courses in music. The discussion of strategy 
recommendations, reading materials, and record 
collections should be adapted to suit local 
preferences and individual skills. An opening sec- 
tion of general remarks suggests that AP music 
courses not be taught according to a chronologi- 
cal plan, but rather on a genre basis by a ran- 
domized period outline or according to elements 
of musical structure. Use of a relatively recent 
text, supplemented by other sources of informa- 
tion, is desirable. Listening to live performances, 
if possible, and discussion are also critical activi- 
ties. Eight strategy recommendations stress focus- 
ing on the structure of each musical composition 
as it is heard, preferably with visual guides such 
as flow charts and time lines. Cassette tapes can 
capture short sections and allow voice cues to be 
recorded over musical passages. Juxtaposed ex- 
amples from widely different musical cultures ef- 
fectively introduce non-Western music. Sixty- 
eight references to books and recordings include 
the following topics: listening guides and 
background; performance sources; allied arts; 
non-European, Asian, and Near-Eastern music, 
and folk and traditional music of American-En- 
glish origins.

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This document presents an overview of the 
status of population education in the United 
States and recommends ways in which federal 
agencies can provide leadership and support in 
expanding population education programs. The 
interdisciplinary nature of population education 
makes it easy to infuse into existing curricula at 
all grade levels in social studies, geography, and 
history. One reason for studying population is 
that changes in fertility behavior are exerting an 
impact on the entire social system. This includes 
the operations of schools by changing the b 
of children who move through the educational 
system. Although many developing countries have 
recognized the need in the past decade for 
emphasis on population education, similar pro- 
grams in the United States have moved slowly 
due to lack of resources and competing priorities 
for innovative programs. There is a need for ap- 
propriate teacher training, material development, 
and research to develop curriculum content. In 
the nonfederal sector, some school districts are 
integrating population units into elementary and 
secondary level courses. The Population 
Reference Bureau effectively translates demo- 
graphic and related phenomena into understanda- 
ble materials for lay readers. Thirteen recommen- 
dations for federal involvement stress the role of 
agencies, such as the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation, and Welfare, Bureau of the Census, Na- 
tional Science Foundation, and National Institute 
of Education, in emphasizing population educa- 
tion priorities in annual program planning. (AV) 
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The importance of teaching moral education in 

the public schools is emphasized in this report. 

Three topics are discussed. The first section in- 

cludes a sketch of the present moral climate of 

the United States, including evidence drawn from 

a recent Gallup Poll of public attitudes toward 

education, recent magazine articles, results of 

educational research, and pronouncements from 
several state departments of education.

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This document contains abstracts of experi- 

mental research studies dealing with the training 
and acquisition of behaviors, skills, and disposi- 
tions which can be termed “moral” in themselves 
or can contribute to moral/ethical behavior. More 
specifically, the entries represent controlled ex- 
perimental studies which describe a treatment 
and measure treatment results. The document 
presents abstracts of over 1,500 documents 
published after 1960.

The 15 effect areas are aggression, altruism, 
attitudes, conflict resolution, conformity, 
cooperation, empathy, moral develop- 
ment/judgment, reasoning and judgment, reaction 
to transgression, resistance to temptation, risk 
taking, role taking, self-control, and values. Effect 
areas are arranged alphabetically and studies are 
ordered alphabetically by author within each 
area. The definition for each effect area precedes 
the section and the treatment techniques are 
identified in the heading for each abstract and 
used as entries in the subject index. Author and 
subject indexes are included. (Author/DB) 
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Recommendations are presented for organizing 

research, development, and dissemination activi- 

ties around the concept of a school-community 





effort for developing, utilizing, and disseminating 
Ethical Citizenship Education (ECE) programs in 
public, nonpublic, and parochial schools. In- 
tended for use by the public and, particularly, by 
the National Institute of Education, the document 
is presented in six sections. The first section 
defines ECE as an effort to teach students the 
knowledge, skills, and dispositions which enable 
them to realize in action the ethical-citizenship 
principles consistent with American democratic 
traditions.

This booklet presents a set of secondary level 
classroom strategies for examining American his- 
tory in light of the issues identified by the Amer- 
ican Issues Forum. Emphasis is on the composite 
nature of American society, based on assimilation 
of American Indians, European and Chinese im- 
migrants, and African slaves. A section on Indian- 
white relationships includes drawings about 
conquests and treaties made by Spanish and 
colonial Americans, a description from an 1868 
edition of Harper’s Weekly about Indian 
prisoners taken by Custer, recommended 
readings, and a list of words which illustrate Indi- 
an contributions to English language and culture. 
Sections on European and Chinese immigrants 
focus on motivations for immigration, native op- 
position to newcomers, and restrictive legislation. 
Drawings from magazines illustrate European 
families awaiting deportation, and Chinese 
merchants being harrassed by American legal 
restrictions. Readings portray the frustrations of 
immigration inspection on Ellis Island and politi- 
cal debates about allowing Chinese laborers into 
the country. Also recc ded are techniq 
for analyzing social difficulties experienced by 
freed black slaves. All the materials are in field- 
test condition. (AV) 
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Three secondary level learning modules pro- 
vide perspective on U.S. history and current is- 
sues in terms of land-use problems and case stu- 
dies. Teaching strategies for this topic are 
presented in booklet form as one of a set of 
materials based on topics identified by the Amer- 
ican Issues Forum. Readings and questions guide 
students through three areas. In “‘Early American 
Experience in Land Use,” students read docu- 
ments which define provisions for postrevolu- 
tionary distribution of western lands. Then they 
consider effects of American land policy on the 
native American. For example, a speech by a 
Seneca chief indicates Indian concern about 
timber cutting by Americans on reservations in 
1821. “Land Use Today: Whose Decision?” chal- 
lenges students to examine government control of 
private land, the role of the public in shaping 
government land-use decisions, and zoning stan- 
dards. In a simulation, students assume roles of a 
town board that determines land-use policy for a 
16-acre tract. Alternative strategies are outlined. 
“A Case Study: Forest for Sale by Owner” 
presents a controversy based on proposed con- 
struction of a dam in the Adirondacks. Students 
evaluate the issue by reviewing present forest 
management policy, water needs of New York 
state, and materials from the hearings on the dam 
construction. The materials are in field-test con- 
dition. (AV) 
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Identifiers—* American Issues Forum 
This booklet presents a set of secondary level 
classroom strategies for examining American his- 
tory in light of issues identified by the American 
Issues Forum. Emphasis is on ‘‘certain inalienable 
rights” of citizens. This topic is covered in four 
sections: freedom of speech, assembly, and reli- 
gion; freedom of the press; freedom of search and 
seizure; and equal protection under the law. Each 
section in the booklet contains class activities in- 
volving reading, role playing, and debate; a 
selected bibliography of content area materials 
and films; and an annotated bibliography of 
general references. Section one presents 17 ac- 
tivities in which students analyze constitutional 
amendments and court cases dealing with public 
morality and free exercise of religion. With the 
nine activities in section two, students compare 
the meaning of “free press” to individuals and to 
American society. In one of seven activities in 
section three, a simulation teaches students about 
moot courts. Section four contains seven activi- 
ties including consideration of hypothetical class- 
room situations reflecting discrimination and 
segregation. Instructional overviews included at 
the back of the booklet outline content, key con- 
cepts, and suggested themes for each of the four 
sections. All materials are in field-test condition.

This booklet of secondary level classroom 
strategies was developed as one in a set of 
materials for studying American history in light of 
issues identified by the American Issues Forum. 
Divided into four sections, the materials 
emphasize the meaning of the American dream, 
implications of belonging to a worldwide 
economic system, the role of the United States as 
a _— power, and responsibilities of being an 
affluent nation in an interdependent world. 
Readings and questions for class discussion com- 
prise most of the activities, which are in field-test 
condition. Excerpts from native and foreign docu- 
ments are compared to obtain a feeling for vari- 
ous perceptions of the American dream, in both 
postrevolutionary times and the 20th century. 
Studies of Oil Producing and Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) politics and the energy crisis illustrate 
the effects of interdependence on an economic 
level. A case study of American business in Mex- 
ico and its effects on industry and population 
concentration points out pros and cons of the 
powers of multinational corporations. Students 
are challenged to consider the moral issues of in- 
dividual survival and of sharing basic resources in 
a final section, which presents two parables about 
spaceship earth and the world as a lifeboat. (AV) 
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In light of changing trends in education since 
the 1960s, archives and manuscript collections 
are becoming more useful as primary educational 
resources on both secondary and higher educa- 
tion levels. One reason for this is the recent 
emphasis on inquiry learning with the subsequent 
development of collections of evidence, data, and 
doc ts for stud to investigate. Another 
reason involves the movement of education 
beyond the formal classroom into the community. 
Experiential education allows students to come to 
repositories of educational materials; the materi- 
als no longer must be packaged and sent to the 
schools. The author discusses four ways in which 
archives and manuscript collections could be 
used as dynamic resources. As sources of curricu- 
lum materials, collections could be selected and 
packaged according to media type, such as 
microfilm resource units, or subject areas, such as 
ethnic or community history. Training programs 
and institutes could be developed for teachers to 
learn how to use collections not only for research 
but also for teaching. Seminars could be offered 
to students using specific subject-matter collec- 
tions as the basis for course outlines. Because the 
research role of archives goes hand in hand with 
its development as an educational institution, 
archive collections may expand into further 
research endeavors as further educational pro- 
grams are offered. (AV) 
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This study presents evidence that differences in 
mathematical career outcomes of males and 
females are the result of early socialization in the 
family. One reason fewer females than males 
elect to take high school mathematics courses is 
that during middle school years females perceive 
low parental evaluations of their mathematical 
aptitude and develop low self-concepts of mathe- 
matical ability. Traditional independent variables, 
intelligence quotient (IQ) and socioeconomic 
status (SES), do not explain the behavioral dif- 
ference between the sexes in higher mathematics. 
Data are taken from a longitudinal study of 588 
students in grades 8-12. Data analysis is based on 
path analysis models and tables of percentages 
which describe differences between males and 
females. Tables present information on completed 
mathematics courses, perceived parental evalua- 
tion of mathematical ability, and self-evaluation. 
Three intervening variables are examined for path 
analysis: sex, IQ, and SES. Path analysis indicates 
that the intervening variables, perceived parental 
evaluations, and self-concept of mathematical 
ability are strongly correlated with subsequent 
behavior. That is, females are programmed by 
both p and th Ives for lower per- 
formance in mathematics than males, and they 
subsequently behave according to the self and 
parental concepts. Implications for social change 
are considered. (Author/ND) 
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Ten lessons provide techniques for teaching 

about conflict in grades 7 through 12. These les- 

sons, developed to accompany the teaching 
guidelines outlined in SO 009 796, illustrate how 
the guidelines might be used in secondary level 
courses such as social studies, history, and litera- 
ture. Five sample lessons are described for each 

of two grade levels: grades 7-9 and grades 10-12. 

Almost all lessons involve role play. Many are

Techniques 

Ten lessons provide techniques for teaching 
about conflict in } ma kindergarten through six. 
These lessons, developed to accompany the 
teaching guidelines outlined in SO 009 795, illus- 
trate how the guidelines might be used in any ele- 
mentary social studies classroom. Five sample les- 
sons are described for each of two levels: grades 
K-3 and grades 4-6. The primary grade activities 
involve puppet play, taking a walk through local 
areas to identify signs which give rules and 
thereby prevent conflict, planning a park where 
both children and senior citizens can enjoy them- 
selves, observing plant growth in a terrarium, and 
studying the social structure of an ant colony. 
Questions for discussion emphasize the need for 
cooperation and compromise. Three of the les- 
sons for grades 4-6 involve role playing. Students 
read about the Tucson barrio and act out roles of 
Mexican residents protesting freeway develop- 
ment. In another simulation, groups of students 
role play contractors and builders who want to 
put roads through controversial sites. A simula- 
tion of western land use involves students in ex- 
pressing conflicting i f Indians, miners, 
farmers, and cattle ranchers. Pupils study pictures 
taken from texts or newspapers to identify 
methods and expressions of conflict on local and 
global levels. (AV) 
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Ideas are outlined for teaching about the 

universal concept of conflict in grades kindergar- 

ten through six. This guide has been prepared to 
help elementary teachers incorporate concept 
learning about conflict into any social studies/so- 
cial science class, no matter what texts or pro- 
grams are being followed. Major objectives are to 
help students develop an understanding of con- 
flict as a natural force; ability to see similarities 
in dynamics of conflict at all social levels--per- 
sonal, community, and global; and acceptance of 
the idea that conflict can be either harmful or 
beneficial. The guide is divided into two sections: 
suggestions for curriculum development concern- 
ing conflict in grades K-3 and grades 4-6. Objec- 
tives at the primary level stress identification of 
conflict and relationships between conflict and 
change. Students in grades K-3 discuss hypotheti- 
cal situations based on class readings, compare 
animal families to human families, and analyze 
plant and animal needs in a small garden setting. 

Students in grades 4-6 study other cultures, 

American history, and the environment to 

analyze the role of conflict in ethnic stereotyping 

and in urban industrial growth which affects natu- 
ral resources and wildlife. (AV) 
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Ideas are outlined for teaching about the 
universal concept of conflict in grades 7-12. This 
guide has been prepared to help secondary 
teachers incorporate learning about conflict into 
social studies/social curricula. There are 
two sections: one for junior high and one for 
senior high. Six objectives for learning about con- 
flict in grades 7-9 are presented. These include 
helping students to understand ways in which so- 
cial problems contribute to conflict, see how 
local problems and solutions are related to global 
concerns, examine a variety of ways to express 
conflict, and use conflict as an organizing theme 
for understanding complex events. Ideas are given 
for teachers to involve students in the issues con- 
tained in existing curriculum materials related to 
U.S. history, culture, and literature. Objectives 
for grades 10-12 include helping students to state 
alternative methods fer resolving conflict in given 
situations, identify barriers to understanding 
between cultures, and recognize relationships 
between social change and conflict. Six areas 
which are typically covered in high school cur- 
ricula are examined for relevance to concept 
teaching about conflict. These include career 
education, literature, civics, and world studies. 
Suggested teaching strategies stress student com- 
parison of personal experiences with those of 
historical figures and community groups.

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Identifiers—* Interdependence 
Two booklets, a guide and handbook, comprise 
the K-3 component of a series of guides for in- 
corporating environmental education into the ex- 
isting curriculum. The materials emphasize a mul- 
tidisciplinary approach, use the concept of inter- 
dependence as an organizing theme, and offer 
suggestions for using the local community as a 
resource. The guide outlines eight objectives, in- 
cluding understanding of the relationship of parts 
of a system to the whole and using skills from 
many subject areas to explore the student’s en- 
vironment. Activities and bibliographic resources 
are provided for helping children learn about 
families and cities as systems, interdependence of 
people and plants, and use of tools to help people 
interact with the land. The handbook contains 12 
lessons which are either concept-building exer- 
cises or activities in which students use the con- 
cept to explore various content areas. For each 
lesson, the goal, objective, materials, procedure, 
follow-up activities, and alternative learning ac- 
tivities are presented. Students examine the 
workings of a retractable ball-point pen, try to 
perform normal class activities with thumbs taped 
down, identify all the systems each student be- 
longs to at any particular moment, and explore 
problems of overcrowded systems. (AV) 
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Identifiers—* Interdependence 
Two booklets comprise the grades 4-6 com- 
ponent of a series of guides for incorporating en- 
vironmental education into the existing curricu- 
lum. Both the guide and handbook emphasize a 
multidisciplinary approach, use the concept of in- 
terdependence as an organizing theme, and offer 
suggestions for using the local community as a 
resource to study the individual’s relationship to 
the total environment. Among eight objectives 
are understanding the meaning of systems and in- 
terdependence, recognizing that people use and 
shape their environments, and appreciating rela- 
tionships between one’s immediate surroundings 
and the natural systems of the planet. In the 
guide, activities and related readings are sug- 
gested for achieving the objectives in specific 
subject areas: social studies, art, science, mathe- 
matics, U.S. and state history, reading, and writ- 
ing.

Some activities involve the exploration of 
students’ familiar surroundings; others focus on 
global issues. Each lesson contains goals, objec- 
tives, activities, and follow-up activities.

Two booklets, a guide and a handbook, com- 

prise the grades 7-9 component of a series of 

guides for incorporating environmental education 
into the existing curriculum. The materials 
emphasize a multidisciplinary approach, use the 
concept of interdependence as an organizing 
theme, and offer suggestions for using the local 
community as a resource. Eight objectives, based 
on knowledge of systems, include understanding 
how population changes influence all other en- 
vironmental issues, developing constructive at- 
titudes toward one’s surroundings, and comparing 
ways in which diverse human groups interact with 
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their environment. The guide presents ideas and 
bibliographic suggestions for multidisciplinary stu- 
dy. For example, science classes could research 
major sources of pollutants, such as carbon 
monoxide, and report their effects on natural 
systems.

ponent of a series of guides for incorporating en- 
vironmental education into the existing curricu- 
lum. The guide and handbook emphasize a mul- 
tidisciplinary approach, use the concept of inter- 
dependence as an organizing theme, and offer 
suggestions for using the local community as a 
resource. The guide outlines nine objectives, in- 
cluding awareness of relationships between 
seemingly local concerns and global networks, 
knowing that quality of life of individuals and 
communities is directly influenced by increasing 
worldwide interdependence, and recognizing that 
population and other environmental issues in- 
volve deep conflicts of interest. Multidisciplinary 
approaches for reaching these goals involve stu- 
dents in analyzing effects of the 1972-75 grain 
shortage in the USSR on U.S. food prices, labor 
unions and dock workers, and inflation in Japan 
and England. In another approach, students 
develop a television documentary perspective of 
rich and poor persons on environmental con- 
cerns. The handbook contains teaching strategies 
and student materials for nine lessons. These in- 
clude studying population growth in countries 
with varied resources and examining oceans in 
terms of overfishing, pollution, and control 
questions. A concluding essay summarizes con- 
cerns of natural resources, human needs, and 
quality of life.

This report reflects experiences in the develop- 
ment of new conceptual frameworks for defining 
learning outcomes that are most desirable for ef- 
fective life preparation and that emphasize the 
way people process and integrate information 
rather than how well people merely store and 
retrieve information. These new measures, for use 
in institutions of postsecondary education, must: 
(1) be sensitive and relevant to important learn- 
ing outcomes; (2) have general significance to a 
wide variety of career and life outcomes; (3) 
have practical utility for educators; (4) be 
methodologically and technically innovative, e.g., 
utilize operant rather than respondent behaviors; 
and (5) be quantifiable and thus amenable to 
rigorous determination of reliability, validity, and 
meaning. Keeping in mind these concerns, in- 
novative measures have been developed that at- 
tempt to answer the need for more operant mea- 
surement techniques to assess the factors of 
process, integration, and implementation. These 
measures are described and organized according 
to their particular outcome domains--cognitive, 
effective, or social. Of these tests and measures 
described, none is especially useful as a diag- 
nostic or assessment tool in isolation. Thus, the 
General Integrative Model, involving the use of 
several of the tests and measures described, is in- 
troduced as one way of evaluating the meaningful 
integration of life skills. (MM) 
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Needs, *Skills, Test Construction, Test Validity 
This document reports efforts to address some 

of the problems of competency-based assessment 

by developing and utilizing unique measures of 
competence. Seven conceptual guidelines are 
identified for test development and _ utilization: 

(1) new competencies must be identified and 

operationally defined; (2) new competencies 

should have general significance to a wide variety 
of career and life outcomes; (3) new definitions 
of competencies and measures developed for 
their assessment should be easy for faculty and 
students to understand; (4) competencies should 
be empirically linked to external realities; (5) the 
discovery of new ways of measuring competen- 
cies should acknowledge levels of performance 
required for entry into roles outside of academic 
settings; (6) standards for awarding credentials 
should acknowledge levels of performance 
required for entry into roles outside of academic 
settings; and (7) new attempts to define and as- 
sess learning outcomes should not be guided sole- 
ly by attempts to make them functionally 
equivalent substitutes for traditionally assessed 
school achievement. A number of measures were 
developed along these guidelines; they are or- 
ganized according to three outcome domains-- 
cognitive, effective, and social. Descriptions of 
these measures are presented, and their applica- 
bility for competency based education and use in 
postsecondary institutions is discussed. Finally, 
the critical concept of the meaning of measure- 
ment is discussed along with some additional 
problems to be faced by educators, researchers, 
and funding agencies if the problems of assess- 
ment in higher education are to be adequately 
redressed. (MM) 
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This paper responds to the demand generated 
among competency-based program participants 
and administrators for definitions of ““competen- 
ce” and new assessment techniques and instru- 
ments for its measurement. Discussion centers on 
three aspects of assessment: (1) the identification

ment of a record keeping system. It should reflect 
the characteristics of the instructional system it 
serves by (1) tracking the progress of the learner 
through stated objectives; (2) providing diag- 
nostic data of proficiencies and deficiencies; (3) 
preserving a record of learning activity selection 
processes; and (4) storing evaluations of instruc- 
tional effectiveness. A basic record keeping 
system focuses on the first two requirements and 
should reveal the expected outcomes of an in- 
struction and the actual results of the instruction. 
A system of record keeping for program objec- 
tives may be developed relating goals to the ob- 
jectives supporting them, or to learning materials, 
or to learning tasks. Appropriate evaluation forms 
should be reflective of the system chosen for 
recording objectives. More comprehensive 
systems of record keeping focus on data gather- 
ing, storage, and interpretation as means for 
promoting confident change in the instructional 
sequence. They should record information on 
degrees of understanding, ability, and learner 
preference in relation to the activities involved. 
An additional benefit of comprehensive record 
keeping may result by developing learner-kept 
records, enabling the learner to develop a sense 
of self-development and progress. No standard 
record keeping systems exist applicable to all in- 
dividualized instruction settings; therefore, the ‘“- 
goodness” of a system is contextual: does it 
validate its worth in relation to the demands of 
the system? (MB)

The 
consistent invalidation of National Teachers Ex- 
amination (NTE) as an exclusive employment 
selection by the courts over the course of the 
past five years is of great significance to those 
concerned with the general problem of teacher 
certification. In recent years, many states have 
amended their teacher certification regulations to 
permit or require a Competency Based Teacher 
Education (CBTE) orientation in their approved 
program credentialling practices. The educational 
community should expect direct or indirect judi- 
cial application of specific validation standards to 
teacher credentialling regulations and practices. 
Licensing and certification authorities will in- 
creasingly be directly subjected to validation stan- 
dards. However, standards are likely to be ap- 
plied more ‘“‘flexibly” in court cases dealing with 
equal employment opportunity issues. Increas- 
ingly courts will be requiring adherence to the 
reform principles that advocates of CBTE have 
established.

public education on the other. Both administra- 
tors and classroom teachers belonged to the same 
organization. During the past decade, the NEA 
became more militant, emphasizing political ac- 
tion, collective bargaining, and teacher strikes for 
higher pay and better working conditions, thus 
dividing teachers from management. In the light 
of lower student enrollment, decreased financial 
resources, and over-supply of teachers, priorities 
of NEA action are changing. There is now pres- 
sure to bring weight to bear on schools of educa- 
tion, which have tended to emphasize training of 
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administrators, to recognize the needs and de- 
mands of the classroom teacher. In demanding 
greater professional status benefits for classroom 
teachers, the NEA is seeking to complement the 
economic gains achieved by their members. 
Greater teacher participation and more school- 
site inservice programs are urged to contribute to 
more effective program implementation and im- 
proved classroom learning process. In responding 
to demands of organized teachers, local district 
administrators and schools of education, by ac- 
cepting partnership with organized teachers, can 
improve the professional standards of the higher- 
education-based teacher community. (JD)

Eight predictions present a view of the near fu- 
ture (five to seven years) for schools, colleges, 
and departments of education (SCDEs). Prior to 
discussion of the predictions, five common errors 
in planning which undermine efforts to generate 
reality-based action plans are introduced. They 
are: (1) overgeneralization and oversimplifying; 
(2) overemphasizing external impact factors; (3) 
overestimating the malleability and/or negative 
consequences of contextual factors; (4) assuming 
the inevitability of futures; (5) practicing problem 
displacement. With these errors in mind, the fol- 
lowing eight predictions are ventured: (1) there 
will be a decrement in real funds available in 
SCDEs to support the range of basic functions as- 
signed to such units; (2) enrollment in teacher 
education programs will continue to decline and 
funds to support the instruction functions of 
SCDEs will also decline; (3) fiscal support for 
knowledge production activities or research and 
development in SCDEs will decline; (4) fiscal 
support of SCDE involvement in knowledge 
utilization activities will increase; (5) program 
quality in SCDEs will decline; (6) current percep- 
tions held by some clients and policy makers that 
SCDEs are not performing adequately in either 
teacher education and/or knowledge utilization 
programs will increase; (7) there will be a loss of 
autonomy for SCDEs in program development, 
operation, and evaluation; and (8) changes in the 
form and structure of teacher education will be 
more likely than changes in its substance. If 
SCDEs follow the course predicted above, the 
upcoming five years can be defined, using 
economic terminology, as a recession. (MM) 
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For several years, physical educators in Marion 
County, Florida, have been actively illustrating 
their programs to the community they serve. 
These demonstrations reflect the variety and 
diversity of the county's physical education pro- 
grams. The main objectives for these presenta- 
tions are: (1) to inform the public; (2) to give ex- 
posure to the programs; (3) to provide youngsters 
opportunities to perform before large groups; and 
(4) to provide the youngsters with a chance to 
“show off’ for the parents. Presented here are 
organizational guidelines and procedures for 
planning similar demonstrations. The guidelines

This quarterly publication seeks to gather the 

most current speculation on compet based 
education, its philosophical basis, and problems 
involved in its effective implementation. This 
issue presents the thoughts of five educators in 
the field. Parsons examines the notion of com- 
pet and competency as educational objec- 
tives, stressing the concept of specificity in stating 
educational objectives. Too general a statement 
provides little in the way of guides for program 
construction, teaching methodology, or evalua- 
tion criteria. Too detailed an objective results in 
reductionism. Miller in his article examines an 
Arizona competency assessment project designed 
to determine specific skills that administrators of 
community education programs need to be effec- 
tive leaders. Greenfield presents a schematic 
representation relating on-the-job learning to 
graduate training in administration in an attempt 
to improve upon previously published administra- 
tor training program models. Larson and Erland- 
son examine the concept of competency based 
education and, on the basis of their un- 
derstandings of the way the concept should and 
does function, present their reasons respectiveiy 
in favor of and against the movement. (MB) 
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Responsibility, *Teacher Role 
Developing teachers for multicultural education 
is an essential assignment for teacher education 
and school administration today so that educators 
might help their students learn to live in a mul- 
ticultural society. In an earlier view, public 
schools were considered the “great equalizers” 
among America’s social institutions. The assump- 
tion was that sameness resulted in equality. One 
of the problems with this thinking was that im- 
posing assimilation upon different cultural and ra- 
cial groups rarely achieved a sense of equality. 
The myth also existed that public schools en- 
couraged upward mobility among the immigrants 
and minority groups. The death of the melting 
pot myth received official recognition in the 
United States with the passage of Title IX of the 
Elementary and Secondary Education Act, popu- 
larly known as the Ethnic Heritage Studies Pro- 
gram. At the same time, the American Associa- 
tion of Colleges for Teacher Education issucu a 
comprehensive statement, entitled’ “Mo’ One 
Model American,” on the melting pot’s succes- 
sor, multicultural education. Multicultural educa- 
tion is the public school’s response to a revital- 
ized cultural pluralism, which has become a 
predominant value in the American social fabric. 
Cultural pluralism views the United States as a 
multicultural society and stresses a new in- 
terpretation of the word ‘“different’’--different 
means simply different, not better than or worse. 
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The teacher is the key person in developing a 
program and curriculum that will meet the goals 
of cultural pluralism and multicultural education.

This report presents the results of two field- 
based experimental studies to determine the ef- 
fects of questioning techniques on student 
achievement and attitudes. The first study was 
done to determine what student learning out- 
comes are affected by teachers’ use of probing 
and redirection techniques in classroom discus- 
sions. Another purpose of the experiment was to 
determine the relative effect on student learning 
of teachers’ questions delivered in both oral and 
written formats. The second study was conducted 
to determine what student learning outcomes are 
affected by variations in teachers’ use of higher 
cognitive questions. These questions require the 
student to state predictions, solutions, explana- 
tions or op expanding on information 
presented in the curriculum and interpreting it in 
his own way. This experiment was designed to 
test the belief that use of higher cognitive 
questions is important for developing students’ 
ability to think. The finding of both studies was 
that discussion following critical viewing and/or 
reading of curriculum materials was effective in 
promoting student achievement. Writing respon- 
ses to questions appeared to develop knowledge 
acquisition as effectively as participation in 
discussion. However, written exercises seemed 
less effective for improving higher cognitive 
response ability than oral discussion in which the 
students’ responses are probed and redirected by 
the teacher. The methodology of the experiment 
is described in detail, and five appendixes list the 
statistical results of the two studies. (JD) 
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A bilingual-bicultural education program has | 


been instituted at Eastern Oregon State College 
to train classroom teachers for migrant programs 
in the schools. The pupils are Mexican-American- 
Chicano children. Under the supervision of 
master teachers, the student teacher follows a 
curriculum designed to instruct in both English 
and Spanish. Central to the program is the 
premise that bilingualism represents, for the 
Spanish-speaking people, the essential ingredient 
for cultural maintenance and, for the Spanish- 
speaking student in public schools, a linguistically 
more harmonious learning environment. The cur- 
ticulum for the student teacher includes teaching 
English as a second language as well as studies in 
Spanish phonetics. Emphasis is also placed on 
studies of the Chicano culture, history, music and 
religion, and exploration of the myths, folklore, 
literature, traditions and beliefs of the old 
Southwest and Mexico. In order to train a 
teacher for a bilingual-bicultural classroom, this 
four-year course seeks to complement educa- 


tional theory and professional education courses 
by developing skills that will prepare the potential 
teacher for a situation in which both Spanish and 
English will be used in actual classroom teaching.

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To. more nearly relate teaching skills or 
to the real performance 
world of the teacher, the Teacher Corps program 
at Emporia State College proposes that the intern 
demonstrate teacher competencies through a se- 
ries of performance projects in each of five per- 
formance areas. These performance areas, 
selected from the real experience world of the in- 
tern, are: (1) facilitating the growth and develop- 
ment of individual students; (2) providing instruc- 
tion and facilitating group processes with a group 
of students; (3) promoting a positive climate in 
the school; (4) facilitating school involvement in 
the community and community involvement in 
the school; and (5) communicating ideas and ex- 
periences to others in the teaching profession. 
The individual in training contracts for projects 
and is responsible to the training team for 
demonstrating that (1) the objectives of the pro- 
ject were achieved and (2) that a systematic 
learning process was used in planning and imple- 
menting the project. The key to the successful 
completion of a performance project is the Syste- 
matic Learning Process Model involving 12 
stages: initial search; debriefing and clarifying 
goals; data collection and initial write-up; strategy 
development; consideration of skills and 
resources; final write-up; competency develop- 
ment; project approval; project implementation; 
project write-up; project evaluation; and sign-off 
or recycle. Possible performance projects in each 
of the five areas are illustrated, and some specific 
comments about performance projects are 
presented. (MM) 
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This paper focuses on various settings in an in- 
termediate school--the library, the gym, art class, 
and the homeroom--described from the point of 
view of a participant observer. It reports the 
results of a year-long study conducted at Long- 
branch, an experimental school associated with 
the Learning Research and Development Center 
at the University of Pittsburgh, with the aim of 
relating pupils’ activities to the varying school 
settings in which they take place. Pupils were in- 
terviewed to elicit their shared cognitive map of 
the activities domain. Five major categories 
emerged: working, helping, making, playing, and 
fooling around. The first section of the paper of- 
fers a description, based on the year-long Partici- 
pant observation, of the various settings in the 
school. The second section presents data that 
give an indication of the actual frequency of the 
major pupil-named activities and the relative 
frequencies of these activities in different settings. 





In the third section, the pupils’ cognitive map of 
their activities is contrasted with the teachers’ 
view of the same activities. There is some dif- 
ference in the views of the pupils and the 
teachers. Conclusions drawn are that: (1) pupils 
play a role in the management of their school 
life; (2) they do not always behave in conformity 
with the expectations of the teachers or the 
planned agenda of the various settings; and (3) 
their view of and justifications for their own 
behavior have not been taught to them by their 
teachers. Appendixes include a weekly schedule 
of classes for a fourth-grade section, a pupil 
behavior observation schedule, and an excerpt of 
an interview with a fourth-grade teacher. (MM) 
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Three important goals of general education are: 

(1) to hone critical reading skills so that students 

will gain the skills of acquiring and processing the 

information demanded for meaningful participa- 
tion in a free society; (2) to develop and refine 
valuing skills in order that students will feel com- 
petent about and operate efficiently in decision- 
making situations; and (3) to increase the 
number of human themes students may employ in 
order to understand and share personal ex- 
periences with others. This monograph presents a 
set of classroom activities, called ‘‘value sheets,” 
that enable classroom teachers to pursue these 
goals concurrently. Value sheets are carefully 
planned and written learning activities containing 
at least four elements: (1) a narrative presenta- 
tion of a social situation within which an in- 
dividual or group must make a decision; (2) an 
individual reaction guide called a ‘decision 
sheet”; (3) a group reaction guide; and (4) 
discussion starters, questions, and directions for 
the teacher. In order to participate fully in the 
learning activities, students must acquire seven 
critical reading skills (which are identified and 
defined) that will enable learning on three levels-- 
comprehension, analysis, and personalization. The 
theme of the learning activities presented here is 
courage; several value sheets are included. (MM) 
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This publication is a collection of papers and

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This document examines the policy issue of 

balance between the National Institute of Educa- 

tion’s (NIE) role in directing research and 
development projects and that of field-initiated 
efforts in the educational R/D & I field. The issue 
is approached from a systems analysis view: NIE’s

— initiated through the unsolicited route.

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This paper originated as part of the early 
phases of internal planning within the National 
Institute for Education (NIE). A status study was 
conducted of the existing system of educational 
research and development (R&D) which (1) pro- 
vided a framework of information as an initial 
context for framing policy and (2) examined a 
major mandate, given to NIE in its creating 
legislation, to build an effective educational R&D 
system. Three parallel courses of action were fol- 
lowed to gather information on the status of the 
R&D system: (1) data collection; (2) develop- 
ment of a larger framework of analysis to guide 
subsequent work (the present paper); and (3) 
design of a plan for an administrative unit of NIE 
charged with monitoring the development of the 
national R&D system and sponsoring studies re- 
lated to its operation. The discussion here, cen- 
tered on the framework development, divides into 
three major sections. The first section presents a 
framework of discourse on modelling. A special- 
ized vocabulary is introduced and basic concepts 
of monitoring are presented. A “bridge”’ is pro- 
vided between the simplified discussion of 
modelling presented here and a number of 
models not discussed. The second section 
presents a set of general criteria for tracing boun- 
daries of educational R&D systems and expands 
the concept of educational R&D beyond usual 
acceptation. The third section deals with a 
specific framework for modelling the R&D 
system and reporting on it that is sufficiently 
comprehensive to accommodate most current 
models of R&D and the great majority of data 
available from either large-scale sampling at the 
national level or research on portions of the 
system. A_ concluding section relates the 
framework to NIE concerns. Appended is the 
author’s view of how R&D fits into the world of 
knowledge. (MM) 
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This text was prepared to aid three groups of 
people: those who expect to become teachers, su- 
pervisors, or directors of physical education and 
athletics; those already in the field administering 
high school physical education programs; and 
those whose primary interest is coaching but who 
need suggestions and guidance in handling atten- 
dant administrative problems. Items discussed 
deal with the history and development of athletic 
activities; national, state, and local policies con- 
cerning athletic eligibility; contest management;

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This handbook describes the steps that have 

been taken to control child abuse. Seven areas of

litem (an attorney appointed by the court to 
represent an abused child in legal proceedings); 
(6) central registry; (7) child protection teams. 
Appendix A lists action on child abuse and 
neglect taken by every state and the District of 
Columbia. Appendix B lists the reporting statutes 
of every state, the specific citation of the statute, 
and when it was last amended. (JD) 
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In this booklet the importance of parent educa- 

tion as a preventive strategy for child abuse is 

discussed. Many individual differences exist in the 
area of needs, strengths, and weaknesses related 
to effective child-rearing and parental competen- 
cies. Program goals for parent education would 
emphasize the following: (1) a primary concern 
for strengthening the family unit that recognizes 
and acknowledges the complexity of relation- 
ships, needs, and unique goals; (2) public recog- 
nition and acknowledgment of the complexity 
and importance of the parenting role to our 
present society and future survival; (3) develop- 
ment of strategies that would involve parents in 
the process of specifying goals and objectives 
relevant to them, their children, and their hopes 
and aspirations; (4) development of materials 
that are directed to social and emotional goals for 
children and parents as well as the somewhat nar- 

rower school-related goals and concerns; (5) 

developing training programs for personnel that 

take into account appropriate strategies for work- 
ing with families, adults as well as children; and 

(6) developing strategies that would facilitate the 

coordination and full utilization of all existing 

delivery systems for parent education. (JD) 
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This document is an examination of the legal 
provisions for physical education in elementary 
and secondary schools in the state of Indiana, 
based upon the Legislative Acts of 1919. The 
paper is divided into three sections, examining 
(1) the general relationship between the State 
Board of Health and the State Department of 
Public Instruction, and the duties of the Division 
of Health and Physical Education; (2) the aims 
and purposes of the course of physical education 
established under the 1919 Acts and physical 
education requirements for graduation as stated 
in the ADMINISTRATIVE HANDBOOK FOR 
INDIANA SCHOOLS; and (3) a comparison of 
the Indiana requirements for physical education 
with those of other states, as drawn from statistics 
in the STATE REQUIREMENTS IN PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION FOR TEACHERS AND STU- 
DENTS, published by the American Association 
for Health, Physical Education and Recreation in 
1973. (MB) 
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This document makes a number of observa- 
tions about physical fitness in America. Among 
them are: (1) the symptoms of aging (fat accu- 
mulation, lowered basal metabolic rate, loss of 
muscular strength, reduction in motor fitness, 
reduction in work capacity, etc.) are not the 
result of disease but disuse; (2) society conditions 
the individual to believe that at age forty he is on 
the way down hill, at fifty he is old, at sixty he 
should be preparing to die; (3) American men 
and women could improve their life expectancy 
from seven to eleven years by practicing good 
health habits; (4) women are twice as likely as 
men to exercise to lose weight, but men are more 
likely to exercise for health reasons or because it 
makes them feel good. Implications of these 
views for improving physical education programs 
and persuading people to exercise regularly, in- 
clude: (1) expanding physical education programs 
into elementary and junior high schools; (2) ex- 
panding intramural sports programs for both men 
and women; (3) concentrating on lifelong sports; 
(4) improving public facilities for jogging, 
swimming, bicycling; (5) promoting jogging and 
weight training for adults; (6) providing informa- 
tion on scheduling exercise into a daily routine; 
(7) changing the concept of old age as a barrier 
to exercise; (8) using arguments toward health, 
vanity, and pleasure as motivation techniques for 
physical exercise; (9) providing information on 
kinds and amounts of exercise necessary for 
developing and maintaining physical fitness. Stu- 
dies have shown that physical fitness scores 
(which have not improved for boys or girls in the 
last decade) can be raised by giving added 
emphasis to physical activities in the public 
school system. (MB) 
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This bibliography brings together much of the 

literature prepared by individuals, organizations, 

and agencies that have designed or are attempt- 
ing to design instruments for the definition and 

measurement of the levels of health within a 

given population. It includes citations and ab- 

stracts of documents identified by the National 

Health Planning Information Center between May 

and October 1976 from literature searches of the 

files of the center, the Clearinghouse on Health 

Indexes, the National Technical Information Ser- 

vice, Medline, and other automated and manual 

sources of information.

All references to documents have been classified 

according to three major subject categories: 

Health Status Measures, Health Status Assess- 

ment Studies, and the Evaluation of Health Care 

Services. All citations are accompanied by an ab- 

stract of the material contained in the document. 

An author index is included. (MM) 
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This document is a legislative proposal sub- 

mitted in the U. S. House of Representatives for 

the funding of a summer sports program for dis- 
advantaged youths. The proposed program would 
seek to provide such people with an opportunity 
for sports instruction and competition in a con- 
text of high quality facilities and supervision, in- 
cluding instruction concerning employment, study 
and career opportunities, association with college 
instructors and athletes, and exposure to college 
and university campuses. Proposed expenditures 
are $5 million for FY 1977, $7 million for FY 

1978, and $10 million for each fiscal year 

thereafter for the life of the bill. (MB) 
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The purpose of this study was to compare the 
coronary heart disease (CHD) probability esti- 
mates of a group of sedentary males involved in 
an exercise stress test program from 1968 
through 1974 with those of a comparison group 
of sedentary males not involved in the program. 
The program was designed to evaluate cardiopul- 
monary function and improve cardiopulmonary 
efficiency through exercise programs on the basis 
of performance feedback from periodic exercise 
stress test evaluation. Data were collected an- 
nually, and CHD risk scores were developed 
using the following variables: age, serum 
cholesterol, systolic blood p 
relative body weight, cigarette smoking, and ECG 
patterns. Risk scores for the two groups as a 
whole did not differ significantly upon entry into 
the program, but for each year of participation in 
the exercise stress test program, scores for the 
comparison group were significantly greater than 
those in the test group. Conclusions drawn from 
the study are (1) probability estimates for quanti- 
fying the likelihood of CHD development are 
beneficial in identifying individuals for examina- 
tion or treatment and for observing difference in 
risk among groups of people; and (2) sedentary 
individuals who participate on a regular basis in 
an exercise program have a significantly lower 
probability of developing CHD than individuals 
who do not participate in such a program. (MB)

In order to determine the behaviors 
most appropriate for judging effectiveness, a 
modified Delphi survey involving two contacts 
with the survey population in the form of Probes 
I and II was conducted. The jury was selected 
from among those most active in judging teaching 
competence. Behaviors suggested in Probe I 
responses were synthesized to form Probe Il. 
Those statements not stated in sentences or 
phrases using active verbs and those that were 
obvious duplications were excluded from the 
second probe. Means and modes were derived for 
each suggested behavior. Those having both 
means and modes of five or above were selected 
as primary behaviors indicating success in the 
category for which they were suggested. Each 
behavior is presented in its appropriate category 
in rank order, preceded by its mean and followed 
by its mode. The volume of primary behaviors 
identified (1,129) renders the lists too cumber- 
some for actual use in a teacher education or stu- 
dent teaching program, but may be made more 
manageable in two ways: (1) by determining ap- 
parent general areas of behavior identified as 
being of concern to teachers, and (2) by cluster- 
ing the suggested behaviors that may be called 
enabling behaviors or objectives to form terminal 
objectives. Fifteen such terminal objectives 
enabling behavior syntheses are presented to il- 
lustrate the simplification technique.

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This booklet is divided into five sections. The 

first discusses the differences between education 
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costs and education expenditures and the alterna- 
tive ways that education costs can be measured. 
The second section shows how economic analysis 
can be used to isolate and measure the factors 
that cause differences in education costs. Section 
three presents the economic framework that is 
used to construct the cost indices, discusses the 
cost indices that were developed, and analyzes 
the effect of their use on the distribution of state 
equalization aid.

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This paper is an annotated list of fifty docu- 

ments on the reconceptualist philosophy of cur- 

ticulum theory delivered and/or published since 

1973 and many of those published prior to 1973 

which had a formative influence on the move- 

ment. Each source is identified by author, title, 

editor, and publishing date, and each is sum- 

marized and evaluated in a short essay. (MB) 
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This experiment on teacher effectiveness 
focuses on the causal effects of teacher behavior 
within the classroom recitation. Each of four 
teachers used one of eight treatments in teaching 
an ecology course to eight sixth-grade groups. 
The treatments differed at two levels of teacher 
structuring, soliciting, and reacting. High structur- 
ing consisted of reviewing, stating objectives, out- 
lining the lesson, indicating important points, and 
summarizing. Low structuring was the absence of 
these behaviors. High soliciting consisted of ask- 
ing a large percentage of “‘thought”’ questions and 
waiting about three seconds or more after a stu- 
dent's response before calling on a second stu- 
dent. Low soliciting asked a low percentage of 
“thought” questions and waited only a short time 
after response. High reacting consisted of praising 
correct responses, providing reasons for wrong 
answers, and prompting. Low reacting consisted 
of using neutral feedback after correct response 
and not providing reasons for wrong answers. 
Tests were given to the students before and after 
the experiment. Results suggest that uncontrolled 
and unmeasured teacher behaviors and charac- 
teristics influenced student achievement and at- 
titude. Analyses indicate that student perceptions 
mediated the effects of structuring and reacting. 
A follow-up study showed that merely reading the 
materials contributed substantially less to student 
achievement than the combination of reading and 
teaching. Statistical tables are included. Five ap- 
pendixes outline the elements of the nine-lesson 
unit used in the experiment. (Author/JD) 
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Identifiers—In Training Evaluation Report, Royal 
College of Physicians and Surgeons of Canada 
The stability of the structure underlying a four- 
teen item rating scale (the In-Training Evaluation 
Report) when completed on two different groups 
of medical candidates was investigated at the 
Royal College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
Canada. In addition the relationship between the 
rating scale score and scores on other measures 
such as multiple choice and oral tests is reported. 
Results indicate that the factorial structures were 
similar for both groups of candidates and that the 
correlations between the scale and other mea- 
sures were low. Implications for further research 
and improvement of the scale are also discussed. 
(Author/RC) 
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Identifiers—Career Development Responsibility 
Scale, Career Maturity Inventory 
This study was designed to study the effect of 
locus of control on the career maturity of a cross- 
section of age groups. The effects of race and sex 
were also studied. The Career Development 
Responsibility Scale (Thomas, 1974), the Career 
Maturity Inventory Attitude Scale (Crites, 1973), 
and a measure of socioeconomic status were em- 
ployed to collect the data. The latter variable was 
used as a covariable. The analysis of covariance 
produced significant main effects for race and 
locus of control. The mean maturity score was 
significantly greater for whites. Externals were 
significantly less mature in their career attitudes. 
(Author) 
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The non-response bias analysis of data from a 
stratified nationwide probability sample of high 
school seniors produced evidence in support of 
the hypothesis that nonrespondents tend to be of 
lower ‘“‘educational level’ than respondents. A 
partial-response bias analysis of the same data in- 
dicated that there were similarities between the 
biases of non-response and those of partial- 
response, but that different subsets of the partial- 
response data were not necessarily consistent in 
the kind, amount, or direction of partial-response 
bias. It was conjectured that similar inconsisten- 
cies might be found among nonrespondents, and 
that descriptors such as “‘educational level” might 
not be pervasive in characterizing differences 
between respondents and nonrespondents. Such 
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terms as “educational level’’ probably require 
reification and objectification as well; when edu- 
cational level is defined as the number of 
semesters of coursework taken in certain 
designated subjects, higher numbers of courses 
taken are not always positively associated with 
the tendency to respond. It was also conjecturec 
that there might be a continuum of completeness 
of responding, from nonrespondent through par- 
tial-respondent to full-respondent, with bias exist- 
ing between any two points on the continuum. 
(Author) 
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The politics of assessment in New Jersey are 
examined in this study. Two basic questions ad- 
dressed are: (1) what roles did competing interest 
groups play in the development and utilization of 
statewide assessment? and (2) has the con- 
troversy over the Educational Assessment Pro- 
gram (EAP) changed the impact of any of these 
groups on the future development of assessment 
policy in New Jersey? The paper follows the stan- 
dard presentation of a case study analysis. First, 
the setting of the controversy is examined by 
tracing the development and application of state- 
wide testing in New Jersey from 1970 to the 
present. The primary sources in this effort were 
court decisions in Robinson v. Cahill and Chap- 
pell v. Commissioner of Education and 
newspaper accounts. Second, the actors involved 
in the controversy over statewide testing are 
delineated, and from interviews with these actors 
their positions on the use of EAP to evaluate 
education in New Jersey are related. Third, the 
role of these groups are explored in four events-- 
the reappointment of Carl Marburger as Commis- 
sioner of Education, the Chappel v. Commis- 
sioner of Education case, the legislation of state- 
wide minimum standards--in order to ascertain 
how they influenced the development and use of 
statewide tests. The paper concludes with a brief 
discussion of the consequences of the EAP con- 
troversy on future assessment activities and the 
effectiveness of the EAP. (Author/RC) 
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Bayesian techniques were developed for ap- 

proximating the joint and marginal distributions 

of universe scores in single-facit-mixed-model 

designs with unknown covariance structure. Em- 

pirical results indicate that when compared with 

Cronbach's estimates, marginal means obtained 

through this procedure are substantially better 

predictors of subsequent performance.

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Identifiers—California, *Driver Licensing 
The purpose of this study was to evaluate both 

the written Department of Motor Vehicles 

(DMV) driver licensing test, and a large sample 

of driver knowledge test items selected from the 

University of Michigan’s Highway Safety 

Research Institute (HSRI) item pool. Test forms 

were administered to 48,000 California drivers 

license applicants. The variables analyzed were 
subject’s sex, age, education, annual mileage, and 
prior six year driving record in relationship to test 
form and item scores. New test forms were 
created and were compared to DMV forms. For 
each test form, the highest test score correlation 
obtained was with applicant's education, although 
education had no relationship to accidents or 
convictions. For all DMV test forms combined, 
correlations of total scores with driving record 
variables were all significant, indicating renewal 
applicants with better prior driving records ob- 
tained higher test scores. Original drivers license 
applicants scored lower than renewal applicants. 

HSRI items and test forms were more related to 

applicant’s biographical variables than were DMV 

items and test forms. Forms created with HSRI 

items from the initial HSRI item pool screening 

were less related to driving record than DMV 

forms. Final forms, created with items that were 

the most accident related, were no more or less 

related to driving record than DMV forms. A 

summary is appended. (Author/RC) 
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Due to the small samples and variance of the 
Tests of General Educational Development 
(GED) requirements in the reported research, it 
is difficult to generalize the obtained results in 
counseling situations. It is the purpose of this 
study to set up multiple cutoff norms for the 
General Aptitude Test Battery (GATB) using the 
Statistical techniques employed in GATB 
research. A secondary purpose is the verification 
on a larger sample of the results obtained in three 
reported studies in Missouri, Wisconsin, and 
Nevada. The analysis showed that the multiple 
cutoff battery norms G (General Ability)-90, V 
(Verbal Aptitude)-85, and Q (Clerical Percep- 
tion) -95 coupled with special regard to high G 
and V scores can be very useful in the prediction 
of success on the GED with the Minnesota 
requirements, and useful although to a somewhat 
lesser degree, for the higher Missouri require- 
ment. This study has duplicated some aspects of 
the results of the three reported studies, in that 
the G and V aptitudes have the best predictive 
possibilities for use with the GED, and that scores 
of 110 or greater on either of these aptitudes in- 
dicate almost definite passage. It is not reasona- 
ble, obviously, to discourage GED attempts by 
persons scoring less than 110 on these aptitudes, 
and observation of this score should only be 
made in combination with the aptitude battery 
norms. (Author/RC) 
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Identifiers— University of Connecticut 
The purpose of this dissertation is to provide 

evidence bearing on the question of the influence 
of the grades students receive on their ratings of 
the college teachers who gave them those grades. 
Specifically, certain characteristics of the grade 
distribution within each course section are evalu- 
ated as predictors of the students’ ratings of the 
teacher of that course section. Multivariate 
techniques were employed to evaluate data across 
an entire university. Over 30,000 anonymous stu- 
dent ratings of 2,360 course sections were col- 
lected after students had received final course 
grades, and without student or administrator 
knowledge that the ratings would be used in the 
study. Factor analysis was used to reduce the 
eight-item rating instrument to a single criterion 
variable. Subsequently, stepwise multiple regres- 
sion analysis was used, both to reduce an initial 
battery of predictors to an optimally reduced sub- 
set, and to test the incremental importance of 
certain grading variables as predictors of the 
criterion.. The primary implication of the study is 
that there is a relationship between grades and 
ratings, but it only accounts for about nine per- 
cent of the variance in the ratings. There is a sig- 
nificant bias, but factors other than grades must 
also be influencing student ratings. Whether or 
not these other factors are valid measures of 
teaching effectiveness remains to be determined, 
but one seemingly invalid factor (the grading 
bias) has been identified. (Author/RC) 
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The National Highway Traffic Safety Adminis- 
tration’s (NHTSA) Driver Education Evaluation 
Program and this initial report to Congress on 
that program are concerned with the first coun- 
termeasure within the driver programing area. 
Primary concern in this report is to provide the 
following information: (1) the context within 
which the driver education effort exists; (2) the 
case against the young driver as the primary tar- 
get group for driver education efforts; (3) a brief

(6) a review of NHTSA-supported efforts in this 
area.

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Identifiers—*Nursery School Leadership Obser- 
vation Schedule, *Nursery School Leadership 
Rating Scale 
The purposes of this study were to: (1) develop 

a valid and reliable instrument for direct record- 

ing of leadership behavioral characteristics of 

nursery school children; (2) develop a valid and 
reliable scale for teachers’ rating of leadership 
behavioral characteristics of nursery school chil- 
dren; and (3) determine the degree of correlation 
between the observational measure of children’s 
leadership behavioral characteristics and the 
teachers’ ratings of children’s leadership 
behavior. The Nursery School Leadership Obser- 
vation Schedule (NSLOS) was so devised as to 
cover all the relevant behavior patterns which 
could be recorded within a five-minute observa- 
tion period. The Nursery School Leadership Rat- 
ing Scale (NSLRS) consisted of the same set of 
behavior units as the NSLOS in order to secure 
correlations of the two schedules. Each cvale was 

a seven-point graphic series. The correlation of 

the observed and rated behaviors fulfilled the 

function of adding or subtracting further con- 
fidence in the validity of the instruments. The 
findings of the observation recorded on the 

NSLOS showed a relatively high and significant 

intraclass reliability among four observers. How- 

ever, the ratings as graded by the raters on the 

NSLRS indicated that the intraclass reliability 

among the raters was high and significant, but the 

intraclass reliability of the fellowship ratings was 
comparatively lower. Possible explanations are of- 
fered. It can be assumed that the NSLOS and the 

NSLRS are in general valid and reliable for the 

measurement of leadership characteristics among 

nursery school children. Both instruments are ap- 
pended. (RC) 
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The development of environmental process 

measures marks a significant step forward in the 

assessment of environment quality. As Bloom 

(1964) predicted, these measures have made it 

possible to more clearly delineate the relationship 

between environment and development. Although 
factorial structure of many process instruments is 
open to question, there is evidence of substantial 
empirical validity for most. Greater attention now 
needs to be paid to establishing the validity of 
process instruments for specific purposes such as 

gnosis, and program evaluation. En- 
vironmental process measures have been used 
with a variety of age and cultural groups. Most of 
the studies done outside the United States were 
not reported in this paper. Adaptations of instru- 
ments for use with other groups should be made 
with caution with emphasis given to establishing 

the appropriateness of each item for use with a 

particular age group in a particular social con- 

text. While much additional work needs to be 
done in developing good environmental process 
measures, it is concluded that these measures can 
be usefully employed for a variety of research 
and applied purposes. Particular attention should 
be given to designing short, easy to administer in- 
struments for use in educational and clinical 
settings. Significant improvements in research in- 
struments may be more dependent on the 
development of more adequate theories about the 
relationship between environment and develop- 
ment. In both cases, the use of environmental 
measures is likely to make a substantial contribu- 
tion to the adequacy of the information obtained.

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Grade Point Average, Grades (Scholastic), 
*Higher Education, Statistical Analysis 
Using two university classroom groups taught 

by the same instructor, this study investigated the 

relationship of seating choice to number of verbal 
classroom responses, cumulative grade point 
average (GPA), and grade in class for both rows 
and ‘“‘action zones” to identify classroom areas. 

Class 1 (where students chose seats) showed a 

significant difference in action zones, i.e., more

This volume is a compilation of annotated 
references to social science measures and is 
designed to facilitate the search for and retrieval 
of appropriate measurement information in 
several fields of interest. The volume should be 
particularly useful to researchers as well as 
teachers and students in psychology, sociology, 
social work, psychiatry, public health, and politi- 
cal science. The volume grew out of an effort to 
build a comprehensive, computerized national 
repository of social science measures. The first of 
the volume’s two major sections lists the original 
sources for each of 3,000 instruments of attitude 
measurement.

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Identifiers—* Individually Guided Education 
The results of an initial evaluation study of In- 

dividually Guided Education (IGE) are presented. 

A matched sample of IGE and non-IGE schools 

was compared on a variety of direct and indirect 

outcome measures. Findings indicated general 

support for the achievement of direct outcomes, 

with few differences between IGE and control 

schools shown on indirect outcome measures. 

Conclusions and recommendations are directed 

both toward further evaluation efforts as well as 

to identifying issues in furthering research and 

development on IGE.

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Identifiers—Wisconsin Design for Reading Skill 
Development 
This report describes the evaluation plan for 

the 1973-74 small-scale field test of the Com- 

prehension element of the Wisconsin Design for 

Reading Skill Development and presents results 

for the eight field test objectives investigated. 

These objectives, the first three grouped under 

the rubric product usability and the next five 

grouped under product effectiveness, are: (1) to

identify specific errors, omissions, and confusions 
in the product's components; (4) to compare on 
the product's objectives the mastery levels of the 
implementation group versus the preimplementa- 
tion group; (5) to compare on standardized tests 

related to Comprehension the scores of the im- 

plementation group versus the preimplementation 
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group; (6) to determine whether implementation 
groups increased their achievement level on stan- 
dardized tests related to Comprehension more 
than would be expected; (7) to ascertain the per- 
centage of learners mastering the product’ 8 objec- 
tives at an 80 p t level i diately after in- 
struction in those skills; and (8) to ascertain 
learner retention rates on the product's objectives 
with an eight-week intermission between skill 
mastery and retesting. (RC) 
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This paper, which is part of the work of the 
Stanford University Environment for Teaching 
Program, discusses problems that are repeatedly 
found in the literature on formative evaluation, 
with emphasis on the special difficulties of con- 
ducting formative evaluation in schools. It defines 
the requirements of effective formative evaluation 
as (1) a link between evaluation and decision 
making (provided by continuous assessment and 
feedback), (2) involvement of all who will be af- 
fected by decisions based on evaluation, (3) a 
theoretical framework to support the evaluation, 
and (4) close attention to the school’s social and 
political setting. On the basis of this discussion 
the paper suggests a survey-feedback approach 
which provides objective information and a 
process involving all relevant constituencies in a 
dialogue with natural work groups in the school 
to define school problems and develop strategies 
for their solution. This formative evaluation 
strategy is aimed at institutionalizing problem 
solving in a school, and in this regard the paper 
examines the problems and prospects of the ap- 
proach. (Author/RC) 
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Identifiers—Statistical Inference 
Bayesian statistical inference is unfamiliar to 
many educational evaluators. While the classical 
model is useful in educational research, it is not 
as useful in evaluation because of the need to 
identify solutions to practical problems based on 
a wide spectrum of information. The reason 
Bayesian analysis is effective for decision making 
is that it defines probability as a measure of 
opinion or belief, rather than as long-term 
frequency. Defining probability as a measure of 
opinion or belief enables the Bayesian investiga- 
tor to consider a wider range of information than 
is possible with the traditional model. Personal 
expertise, logical analysis, and soft data from a 
wide variety of sources serve to shape opinion 
about a state of nature, with experimental data 
providing additional information either for or 
against the prior opinion of the evaluator. In clas- 
sical statistics, prior knowledge or opinion is 
ignored. However, when practical decisions must 
be made the Bayesian stresses that all knowledge 
should be brought to bear on the problem rather 
than just an isolated set of data. Because of the 
decision-making orientation of the evaluator, the 
Bayesian model should be considered as an alter- 
native to classical inference. Since the Bayesian 
model views probability as a measure of opinion 
rather than as a long-term frequency, the statisti- 
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cal requirements for it are actually greater than 
for the classical statistician. Use of a wider range 
of distributions than with classical statistics de- 
mands more statistical skills than many evaluators 
currently possess. However, the questions raised 
by the Bayesian model are useful even if the 
model is not totally adopted. (Author/RC) 
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Evidence indicates that college grades have in- 

creased on the average and that the college- 

bound population has decreased in traditional 
kinds of academic skills, based on observed 
declines on the Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT) 
and the American College Test (ACT). But the 
relationship between these traditional skills and 
grades appears not to have changed. It is specu- 
lated that, despite the increase in average grades, 
the reliability of the grades awarded by college 
professors has not diminished. If either grades or 
test scores had decreased in reliability, then the 
correlations between the two would probably 
have decreased. The test score reliability is care- 
fully maintained. Whatever the case, the impact 
of grade inflation and score decline can probably 
be anticipated. Already there is evidence that 
grades are beginning to deflate. And with the 
wide-spread public concern about test score 
declines, it may be expected that these will begin 
to level off and even to rise in the next few years. 
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A summary is provided of the rationale for 
questioning the applicability of classical reliability 
measures to criterion referenced tests; an exten- 
sion of the classical theory of true and error 
scores to incorporate a theory of dichotomous 
decisions; a presentation of the mean split-half 
coefficient of agreement, a single-administration 
test index designed to measure the internal con- 
sistency of dichotomous classifications; and infor- 
mation concerning the properties, under varying 
conditions, of this new coefficient and several 
other single-administration test indices, as well as 
their interrelationships. Simulated data were used 
to provide answers to questions about the 
behavior of coefficient beta relative to variations 
in score distribution, criterion level, number of 
examinees, number of items, and certain basic 
test statistics. It was determined that coefficient 
beta increases as the number of items increases, 
but in a manner different from that predicted by 
the Spearman-Brown prophecy formula. It was 
also shown that the value of the coefficient in- 
creases as the bulk of scores departs from the 
criterion cutoff. Relationships between coefficient 
beta and other test indices are presented. Most 
prominent among these is the indication that for 
unimodal score distributions, coefficient beta and 





Livingston’s criterion referenced reliability coeffi- 
cient have similar ranges of value and fluctua- 
tions over criterion level, whereas this relation- 
ship does not hold for bimodal distributions, since 
coefficient beta is sensitive to the mode(s) of the 
score distribution while Livingston's coefficient is 
sensitive to the test mean. (Author/RC) 
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This report examines how selection fairness is 

influenced by the item characteristics of a selec- 

tion instrument in terms of its distribution of item 
difficulties, level of item discrimination, and 
degree of item bias. Computer simulation was 
used in the administration of conventional ability 
tests to a hypothetical target population consist- 
ing of a minority and a majority subgroup. Fair- 
ness was evaluated by three indices which reflect 
the degree of differential validity, errors in pre- 
diction (Cleary’s model) and proportion of appli- 
cants exceeding a selection cutoff (Thorndike’s 

model). Major findings were: (1) tests with a 

uniform distribution of difficulties had fairness 

properties generally superior to tests having a 

peaked distribution of item difficulties; (2) sub- 

group validity differences can be expected to 
occur when test items are biased against one of 
the subgroups; (3) when differential prediction is 
used, the Thorndike model reflects varying 
degrees of unfairness due to item bias and other 
test characteristics, while the Cleary and validity 
models do not; and (4) differential prediction 
provides fairer selection than the use of majority 
prediction only, regardless of the internal charac- 
teristics of the test, although substantial degrees 
of unfairness still exist under certain test item 
configurations. It was concluded that the internal 
characteristics of a selection instrument will af- 
fect the fairness of test scores in specific applica- 
tions and that further research is needed to 
delineate which testing strategies and/or item 
characteristics are optimal in reducing unfairness. 
(Author) 
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The Comprehensive Tests of Basic Skills 
(CTBS/S) was the nationally standardized, norm- 
referenced test selected for the Idaho Statewide 
Testing Program for 1976-77. It provided basic 
skills measures in reading, language, mathematics, 
total battery, reference skills, science and social 
studies. Students in the 4th, 8th and 11th grades 
from 51 of Idaho’s 115 school districts were 
selected on a random basis for participation in 
the testing program. The sampling procedure pro- 
vided a sample representative of the state's stu- 
dents both by geographic location and by size of 
school attended. Analysis of the data compared 
the mean (average) performance of Idaho stu- 
dents on the CTBS/S measures to the mean per- 
formance of the national norm group, and com- 
pared Idaho's upper and lower students to their 
counterparts in the national norm group.

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The objectives of the project were to (1) deter- 

mine whether students making a_ subjective 

evaluation of other students will tend to grade 
their friends higher than others they do not know 
as well, (2) whether the use of an evaluation in- 
strument reduces the subjectivitiy of student 
judgment, and (3) what differences there may be 
between a grade based on a general impression 
and one based on evaluating particular points. 
The research-instructor prepared an evaluation 
form for students to use in subjective grading of 
other students’ performances on 12 points. The 
evaluators also furnished numerical scores of 
their overall impressions of the performances.

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The study compared the relationship of the 
contract plan of student evaluation and a tradi- 
tional type of evaluation, for changes in 
knowledge and attitudes during a college course 
in ecological relationships. The Syracuse Environ- 
mental Awareness Test was used to measure both 
cognitive and affective changes. In the experi- 
mental group the contract plan of evaluation was 
utilized. Subjects were evaluated on the number 
of course objectives which were completed 
satisfactorily. In the control group, a traditional 
type of student evaluation was used. The students 
were evaluated on the scores they received on 
three examinations. Although there was no 
Statistically significant difference between the two 
groups when compared, there were several fac- 
tors which gave credence to the hypothesis that 
the traditional method was superior to the con- 
tract method.

texts used in their classrooms. It also serves as a 

source of supplementary information on third 

world peoples’ and womens’ history. The second 

article is about the Iowa Plan which describes a 

due process for handling book challenges. Ac- 

companying this article is a description of a 

workshop on “Sensitivity to Challenged Material; 

An Orientation to Censorship”. In the third arti- 

cle a teacher describes her use of role playing as 

a method for countering Native American stereo- 

types. (PR) 
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This introductory book on Asian Americans 
and Pacific Islanders is written by a Pilipino 
American who writes with a personal point of 
view. The book begins with a discussion of the 
history of Pilipino immigration into the U.S. It 
describes an Asian American community in San 
Francisco. The growth and development of the 
Pilipino Organizing Committee and the Asian 
Presbyterian Caucus are traced. Insights into 
ethnic mobilization for social change are also of- 
fered. It is suggested that there is diversity in all 
these ethnic groups.

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This annual evaluation report summarizes the 
operations and effectiveness of the Elementary 
Secondary Education Act Title I program in 
Nevada during Fiscal Year 1974-75. Fourteen of 
the 16 eligible school districts received supple- 
mental aid. The Department of Health, Welfare 
and Rehabilitation administered Title I projects at 
the Nevada State Hospital, Nevada Girls Training 
Center and the Nevada Youth Training Center. 


The principle components of the Nevada Title I 
program were mathematics, reading, language 
arts, school attitude (elementary), mental health; 
and attendance, sewing and physical education

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tive Program 
This is a study of a voucher program ad- 
ministered by the Portland Work Incentive Pro- 
gram (WIN). The voucher program was designed 
to give WIN participants: (1) the freedom to 
choose their own occupations and vocational 
training schools; and (2) the responsibility for ar- 
ranging to enroll in those schools. The primary 
role of WIN staff members was to provide infor- 
mation and personal support when asked to to so. 
As of May 1974, institutional vocational training 
vouchers were available to all WIN participants. 
Each voucher was good for up to one year of 
training in any school in the _ Portland 
metropolitan area. There was no cost-of-training 
limit. Voucher recipients were interviewed, first, 
when they used their vouchers, and, second, 
when they compieted or dropped out of training. 
This report discusses the first interview. One hun- 
dred and fifty-four voucher recipients were inter- 
viewed. Their responses were compared with 
those of 163 persons who had participated in 
WIN institutional training under conventional 
procedures. The study concludes that the 
vouchering of training in WIN was feasible in 
Portland. Vouchering resulted in more clients 
having more freedom to make their own deci- 
sions than had been the case in the regular pro- 
gram.

In 1974, vouchers for institutional vocational 
training were available in the Work Incentive 
Program (WIN) in Portland, Oregon, from April 
until the end of September. Voucher recipients 
were allowed up to six weeks in which to decide 
about a training occupation, locate an ap- 
propriate school, and make arrangements for en- 
rollment. Relationships between the WIN staff 
and WIN clients were restructured: Whereas staff 
members had given directive counseling to their 
clients, they now gave information and personal 
support in a nondirective manner. Three quarters 
of the voucher recipients were women. One hun- 
dred fifty four voucher recipients were inter- 
viewed when they committed their vouchers to 
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training schools (i.e. in the committment phase). 
Equivalent questions were asked of 163 trainees 
who did not have vouchers. Responses of voucher 
recipients and trainees without vouchers were 
compared. These responses dealt with such topics 
as: the characteristics of institutional trainees; the 
trainee’s predispositions toward occupations when 
they entered WIN and the ways in which institu- 
tional training was presented to them initially; the 
extent to which trainees engaged in decision-mak- 
ing about participation in institution training as 
well as about training occupations and schools; 
the occupations and schools chosen; and, the fac- 
tors which influenced decisions in the Portland 
WIN institutionalized training program. However, 
the changes that did occur in the committment 
phase were judged desirable.

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This is the final report on the first phase of a 
two phase comprehensive study of the delivery of 
Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
(DHEW) services to ethnic minorities.

The purpose of these hearings was to hear 
testimony on an amendment to the Emergency 
School Aid Act proposed by Senator Jackson.

Among the findings of the study are the 
following: (1) all subjects displayed high self- 
esteem regardless of ethnic status (2) black 
adolescents showed a much higher proportion of 
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Positive self-evaluations than black adults, (3) 
inter-generational differences between Chicano 
adolescents and adults were marginal and (4) dif- 
ferences between white adolescents and adults 
were significant. (Author/AM) 
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This study presents an alternative explanation 
of low-income religious behavior other than as a 
compensation for the conditions of lower-class 
life, or as an escape from those conditions. The 
argument is made that the religion of the poor 
contributes in significant and positive ways to the 
processes of identity formation and to the 
development and maintenance of cultural values 
and norms.
